Farewell to a good friend 


ER NAME MIGHT NOT IMMEDI- 
ately be familiar to you, but if 
you ve ever phoned, written, 
e-mailed, or faxed a note to 
the Review, or contacted us on 
some other matter, chances are 
: mm that you've met Mary Lou 
Marlin, who retired at year’s end. 

In addition to maintaining our files 
and business records, organizing mail- 
ings, and generally keeping the office on 
an even keel, it was Mary Lou’s job as 
the Review's business manager/editorial 
assistant to shepherd and create the 300 
or so Keeping in Touch notes that ap- 
pear in each issue—the best-read sec- 
tion of the magazine. Some quick math 
reveals that in her 14 years on the job, 
“Lou” wrote and edited more than 25,000 
notes. Even with the repeat callers, there’s 
no doubt that she’s talked to a lot of 
alumni since 1985. It also means that she 
has made a lot of friends. 

That’s because Mary Lou can talk to 
anyone about anything; she’s a people 
person, one of those rare folks in this 
world who really care about others. If 
something needs doing or somebody 
needs help, Mary Lou 1s invariably the 
first to roll up her sleeves to pitch in. 

A native of Toronto, she grew up in 
Ottawa, St. Thomas, and London, On- 
tario. In 1956, she married Earl Marlin, 
a member of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, and over the course of the next 19 
years, they raised three children (son 
Don, Sc’86, and daughters Beth, Arts’83, 
and Karen) and lived at military bases 
around the globe—from Cold Lake, Alta.

between. Mary Lou and Earl finally put 
down roots in Kingston in 1975. That’s 
when Mary Lou began studying at Queen’s 
as a part-time student. Seven long years 
later, in 1982, she earned her BA. 

Mary Lou joined the Review staff in 
July 1985 when she began working with 
then-editor Cathy Perkins, Arts’58, on a 
two-month summer work contract. “After 
that, they couldn’t get rid of me,” she says 
with a laugh. 

It’s fortunate for me, 
as editor; for the Review, 
Queen’s; and for those 
thousands of alumni 
whose lives she has 
touched that we didn’t 
(or couldn’t!). 

In her retirement, 
Mary Lou plans to do 
some traveling, catch 
up on her reading, get 
involved with volun- 
teer causes, and spend 
more time with her 
husband Earl Marlin, 
Law’85 (himself two 
years retired), her children, and grand- 
children. Mary Lou, ever optimistic, says. 
“lve loved my ume at the Review, but this 
phase of my life is over. That’s all right, be- 
cause one good thing has to end before 
another can begin.” 

And thanks for 
all your hard work the past 14 years, your 
dedication, patience, creativity, sense of 
humour...and heck yes, even your feisti- 
ness.

Nurses are under constant stress 
with overwork, dealing with patients’ 
entering crises, and the constant threat 
of law-suits. 

Is there anything else I would rather 
do? No, my choice was right for me, as I 
am sure Mary Collins choice was right 
for her.

the old city of Jerusalem. Entire Arab 
quarters have been torn down by Israel 
to be replaced by illegal settlements since 
the occupation in 1967. This is not a mere 
territorial dispute for the Arab Pales- 
tinians, but a struggle for 
their very existence. The 
attack on their identity has 
ranged from ethnic cleans- 
ing resulting in most 
Palestinians living in exile 
today, to propaganda that 
attempts to disassociate 
them from their land, in- 
cluding Jerusalem.

The reply of Dr. Turpin, as Vice-Prin- 
cipal (Academic), avoids the issue by rais- 
ing the question of an optimum size for 
Queen’s. The issue is one of excellence, 
and Queen’s must address it if the Uni-

A 
reputation for excellence, however, can 
be destroyed almost overnight where

cialty, the liberal arts. In fact, one of 
your writers had the nerve to deride ap- 
plied studies as “better suited for DeVry.” 
| find this puzzling considering that two 
excellent schools in the US.—MIT and 
Stanford—are very applied, and find no 
shame in teaching today’s technologies 
to students (typically because they in- 
vented them). I don’t see anyone accus- 
ing MIT of being “DeVry.” More to the 
point, I don’t think many people would 
seriously compare Queen’s to either of 
these schools, both of which win Nobel 
prizes from time to time for studying 
“today’s technology”. 

‘The bottom line is that Queen’s isn’t 
as capable of teaching applied topics as 
well as many other schools, some of 
which are in Ontario (Carleton’s com- 
puter science program is far better than 
Queen’s, and Waterloo is better than 
both). Queen’s has never been consid- 
ered a real leader in the study of the en- 
gineering sciences (if memory serves me 
correct, Queen’s is the only major Cana- 
dian school not to have ever contributed 
to Nobel prize winning research). En- 
gaging in this continued snobbery of ap- 
plied topics only demonstrates how much 
Queen’s has missed the academic boat.

FTER SIX DAYS AND MORE 
than 3,100 km of racing, 
Radiance, the Queen’s solar 
car, finished in second 
place in the World Solar 
Challenge held in Australia in 
October. Queen’s finished just 15 
minutes behind the winner, the 
Aurora Vehicle Association’s 
Aurora 101, an Australian entry. 
On the final day of this gruel- 
ing event, Radiance traveled the 
final 15 kms through rush-hour 
traffic in Adelaide, at times with 
Aurora 101 tantalizingly in view. 
“The team is proud to have 
represented Canada and 
Queen’s University on a world

The Queen’s team attributes 
much of their success to the de- 
cision to take on the enormous 
task of rebuilding their car’s 
solar shell with a new higher 
efficiency solar array sponsored 
by SunPower Corporation dur- 
ing the eight weeks between the 
North American championship 
in late June, in which Radiance 
also finished second, and the 
World Solar Challenge. The 
team members also recognized 
that technology could only 
take them so far and credit 
each member for seamlessly 
carrying out their duties under 
any conditions. 

Well-known environmentalist 
David Suzuki, LLD’87, congrat- 
ulated the team by telegram and 
offered his support and congrat- 
ulations calling the Queen’s 
team “tenacious pioneers” and a 
source of inspiration. “This is an 
exceptional demonstration of the 
power of solar energy,” Suzuki 
said. “I have confidence that with

a vision of sustainability and in- 
novation, Canada can become a 
leading pioneer in the new en- 
ergy revolution.” 

The World Solar Challenge is 
the pre-eminent solar race in the 
world and was inaugurated by 
Hans Tholstrup in 1987. The 
race takes place every three years 
and has attracted an international 
field of entries including teams 
from the major car companies. 

Past winners have been Gen- 
eral Motors, Biel and Honda 
(both in 1993 and 1996). The 
race runs along the Stuart High- 
way from Darwin to Adelaide, 
and is intended to facilitate and 
encourage research and develop- 
ment in the field of solar energy.

Unearthing the Queen’s- 
Cataraqui cemetery link 


AN YOU DIG IT? 

Even cemeteries are now 
going on-line. The website 
for Cataraqui Cemetery, 

(http://www.queensu.ca/sec- 
retariat/cataraqui/) where 
generations of Queen’s people 
and Sir John A. Macdonald, 
Canada’s first prime minister, 
have been laid to rest, has been 
linked to the Office of the Secre- 
tary’s home page. The initiative 
is part of a project profiling peo- 
ple in Queen’s-owned plots and 
will help promote the preserva- 
uon of the site and serve as a 
reminder of the vital links be- 
tween Queen’s and the cemetery. 
Cataraqui Cemetery is one of 
Kingston’s oldest and biggest

burial grounds. Located off 
Sydenham Road, just west of the 
old city limits, the cemetery was 
opened after the deadly typhoid 
epidemic of 1847, which claimed 
1,500 lives locally. Queen’s did 
not have its own burial ground in 
those days, and so the University 
and its supporters began pur- 
chasing burial plots at Cataraqui. 
Over the years since, many well- 
known Queen’s men and women 
have been laid to rest there.

TRICOLOUR MEMORIES by Dr. L. Bruce Cronk. Meds’ 46 


Fond memories of an extraordinary man 


ALTER ForD CONNELL, 

Meds’29, LLD’73, was a 

physician extraordinaire, a 

pioneer cardiologist, a 
os beloved and gifted tea- 
ot cher to 

medical students, and a 
fervent Queen’s man. 

The Connells were of Irish-English- 
French origin. In 1845, John Connell, his 
wife and nine children emigrated from 
Ireland in 1845, settling near Prescott, 
Ont. Their second oldest son, Walter 
Thomas, born in 1873, became a famed 
physician and the father of Walter Ford 
Connell. The lives and careers of the 
father and son physicians are so closely 
connected in every sense that one can- 
not tell the story of one without some 
reference to the other. 

W.T: graduated from Queen’s with the 
Medal in Medicine in 1894, studied in 
London, and returned to Queen’s at the 
instigation of Principal Grant in 1895. 
Atage 22 he was appointed Professor of 
Pathology. He became Chair of the De- 
partment of Medicine in 1919, a post he 
held for 22 years. In 1931, W.T. and Dr. 
“Blimy” Austin were among the founders 
of the Royal College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Canada. 

The Connells lived at 11 Arch Street, 
just a stone’s throw from Kingston Gen- 
eral Hospital (KGH). Walter Ford Con- 
nell was born in the Arch Street house on 
August 24, 1906. He grew up, raised his 
own family, and lived there untl 1996. 

Ford graduated from Queen’s in 1929 
with the Medal in Medicine, the Hon- 
our of the Medal in Surgery, and many 
other awards. When he was denied the 
Robert Bruce Scholarship at an earlier 


generations of 


stage of his medical education because 
the conditions of the award required the 
winner to be “of Scotch extraction” his 
father remarked that Ford might have 
“Scotch by absorption but not by ex- 
traction.” 

While interning at Toronto General 
Hospital, Ford met Merle Bruce whom 
he later married and whom many of us 
remember as the warm and gracious 
chatelaine of 11 Arch Street for some 55 
years. When Ford returned to Queen’s 
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in 1935 after postgraduate studies over- 
seas, he was appointed Assistant Profes- 
sor of Medicine. He started the Depart- 
ment of Cardiology at KGH, purchasing 
himself an early electrocardiograph ma- 
chine. In 1942, Ford enlisted in the army 
medical corps, but was shortly returned 
to Queen’s to organize and expedite the 
accelerated and intensified training of 
young medical officers. He became a pro- 
fessor and chair of the Department of 
Medicine and Physician-in-Chief 
of KGH. In 1943, Ford was the in- 
fluential member of a small com- 
mittee that recommended that 
women again be admitted to the 
medical school after an absence of 
more than 50 years. Following the 
war, Ford set about rebuilding the 
Department of Medicine with em- 
phasis on teaching, service, and re- 
search, and he attracted a brilliant 
staff who worked alongside him. 

Ford was always a hurricane of 
activity, but no matter how busy he 
was he always had ume to care for bee 
and listen to his patients (and his 
residents.) And housing, transport, pass- 
ports and whatever was required for the 
relatives and friends of his patients was 
arranged by his office lieutenants. This 
was real patient care, not the pious lip 
service we often encounter at medical 
gatherings and in press releases. Ford was 
in command of all the disciplines of med- 
icine in a way that’s no longer possible 
today. And he was a superb cardiologist 
and teacher. To us, his admiring resi- 
dents and colleagues, Ford was more than 
the Real Doctor among doctors; he was 
also the good shepherd who guided, 
counselled and watched over us. 

Many honours from alumni organi- 
zations, learned medical societies, and 
his own alma mater came to Ford Con- 
nell both before and after his 1968 re- 
tirement. He continued his consulting 
practice for some years, and after that 
could be seen visiting former patients 
(“my friends,” he called them) at KGH. 

The Connell’s three children— 
Queen’s graduates all—grew up in the 
house on Arch Street. Bruce, Meds’62, 
is a consultant internist in Ottawa. Dou- 





glas, Arts’64, 1s a business executive in 
Victoria, and Patricia (Foster), Arts’56, 
lives in Vancouver. 

A lingering illness came upon Merle 
Connell in the late 1980s. When she, of 
necessity, entered the Providence Manor 
nursing home, Ford came to visit her at 
7:30 a.m. every morning, stayed until 
evening, and brought her two fresh roses 
each day until she quietly slipped away 
in the summer of 1991. In 1996, Ford,

too, entered Providence Manor, and on 
the morning of Oct. 8, 1998, he was up 
early, as usual, fully dressed and reading 
the Globe & Mail when he suddenly died 
of cardiac arrest. His good friend and col- 
league Dr. Stuart Vandewater noted, “No 
distress, no fuss, {he] just ran out of gas.” 

Dr. W. Ford Connell may be gone, but 
he is certainly not forgotten, for as the 
dean of Heath Sciences Dr, David Walker, 
Meds’71, says, “[He] taught us all many 
things about medicine and his lessons 
were timeless. ... As these values live on, 
so will his memory.” @

important by many people at Queen’s and on other 
campuses across North America. 

According to Principal Bill Leggett, “There 
hasn’t been any dramatic shift in emphasis here: 
we've always been involved with the private sec- 
tor in research. This isn’t something we started last 
week or last year. It’s a product of what we’ve been 
doing for decades.” 

The University led the way back in 1987 when 
it established a technology transfer office. PARTEQ_ 
Innovations is today recognized as one of the best 
in the country (and was rated fourth in North 
America in a recent technology transfer activity 
rating), Leggett notes. 

“Is this good or bad for Queen’s?” asks the Prin- 
cipal. “If the rules of engagement are well known 
and well understood by all involved, then my an- 
swer, without hesitation, is that it’s good. [ antici- 
pate increased involvement with the private sec- 
tor, not only in engineering, medicine and science, 
but also in the social sciences and humanities, where 
the results of our research will be 
of great value to society 1n ways that 
haven’t yet been imagined.” 

Queen’s Vice-Principal (Re- 
search) Suzanne Fortier agrees, and 
she emphasizes that professors are 
free to choose whether or not they 
will become involved with the cor- 
porate sector. “We encourage qual- 
ity research in a whole spectrum 
of activities, from discovery to ap- 
plications, to making its way into 
the world,” she says. “There are 
many, many examples where re- 
search started with a discovery 
stemming from curiosity and indi- 
vidual interest in a problem. Then, 
the pull came from outside to de- 
velop an application, as a result of 
the quality of the work that had 
been done here.” 

She cites the case of Neurochem, 
\ leading-edge Canadian biotech- 
nology company that idenufies and 
develops drugs for the treatment 
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of diseases such as Alzheimer’s, amyloidosis, and 
diabetes. “Neurochem was one of the first spin-off 
companies to evolve from discoveries by Queen’s 
researchers, and in November signed a $25-mil- 
lion (U.S.) research and development agreement 
with a leading Danish pharmaceutical company. 

Some of the initial work was not done with com- 
mercialization in mind, but rather with a desire to 
know more about amyloidosis, a rare disease that 
was affecting one of the researchers.” 

Most research done in conjunction with the in- 
dustrial sector is “pre-competitive,” says Fortier. 
This means that it won’t lead immediately or even 
in the near future to a product that will be on the 
market, she explains. “An example is the Centre for 
Automotive Materials & Manufacturing, which was 
established last year at Queen’s in collaboration with 
Alcan International, and the Ontario Research and 
Development Challenge Fund to investigate new 
materials and processes for building energy-eff- 
cient, environmentally friendly cars. The results

University Teachers (CAUT) recently expressed 
strong concern about what it terms “the threat to 
academic freedom and intellectual inquiry that 
comes from a growing university dependence on 
private sector funding for teaching and research.” 
This statement 1s contained in the CAUT rejec- 
tion of the recommendations of the federal gov- 
ernment’s Expert Panel on the Commercializa- 
tion of University Research, which tabled its final 
report last May. 

John Molloy, president of PARTEQ Innova- 
tions, says it’s unfortunate that the Expert Panel 
report didn’t emphasize more strongly the re- 
searcher’s right to decide whether to follow a com- 
mercialization route. That said, he still applauds 
some of the report’s recommendations. “The basic 
concepts presented in the report—stimulation of 
commercial activity, ensuring that it’s properly 
protected, making intellectual property accessi- 
ble and available for commercialization, and pro- 
viding funding for infrastructure to support that

commercialization—are good ones,” Molloy says. 

With regard to CAUT concerns about “impo- 
sition of a single model of intellectual property 
ownership on the university community,” Molloy 
states, “It’s in the interests of the company, the 
University, and the researcher to make sure that 
ownership is contained within one unit. Especially 
due to the collaborative nature of research today 
where you very rarely have an individual inven- 
tor—the best protection for everyone is to have 
ownership reside in the institution.” 

“Commercialization of the University” was the 
theme of a CAUT conference attended by pro- 
fessor Phillip Goldman, Political Studies and Law, 
along with several colleagues from Queen’s in 
October. Group discussion focused on two key 
areas, he reports: researchers’ rights and the extent 
to which universities are prepared to protect them 
from unfair exploitation by corporate sponsors; 
and, the difficulty of demonstrating “market value 
for knowledge”—particularly in areas like some of 
the fine arts and humanities, which Goldman feels 
are being negatively affected by a shift in univer- 
sity priorities. 

As the Faculty Association grievance officer at 
Queen’s, Goldman says he has received an in- 
creasing number of questions lately regarding ex- 
pectations that faculty must engage in corporate 
partnering (which is now a requirement for some 
government funding) and “the extent to which 
they are less valued if they don’t. My view is that 
we now too easily assume a correspondence be- 
tween corporate and public interests,” he adds. 

While acknowledging “the obvious benefits from 
extra money coming into the university,” History 
professor and noted author Donald Akenson notes 
that sponsored contracts in the humanities and so- 
cial sciences frequently come with publication in- 
hibitions. In some cases, when the sponsor chose 
not to use it, this has resulted in several years’ work 
being wasted, he says. 

A second danger stems from the fact that pri- 





vate enterprise, particularly in fields related to 
commerce and government lobbying, can demand 
an “ideologically driven product” in which results 
are communicated to researchers before they start,

says Akenson. “As the University has 
been forced to lower salaries in real 
money, more and more people are 
tempted to take this kind of work, and 
call it consulting,” he warns. 

Engineering Physics professor David 
Atherton has been involved in corpo- 
rate-sponsored research since his arrival 
at Queen’s in 1971. One of the first re- 
cipients of an NSERC/ Canada Con- 
ference Board University-Industry Syn- 
ergy Award and most recently the 1999 
Corporate Higher Education Forum’s 
Bell Canada award, he advises and col- 
laborates with various companies, all of 
which are world leaders in their partic- 
ular fields: Pipetronix, Russell Tech- 
nologies, Hydroscope Canada, and the 
Pressure Pipe Inspection Company. 

From these associations, Atherton 
notes that Queen’s receives significant 
financial support for graduate students, 
post-doctoral fellows, IAESTE visiting 
exchange students, and numerous un- 
dergraduate summer research assistants, 
as well as considerable overhead fund- 
ing for the University and his depart- 
ment. His research projects, all of which 
have arisen from problems encountered 
in his industrial consulting, also supply 
topics for research theses for graduate 
students, and final-year theses for un- 
dergrads. “Most importantly,” says 
Atherton, “being involved in engineer- 
ing practice in the real world provides 
many practical examples to use in 
courses for engineering students and 
even subsequent jobs for graduates. The 
problem is that there are far too few 
people doing this on campus!” 

The handling of intellectual prop- 
erty and publication constraints are 
major concerns for John Elce, Bio- 
chemistry, whose current corporate- 
sponsored research is with Parke-Davis. 
“Now, when you publish anything in a 
journal, you may also be expected to 
make your raw data available—and that 
could be used by the sponsoring com- 
pany’s competitors,” he notes. “These 
decisions can have effects on your ca- 
reer and funding ability, which tend to 
cloud people’s ethical judgment. That’s 
where I see a potential danger.” 

“It’s really a question of what safe- 
guards are in place,” says Michael Baird, 
Chenistry. “I think it boils down to the 
character of the people involved: if someone de- 
signs a research proposal to tap into corporate 
funding without any innate interest in the area, I 
would certainly have a problem with that.” 

In Baird’s case, however, basic research led to a 
discovery of use to a commercial company, Bayer. 
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They, in turn, provided money and equipment, 
some of which is being used by Queen’s people 
not associated with the project, he notes. 

“Right now I have two pieces of major equip- 
ment and two postdoctoral fellows who wouldn't 
be with me otherwise,” Baird says. “The fellows are 
working with grad students, and we're all learn- 
ing from their expertise: there’s a real synergy here, | 
and a direct spin-off to students of Queen’s.” 4 

That interaction with the outside world has 
been a key part of Chemical Engineering profes- 
sor Kim McAuley’s experience doing corporate- 
sponsored research, both as a faculty member at — 
Queen’s for the past eight years, and as a gradu- — 
ate student at McMaster before that. “I find that] 
get many ideas for more fundamental theoretical 
and long-term research from my applied work — iy 
with companies,” she notes, adding that her lec- 7 
tures to undergrad classes are also positively ata A 
fected.

Adams notes that there has been a gradual swing 
of the pendulum toward allotting merit for patents. 
“But I hope it doesn’t swing too far in the other di- 
rection, either,” he adds. @

Sharing the demutualzation wealth 


ITH ITS IVY-CLAD LIME- 
stone buildings and sto- 
ried history, the Queen’s 
campus echoes with the 
footsteps of generations 
of bright young men and 
women who have come 
here to learn and to experience their in- 
dependence for the first time. “Queen’s 
is something you belong to,” says Dr. 
Edward Pearce, Director of Develop- 
ment, Planned Giving. 

“Many of our people don’t consider 
themselves wealthy” continues Pearce. 
“A lot of the people I work with re- 
member times when they would never 
have made it through university with- 
out a scholarship or a bursary of some 
kind. And many of them really wish to 
give back.” 

A recent twist in the financial world 
has Pearce excited. Through demutual- 
ization of four of Canada’s largest insur- 
ance companies, policyholders have 
found themselves to also be sharehold- 
ers in what may be the single largest 
windfall most people will experience. 
One by one, these insurers—Mutual Life, 
Canada Life, Manulife, and Sun Life— 
will distribute shares, or the cash value 
of shares, to policyholders. Pearce sees 
it as a prime opportunity for Queen’s 
supporters to share the wealth. “You got 
[those shares] for free” he laughs, “you 
didn’t know they were coming in. They’re 


a blue bird.” 





Demutualization is the process of 


Here’s how the numbers crunch: 


converting from a mutual company to 
a share company. Policyholders’ rights 
as Customers remain unchanged so in- 
surance coverage, policy values, premi- 
ums, and policy dividends will not be 
affected. What does change is the nature 
of the policyholders’ ownership rights in 
the company. 

Shareholders are entitled to receive 


dividends as declared by the directors of 


the company, and can vote at company 
meetings—shareholders will elect up to 
two-thirds of the board. And, of course, 
shareholders have the right to sell their 
shares at any time for cash. One of the 
most significant issues for recipients is 
how this newfound wealth will be taxed. 
Revenue Canada has decided that pol- 
icyholders who accept cash will be taxed 
as if that cash were a dividend. You will 
have to include the taxable amount of the 
dividend in your income for the year you 
received it. The taxable amount of the 
dividend is 125 per cent of the amount 
of the dividend received, but you will also 
qualify for the dividend tax credit. 
Shares will be taxed as a capital gain 
when they’re sold. One of the issues in 
accepting the windfall as shares is that 
Revenue Canada has deemed a zero cost 
base f 
ing for the shares, which, of course, you 
did. So while you won’t have to report 
any income when you receive your 
shares, regardless of whether the shares’ 
value increases or decreases, when you 
sell them, you'll pay a capital gain. Sev-

enty-five per cent of the gain is taxable, 
and you have to include this amount in 
your income for the year you dispose of 
the shares. The windfall of demutual- 
ization gives alumni a unique Opportu- 
nity to support Queen’s while benefit- 
ing from a big fat tax credit. Up until the 
end of the year 2001, Revenue Canada is 
offering donors a special tax incentive; it’s 
reducing the capital gains tax from 75 
per cent to 37.5 per cent for gifts of shares 
made to a registered charity. So, if you 
had intended to contribute $10,000 to 
Queen’s, you would be better off con- 
tributing those new insurance shares. 

By gifting shares rather than selling 
the shares and gifting the money you'll 
save $1,875 in tax on your capital gain. 
You'll also have a tax credit that you can 
use against other forms of income. In the 
previous example, you would have $3,125 
worth of credits ($5,000 - $1,875) which 
could be used to reduce tax owed on em- 
ployment or investment income. 

“Our grads are very proud of Queens 
and what we’ve been able to accomplish 
over the years” says Pearce. “People like 
to support that. They like to see us ad- 
vance and produce quality education and 
research. And they realize that Queens 
is under a great deal of pressure with the 
government cutbacks.” 

He says people want to give, but they 
want to do so in the most tax effective 
manner. “Demutualized shares give us a 
real opportunity” says Pearce. “It was 
something unexpected, it’s something 
substantial, and our benefactors get to 
pocket the difference between the taxes 
they'll have to pay and the tax receipt for 
the donation. So it’s a good deal for donors 
and a great deal for Queens.”

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A matter of “due diligence” 


The story of how a Queen’s trained historian helped to clear Canada’s good name. Bank of Canada gover-

OTTAWA: Ir ALi sTarTED IN AuGuUST 1997. DuN- 
can McDowall, Arts’72, MA’73, was relaxing at his 
cottage before resuming teaching duties in the His- 
tory department at Carleton University when Bank 
of Canada governor Gordon Thiessen contacted 
him. The World Jewish Congress had approached 
the Bank with evidence that Canada might be im- 
plicated in the then-swirling Nazi Gold scandal. 
Thiessen had promised that a thorough internal 
investigation would be done to discern what role, 
if any, Canada played in these matters. 

Clearly, this was not a job to be taken lightly. 
Thiessen needed the services of a credible researcher- 
writer, a “detail person” with both a comprehen- 
sive knowledge of banking systems and a famil- 
iarity with the rhythm of historical documentation. 

Enter Duncan, a former senior researcher with 
the Conference Board of Canada, a professor of 
Business History since 1987 and—the clincher 
he’s a published historian, being the 1993 winner 
of the presugious National Business Book Award 
for Quick to the Frontier, which chronicles the 125- 
year history of Canada’s Royal Bank. Before this, 
he wrote a chronicle of Algoma Steel called Steel 
at the Sault, and The Light, a study of Brascan and 
Brazil’s power industry. 

So Duncan set to work. “I grabbed my best doc- 
toral student and we sealed ourselves off for four 
months, and tried to reconstruct exactly what hap- 





pened to the gold. We knew that Canada was in- 
volved, but was the gold we transacted 1n any way 
tainted by death camp association?” 

The moment of eureka came after labourious 
examination of documents from the period 1935 
to 1950. Duncan’s conclusion? Canada played no 
part in the contentious gold swaps of Nazi gold 
that occurred in the years 1942 to 1945, 

The words, “without Allied intelligence taint,” 
referring to gold transacted by Canada, appeared 
in a 1944 document originating in Lisbon. Dun- 
can says this was the sought-after revelation, “It 
went to the heart of the matter and within a month, 
| was able to write a report called Due Diligence.” 

Duncan’s120-page report was well-received at 
the London Conference on Nazi Gold in De- 
cember 1997. It was hailed as “the best written of 
all the central bank documents at the conference...

“Tt’s nice to step aside from what I 
usually do so I took a sabbatical 
there and wrote a history of Bermuda’s century- 
old tourist industry, Avother World: Bermuda and the 
Rise of Modern Tourism.” (Macmillan, London 1999) 

With its pastel pink dust cover, the book itself 
is reminiscent of the glistening 


white-roofed houses of Bermuda. Sifting through the 


Duncan traces the evolution of the 
island culture and ofits visitors’ per- reco rds a nd banking 
ceptions with insight gleaned on his 
own visits and hours in the archives. 
Writing the book was a labour of 
love. “Once the momentum’s there, 
writing’s the most fulfilling thing in 
the world because it’s so personal,” 
says Duncan. 

Relaxing in his office at Carleton, Duncan re- 
flects with satisfaction on his life and career. 
“Queen’s contributed to my success,” he says. “I had 
a wonderful undergrad education. Professors such

Sixty years of memories and MCOr tt 


etty (Musson) Kawaley, Elnora (McAlpin) Shepperd, Ruth Coady, and Anna 

(Kleinsteuber) Wheal met in 1939 when they were “freshettes” in the class of 

Arts'43. Since graduating, the foursome has been getting together every dec- 
ade for fun-filled reunions. They celebrated a special anniversary in November when 
they got together in ingston--it was their 60th. 


With each contributing different details, the women recall life at Queen's in 1939. 
Freshettes had to wear red tams, and everyone wore an academic gown to class. Initia- 
tion rites were tamer back then: “You had to walk with one foot in the gutter and one 
foot on the sidewalk,” Anna recalls. 


While they were all serious students, they made time for regular dances at Grant Hall. 
One year, Anna’s mother sent her a beautiful evening dress for the upcoming prom, 
but Elnora was invited to a prom first; Anna lent her friend the glamourous dress, and 
a velvet cloak her enterprising mother got at a fire sale. Sixty years later, the generous 
favor, the dress, and the cloak are remembered clearly. 


Betty, a scholarship student from Bermuda, describes how provincial Kingston was in 
the 1930s. “I was the only coloured person in Kingston besides Alfie Pierce, | think. 
People would stop and stare. They'd say, “Oh, from Bermuda! Do you wear grass skirts? 
| heard that over and over! But everyone was lovely.” 


lin 1939, meals were eaten at Ban Righ, where formal dress was required and uni- 
formed waitresses served. The women have fond memories of A. Vibert Douglas, the 
wise, down-to-earth Dean of Women, who occasionally invited them to join her at the 
head table for some intellectual conversation. As women, they always felt welcome at 
Queen's. “And we were feisty!” Betty recalls. “We picketed to make sure there was at 
least one female student on the AMS.” 


The Second World War had begun in September 1939, but everyone thought the fight- 
ing would soon end. The four friends flirted with Canadian Officers’ Training Corps 
members and joined the University Women’s Training Detachment. “The uniform was 
an itchy grey dress and a cap.” Ruth recalls. Gradually, the war became a more serious 
matter. Many students enlisted, and lists of those killed in action were posted periodi- 
cally. In 1941, Elnora married a young officer who was sent overseas three weeks later; 
he was killed shortly after D-Day, and Elnora raised their daughter. In 1942, Anna mar- 
ried a chemical engineer who eventually returned home. 


Perhaps it's because of when they met, and because they were always there for each 
other, that they grew so close. Elnora, who taught until she remarried in 1955, lives in 
Kingston, and has two grown children, many grandchildren, and five great-grandchil- 
dren. Ruth, after studying library science at McGill, settled in Halifax and worked at 
Dalhousie University until retiring. Anna became a high school teacher, taught ESL, and 
still teaches braille in Belleville, Ont., where she and her husband live. Two of their 

three children attended Queen’s. Back in Bermuda, Betty taught French and 
English; she married a teacher from 
Sierra Leone, and the youngest of their 
three children attended Queen’s, just 
as their mother had. 
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Elnora sums up why their remarkable 
reunions are so meaningful and the 
four old friends keep in touch: “Some 
people think we were always old, like

healthier lifestyle, and spiritual 
angles all in an effort to “to 
create a comprehensive case of 
vegetarianism.” 

In a recent interview, Fox ex- 
plained that the title Deep lege- 
tarianism, like “deep ecology,” 
reflects the philosopher’s at- 
tempt to move a wide audience 


away from what he terms “shal- 


low vegetarianism.” 

Fox curbed his own taste for 
meat in 1987, a year after au- 
thoring his 1986 book The Case 


for Animal Experimentation. Once 


a hostile antagonist to treating 
animals like humans, he began 
reassessing some of the argu- 
ments he had been making. Deep 
Vegetarianism was the result of 
that process. 

While this is a serious book, 
Fox’s approach is lively; he even 
mixes some subtle humour into 
his argument. Even so, he knows 
his views are likely to stir de- 
bate—remember how beef farm- 
ers attacked singer k.d. lang and 
her music for her “Meat Stinks” 
advertising campaign? At the 
very least, Fox figures that “there 
will be people who trash [the 
book 


to mention some spiky responses 


for economic reasons,” not 





from the philosophers he attacks. 
Vegetarianism, Fox says, aims to 
make humans a part of nature; 
and humans can live healthy 
even by eating natural fruits and 
nuts. At the rate the meat-pro- 
duction industry is destroying 
the planet, he cautions: “We have 
no excuse for failing to seek har- 
mony with nature by adopting a 
vegetarian diet.”

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N THE BILLION DOLLAR ADVERTISING 
industry, television commercials 
often play upon social trends. 
(Let's hope the chimp with the 
American Express Card isn’t one of 
them!) You may have seen this 
one: a young man returns home 
after his parents have already “emp- 
tied” the nest. But when his father 
serves him margarine instead of butter, 
the young man packs up and leaves, 
much to his parents’ relief. 

If only what | call the Not-So-Empty- 
Nest-Syndrome were so easily reme- 
died in real life! 

When the last Canadian census was 
taken in 1996, 47 per 
cent of unmarried women 
aged 20-34 still lived with 
their parents, up from 44 
per cent in 1981. More 
than half of unmarried 
men were also living at 
home. The percentages of 
unmarried young adults 
living with their parents 
were the highest they've 
been in 15 years. If any- 
thing, those numbers 
seem to have gone up. 

“For most young adults, 
the deciding factor to 
move back home is their economic sit- 
uation,” write demographers Drs. Mon- 
ica Boyd and Roy Norris.

The trend to go 
home again may also be affected by 
this decade's shift in the types of skills 
that employers demand nowadays. 

“Just look at the unemployment sta- 
tistics for 24-29 year old Canadians," 
says Christine's mother. “It's the highest 
of all the age groups. 

Another friend Alex, is a 29-year-old 
Arts'93 grad. He lived at home for a 
month last fall while searching for work 
in Toronto. His stay with his parents 
may have been much shorter than

“Students have more flexible 
lives nowadays, and then they get 
nailed with tons of student debt— 
thanks, Paul Martin!—so the option of 
moving back home is more open and 
in some cases more necessary.’

T WAS IN THE EARLY 1990S, AND JEFF GILES, A 
chartered accountant (CA) by profession, was 
working with the firm of Ernst and Young. His 
specialty was bankruptcies and insolvencies. 
But that type of work can wear you down, so 
Jeff began looking for a change of pace. 

One day a job ad in one of the Toronto 
newspapers caught his eye: the CFL was seeking 
a chief operating officer. While Jeff wasn’t a big 
football fan, he applied. To make a long story short, 
when he got hired he quickly discovered that his 
“new” job wasn’t all that different from his old one. 
“In my first two years in the league, we had three 
teams go into receivership, and two declared bank- 
rupcy,” Jeff recalls. 

Mind you, none of this had anything to do with 
Jeff or the quality of the work he was doing; it was 
all a matter of timing. The CFL was at a low point 
in 1994 as a result of some bad business decisions 
and the changing economics of professional sports 
in North America. It was Jeff, working alongside 
then-commissioner John Tory who turned the 
CFL around. Not that the job is done, not by a 
long shot. But the league 1s no longer on life sup- 
port. The financial outlook has brightened for most 
of the CFL’s eight teams, attendance is rising 
again and corporate sponsorships are growing. 

In the midst of all this, Jeff added the title of 
President to his business card in 1997. That 
being the case, it’s his desk where the prover- 
bial buck now stops. “Yep. I’m the guy who runs 
the place,” he’s says with a hands-on smile. 

Jeffis soft spoken and low-key, not at 
all the kind of guy you’d expect to be 

/ running a Canadian sporting insti- 

ig tution. He’s of medium height, 
greying, and lean; at age 45, he 
still has the easy, fluid gait of the 
athlete, which is what he was 

(and is!). Born in Arnprior, raised 

in Sudbury and Ottawa, Jeff en- 
joyed sports in his youth. He 
enrolled at Queen’s by chance. 
His dad, a CA, wanted his son 
to follow in his footsteps; Jeff 
wanted to do anything but, so 
he took his father’s alternate 
suggestion: earn a Phys/Ed de- 
gree. Jeff applied to three uni-

versities, and Queen’s accepted him. Once here, 
he tried out for both the football and track teams. 
He made the latter, running off with rookie-of- 
the year honours in 1974. One of his fondest mem- 
ories from his student days was wearing the Tri- 
colour in a second-place finish in the 4 x 800 relay 
event of the Toronto Star indoor games, held before 
16,000 people in Maple Leaf Gardens. 

Following graduation, most of Jeff’s friends went 
on to teacher’s college. He took a job in Burling- 
ton, and began studying to become a CA. 

These days, Jeff feels good about the career de- 
cisions he made. He’s got both a rewarding career 
and a good home life; most days he’s at his desk in 
the CFL’s offices in mid-town Toronto by 6:30 
a.m., and manages to get home in time to eat din- 
ner and spend time with his family. And Jeff some- 
how still finds time to jog six or seven miles each 
lunch hour. He also works occasionally as a mo- 
tivational speaker, something he’d like to do more 
of some day. In fact, he’s already written a book 
on the subject: Take This fob and Promote Me. 

When Jeff talks about his six years with the CFL 
and the work that he’s doing, his tone is pensive. 

Ask him about the health of the league, and he 
confides that while it’s doing relatively well in the 
west, the CFL has problems in Toronto and Van- 
couver, where it is fighting hard for market and 
media share. However, on the theory that it’s al- 
ways better to forge ahead rather than maintain 
the status quo. Jeff is now talking about expand- 
ing the league to 10 teams, with Quebec and Ot- 
tawa being atop the list of candidates. He also says 
there’s a long way to go in improving relations be- 
tween the CFL and the Canadian Intercollegiate 
Athletics Union, which governs Canadian univer- 
sity football. 

Jeff views the CFL as a business, first and fore- 
most; the fact he himself isn’t a former player has 
actually helped him in that regard. “I don’t get 
caught up in all the hoopla surrounding the games,” 
he says. “My approach is to go at problems straight 


on. That’s how you build credibility with the media 
and fans, not through smoke-and-mirrors. “Pro 
sports in Canada are under the gun, big time. We’re 


part of the North American economy, and we have 
to compete for entertainment dollars. It’s a real 
challenge, but we’re doing it, and that’s what makes 
my job so interesting.” @

Patents better than 
publications 


| SPENT 18 YEARS AS A RESEARCH ENGI- 
neer in industry and 21 years as an 
Engineering Professor. | have more 
=. than 18 patents in my name over 25 
published papers. Thus I should be in an 
excellent position to comment on re- 
search policies in industry and university. 

Industrial Policy: Industry has little to 
gain by publishing research results and 
much to lose by revealing results of their 
work to the competition. However, if they 
wish to use the results of their research 
and gain the advantage of a temporary 
monopoly, they must patent their find- 
ings. I consider that the most productive 
period in my career was the period I spent 
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in industry. However, most of my find- 
ings became buried 1n company files and 
have since been lost. Much of the find- 
ings that led to patents were published. 
University Policy: | consider that cre- 
ative work by Engineering faculty, such 
as inventions, is of much greater value to 
society than publications of results, which 
are often mainly an academic exercise to 
train a graduate student. 
However, the University 
does not give any recogni- 
tion for patents, and thus 
: discourages this type of 
ees activity. The “publish or 
mart perish” policy which is 
' imposed on research in 
universities further dis- 
courages this type of re- 
search since revelation of 
the work must be delayed 
or restricted in order to 
achieve patent protection. 
Cooperation: There are 
conflicts between policy of industry and 
universities. Industries want an economic 
advantage from their expenditure in re- 
search resulting in secrecy, whereas uni- 
versities wish their research to be pub- 
lished to improve their image. This limits 
the desire for cooperative research. How- 
ever, it allows many academics to obtain 
extra income by selling their expertise 

as consultants.

Survey confirms 
on-going gender bias 
in business 


RECENT SCHOOL OF BusI- 

ness survey shows that on 

average female grads earn 

$10,000 less per year than 
their male peers. That was just 
one of the findings of Carol 
McKeen, Arts’70, Ed’71, MBA’76, 
of the School of Business and 
Merridee L. Buyaki, Arts’85, 
MBA’88, PhD’96, of the Faculty 
of Administration at the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa, who have 
completed phase three of a 10- 
year project on the career and life 
satisfaction of Queen’s School of 
Business grads. 

The project began in 1989 
when McKeen and a colleague 
from York University first sur- 
veyed the Schools’ 1,444 female 
graduates. In 1994, McKeen and 
Buyaki, a PhD student at the time, 
resurveyed the same women. In 
addition, the survey was extended 
to male grads from that period 
and to all the men and women 
who'd graduated between 1989 
and 1993. A total of 2,490 surveys 
were mailed; 938 completed re- 
sponses were received. 

The average age of the re- 
spondents at the time of the 1994 
survey was 33, approximately 
two-thirds of them were married; 
40 per cent had children. The 
data revealed that while the men 
and the women did not differ 
with respect to the number of ad- 
ditional degrees or professional 
designations they had earned, on 
average, women’s salaries were 
approximately $10,000 lower per

Not surprisingly, women have 
strong views on the role the 
School of Business could play in 
preparing them to cope with the 
effects of gender in their lives. 
Women are especially interested 
in courses on gender issues, the 
discussion of these issues in the 
curriculum overall, and the in- 
clusion of more female decision 
makers in cases and course ma- 
terials. They also strongly 
believed that hiring more female 
faculty members was important. 

Based on a recent survey of 
the Deans of Canadian business 
school by Carol McKeen and 
PhD student Kara Arnold, it 
appears Queen’s School of Busi- 
ness 1s doing more to address 
these issues than other Canadian 
business schools. It’s one of only 
10 undergrad programs to offer 
an elective course on Gender 
Issues in Management, a course 
taught by Carol since 1993. The 
Business School also includes 
discussion of gender and diversity 
issues in a several of its core—as 
well as elective—courses. At pre- 
sent, 27 per cent of the School’s 
continuing full-time faculty are 
women, as are approximately 50 
per cent of the students. 

In the spring of 1999, funded 
by another grant of $122,000 


from SSHRC, McKeen and Bu- 
jaki began a third phase of their 
survey. All previous respondents 


have been resurveyed, along with 
1994-1998 grads. A total of 1650 
questionnaires were mailed, with 
more than 750 being completed 
and returned. This data is now 
being analyzed. All of McKeen 
and Bujaki’s research has been 
supported by Alumni Affairs, the 
SSHRC Women and Change 
Program, and the grads of the 
School of Business.

{HE IMPETUS BEHIND THE AGNES ETHERINGTON 
Art Centre’s campaign and renovations was 
the pressing need for more vault space, bet- 
ter climate control, and improved accessi- 
bility and visibility. The original 1879 home 
= of the Richardson family was bequeathed to 
the University by Mrs. Agnes Richardson Ether- 
ington 1n 1954. The refurbished building opened 
in 1957 as the Agnes Etherington Art Centre, and 
a $175,000 gallery and teaching wing were added 
in 1962. The Art Centre has been further expanded 
and upgraded from time to time in the years since; 
however, of late it was becoming increasingly ap- 
parent that the Art Centre had outlived its use- 
fulness and was in need of major upgrades. For a 
myriad of reasons, the former building simply 
could no longer attract or accommodate many im- 
portant collections or circulating exhibitions. All 
that has changed now. 

The recently completed $7.2 million in reno- 
vations and new construction have made vital im- 
provements to the Art Centre’s climate control 
and security systems, expanded vault storage space 
by 300 per cent, and increased the gallery area by 
more than 20 per cent. Visitors will enjoy a new 
exhibition wing that has been named 1n honour of 
patrons Isabel Bader and Alfred Bader, Sc’45, 
Arts’46, MSc’47, LLD’86, of Milwaukee, WI, whose 
generous support of the project helped make the 
new Art Centre a reality. 

Within the Bader wing of the new Agnes Ether- 
ington Art Centre are eight distinct galleries with 
state-of the art lighting, climate control, and se- 
curity. Each gallery is designed for the optimum 
display of a specific kind of art. 

Other features of the University’s renovated 
Art Centre include: 

e a bright, spacious new atrium at the building’s 
main entrance, which will be used for public pro- 
grams, receptions, brown bag lunches, and other 
special events; 

e anew art studio named after first director of the 
Agnes Etherington Art Centre—renowned artist 
André Biéler, LLD’69, 

e the largest door in Kingston—five metres high— 
is a whimsical feature of the Atrium; 

e mounted on the front of the building, where it 
greets visitors, is an eye-catching stainless steel 
sculpture by Toronto and New York artist Micah 
Lexier’s “A Minute of My Time” was funded by 
the Millennium Fund of the Canada Council 
and the Chancellor Richardson Memorial Fund; 

e anew Gallery Shop, which in addition to the al- 
ready successful Agnes Art Rental and Sales, will 
be operated by volunteers from the Agnes Ether- 
ington Art Centre’s Gallery Association; and, 

e renovations to the 1879 home include the din- 
ing room, where the original dining room set 
used by Dr. and Mrs. Etherington will again be 
on display.

This scenario will be commonplace at Queen’s 
within the next few years, when an imaginative 
new initiative from the Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence becomes reality. It will usher in a whole new 
approach to educating engineers for the 21st cen- 
tury—and the Canadian program on the leading 
edge of this concept will be found right here at 
Queen’s. “We see several areas where engineering 
practice is fundamentally changing,” says Tom 
Harris, Dean of Applied Science. “These include 
the phenomenal growth of scientific knowledge, in- 
creasing specialization, and enhanced expecta- 
tions about how quickly new graduates will be 
able to contribute to their employers.” 

Practising engineers must collaborate exten- 
ly with other engineers and professions, the 
in notes. “This means that our graduates re-

In response to these challenges, two commit-

tees have been meeting regularly for the past 18 
months to develop a new vision for teaching en- 
gineering at Queen’s. This vision will better pre- 
pare graduates for a professional environment that 
demands adaptability and independent learning. 
Associate Dean Jim McCowan chairs a commit- 
tee planning the ILC’s staffing and structure, while 
Associate Dean Jim Mason chairs a committee 
that’s looking at innovation in teaching and learn- 
ing. Students have contributed very significantly 
to the planning process as well, providing valu- 
able feedback on what they would like to see for 
future generations. According to Engineering So- 
ciety President Scott Affleck, Sc’00, students are 
excited about the concept behind the ILC. “Co- 
operating on projects with other disciplines in a 
realistic environment will stimulate the creativ- 
ity and innovation required in today’s work world,” 
he says. “Despite the fact that many of us will never 
use this facility before graduating, there’s a high

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level of enthusiasm among the students I’ve talked 
to about the positive impact it will have on engi- 
neering education at Queen’s.” 

Alumni have played an important part in the 
planning process, too. Dennis Sharp, Sc’60, of Cal- 
gary, is an active volunteer on this project. Sharp 
says that as an alumnus he would like to help en- 
sure that Queen’s engineers continue to be in high 
demand when they graduate. “By forging stronger 
links with industry, and incorporating real-life pro- 


jects into the curriculum, the ILC 
will help to provide the kind of ed- 
ucation and training which em- 
ployers value,” Sharp says. 

How will this happen? The pro- 
ject’s overall objective is to develop 
a multidisciplinary learning envi- 
ronment, one that integrates engi- 
neering theory with practice, and 
promotes team-oriented, problem- 
solving skills. “After analyzing the 
strengths of our students and fac- 
ulty, along with emerging needs in 
engineering education and prac- 
tice, we feel this approach will 
allow us to meet those needs and 
attract high quality students, while 
continuing to have employers seek 
out Queen’s grads as their pre- 
ferred choice,” says Dean Harris. 

Two pilot projects at Queen’s with encouraging 
results have already generated a great deal of en- 
thusiasm for integrated learning. The highly-ac- 
claimed TEAM (Technology, Engineering and 
Management) program, which brings together 
commerce, environmental science, and engineer- 
ing students to work on projects proposed by 1n- 
dustrial clients, garnered Chemical Engineering 


professor Barrie Jackson the Canadian Council of 
Professional Engineers (CCPE) Medal of Dis- 
tinction in 1998. (The TEAM website may be ac- 
cessed at: http://www.chemeng.queensu.ca/team/). 
And the new first-year Applied Science project 
course called Practical Engineering Modules (at 
website: http://wwwa.civil.queensu.ca/apsc100) has 
successfully introduced team-based learning into 
the first-year program at Queen’s, as well. 

Jim McCowan sees the ILC as “the professional 
work place for our students, complementing the 
classroom experience by providing the facilities 
in which a student practises the skills needed to 
elevate theory into practice. For most of us, students 
included, the key aspect of the ILC is the cur- 
riculum,” he says. “That’s what we get really ex- 
cited about. Learning programs will be defined 
first, and the building designed around them.” 

The director of Queen’s Instructional Devel- 
opment Centre, Dr. Chris Knapper, calls the ILC 
“one of the most innovative developments in un- 
dergraduate engineering education ever to take 
place in Canada.” Applauding the extensive in- 
volvement in the planning process of students, fac- 
ulty, and industry partners, Knapper suggests that 
integration of knowledge from many different fields 
is essential “in a world where old disciplinary 
boundaries are fading fast. The result should be 
students who cannot just solve the problems that 
faculty give them, but can tackle problems that 
none of us has ever seen before.” 

This concept wouldn’t work at all institutions, 
Dean Harris points out. Because of its size and res- 
idential nature, and the outstanding capabilities of 
its students, Queen’s provides an ideal milieu for 
the integrated learning approach. Noting that sim- 
ilar programs have been successfully introduced at 
Aalborg University in Denmark and the Univer- 
sity of Colorado at Boulder, he says that while the 
ILC will incorporate some of their best features 
such as Colorado’s extensive outreach program into 
the wider community—it will be tailored for the 
distinctive environment that exists here. 

Harris adds: “Integrated learning and the ILC 
will substantially enhance Queen’s traditional ap- 
proach to engineering—one which focuses on fun- 
damentals, an appreciation of design, and in- 
creasingly an emphasis on the societal context in 
which engineering decisions are made. The ILC 
will also provide students with opportunities to 
develop professional skills and participate in many 
more extracurricular activities.” @ 





Fast-forward again to Queen’s campus, Fall 2003. In the newly opened Inte- 


grated Learning Centre, engineering students from all disciplines are able to 


pursue team projects together in a flexible workspace that’s accessible 24 


hours a day. For Jane Jones and her classmates, “learning how to /earn”— 


through critical analysis and the ability to connect with other disciplines in 


assimilating knowledge—is the key component of their engineering program.

Remembering Comets of a different sort 


) HE COMETS ARE COMING. AGAIN! 
No, not the celestial variety, but 
rather all those alumni who 
played “intermediate” football 
at Queen’s in the late 1940s 
through to 1960. The members 
es of the now-defunct teams 
known as the Comets are planning a re- 
union for Homecoming Weekend, Sep- 
tember 22-24. 

In the early years, Queen’s sometimes 
fielded more than one football team. 
There is evidence in the Queen’s 
Archives of an “Intercollegiate Inter- 
mediate Football Team” 1n 1884-85, just 
two years after the University first 
started playing the game at the senior 
level. Other years in the pre-W WI era 
when Queen’s had an intermediate team 
apparently included 1898-99, 1906-07, 
and 1912-13, with RMC and McGill as 
opponents. 

Not surprisingly, the intermediate 
teams of the 1920s were particularly 
strong. Queen’s football during that 
decade was typical of the thinly disguised 
professionalism of the American col- 
leges of the era (leading to three Grey 
Cups, in 1922, 1923, and 1924). A steady 
stream of good players arrived on cam- 
pus, not all of who could play for the se- 
nior team, especially in their rookie 
years. Accordingly, Coach Billy Hughes 
(who coached both the senior and in- 
termediate teams) fielded a strong inter-

mediate club that in 1924 won the inter- 
mediate championship at the same time 
the senior team was capturing the Grey 
Cup. J.L. (“Red”) McKelvey, Arts’23, 
MD’26, LLD’54, captained the interme- 
diate team; he was also AMS president 
that year, a feat not duplicated since, nor 
likely to be again! 

There were times in 
the 1930s when the flow 
of players to the Uni- 
versity thinned. From 
the middle years of that 
decade on, however 
Queen’s had a good in- 
termediate team, 
coached for the most 
part by Ralph Jack. Star 
players such as Bernie 
Thornton, BA’37, and 
Harry Sonshine, BA’37, 
moved up to the senior 
team after playing in- 
termediate. And during 
WWII, when senior 
football was suspended (1940-1945), 
Queen’s still fielded an intermediate 
team. That side enjoyed success, win- 
ning championships over an abbrevi- 
ated schedule in both 1940 and 1941. 

The real impetus for football returned 
to Queen’s with the flood of returning 
veterans after the war, when there were 
plenty of players for both a senior and 
intermediate team. However, quality was 
another matter—especially at the senior 
level, where the team had trouble win- 
ning. As Merv Daub, Com’66, observed 
in his book Gael Force (McGill-Queen’s 
Press, 1996), the intermediate team in 
several of these years—1947-48, for ex- 
ample—had a better record than the 
senior club. Oddly, the same success did 
not follow when the players moved up. 

By the 1949 season, when the nickname 
“the Comets” had made its appearance, 
the practice of fielding an intermediate 
team, under Jake Edwards, Arts’37, as head 
coach (with help at various times from A] 
Lenard, Arts’49, and Keith Harris, among 
others) and playing a more or less fixed 
schedule of about eight games against a va- 
riety of opponents, had taken hold. That 
pattern continued until 1960. 





The Comets folded that year for eco- 
nomic reasons and because of a lack of 
opponents; RMC, Ryerson, and other 
schools were regrouping into a new On- 
tario-wide league, with schools like Mc- 
Master and Waterloo joining in. Mean- 
while, Western and Toronto, like Queen’s,

had decided to carry more players di- 
rectly on the senior team, where they 
served as a “taxi-squad.” As a result, after 
1960 intermediate football at Queen’s 
became a fading memory. But not for the 
former players. Many alumni who suited 
up for the Comets still have fond mem- 
ories of their experiences. 

Gregg McKelvey, Arts/ PHE’S54; Ed 
Mallard, Arts’55, PHE’56, and John Ash- 
ley, Arts’56, the organizers of this fall’s 
Comets’ reunion, hope as many as 150 
formers players will return for this one- 
time only event. If you happen to be on 
campus yourself on Homecoming Week- 
end and see some old guys wandering 
around in faded Comets football jackets, 
please stop them and chat. If you do, 
you ll learn about a forgotten chapter of 
Queen’s proud sports history. @

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AST OCTOBER, THE QUEEN’S SOLAR CAR CALLED 
Radiance captured second place in the World 
Solar Challenge, the highest-profile solar car 
race on earth. It had been a grueling contest: for 
five eight-hour racing days, Radiance and 
its support van sped across the blazing hot 
Australian desert from Darwin to Adelaide, some- 
times reaching speeds of 120 km/hr. Radiance held 
the race lead for three days, and crossed the fin- 
ish line a mere 15 minutes behind the winner. 

It was a photo finish by solar-car racing stan- 
dards, but a bittersweet finale for the Queen’s 
team. They missed winning the 3,100-kilometre 
contest by a hair. Still, a car built by a bunch of 
Canadian university students had beaten 38 other 
vehicles, some designed by professional racing 
teams massively funded by the world’s leading 
automobile manufacturers. 

The triumph Down Under was no fluke, but 
rather the result of countless hours of extracur- 
ricular work by scores of students from across the 
University. Over the years, their labours have paid 
off in spades. 

The collective efforts of the Solar Car team 
have produced six state-of-the-art solar cars, 
earned respect for Queen’s on the highly com- 
petitive solar-car racing circuit, and made the 
team one of the University’s best-known repre- 
sentatives on the global stage. Since its inception 
in 1988, the team and the solar cars themselves 
have changed dramatically, but the basic ideals of 
the program remain the same. According to Dr. 
Stephen Harrison, PhD’92, the Mechanical En- 
gineering professor who founded it, the Solar Car 
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program tries to imbue students with a variety of 
technical and management skills and a sense of 
environmental stewardship they can incorporate 
into their future work. The program also conveys 
to the non-academic world—through an outreach 
program staffed by students from the Faculty of 
Education—the benefits of solar energy and of 
engineering as a Career option. 

Membership on the solar car team is rewarding, 
especially for the handful of students who travel 
to the U.S. or Australia to participate in the seri- 
ous excitement of a major race. But make no mis- 
take: building the solar car is a tough and largely 
unromantic job, made tougher by the fact that it’s 
unpaid, earns students no academic credit, and 
must be done on top of classes, homework and 
exams. For the core team members, that can add 
up to an extra 60 to 70 hours of work per week. 

Coping with this added load makes heavy phys- 
ical and emotional demands, but the team mem- 
bers have demonstrated time and again that they’re 
more than equal to them. 

“These are exceedingly bright, motivated people 
we're dealing with,” says Stephen Harrison. “I’ve 
seen some amazing people on this team do some 
amazing things.” 

Much of the team’s work takes place in a con- 
crete-floored basement workshop in downtown 
Kingston, cluttered with buckets of epoxy resin, 
cans of paint, tools, and rolls of carbon-fibre sheet- 
ing. It is here that the chassis and aerodynamic 
shell are formed on moulds, and the solar arrays, 
steering and suspension systems, housings for the 
nickel metal hydride batteries, electronics, and 
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driver’s seat are assembled into a vehicle as tech- 
nically sophisticated (and, with its 4,500 solar cells 
alone worth $360,000) expensive as a Formula One 
racing car. It’s a process that requires both atten- 
un to detail and “big picture thinking’—an abil- 
ity to view the project in its entirety. 

“It’s more than just mechanical engineering,” 
says Grant Freeman, who served as the team’s pro- 
ject manager from 1993 to 1995. “It’s a diverse pro- 
gram that requires a seamless integration of me- 
chanical components, electrical components, 
electronics, ergonomics, and composite materials. 
It was by far the most challenging program on cam- 
pus that I could identify.” 

Some work that can’t be performed in the shop 
or elsewhere at Queen’s 1s done at a team sponsor’s 
facility. For example, for the last few years, aircraft 
manufacturer DeHavilland Canada has provided 
use of an autoclave, a sort of giant oven. Working 
hand-in-hand with company engineers in Toronto, 
students use the autoclave to “cook,” or cure, the 
solar car’s body shell. 

“That’s the whole way this project works,” says 
Harrison. “It goes way beyond the normal acade- 
mic environment and places the students in in- 
dustry and with practitioners in the real world.” 
Because every new car requires substantial cash 
and in-kind support from corporate sponsors, since 
1995 the team has had a dedicated business team. 
Consisting mainly of Commerce students, its re- 
sponsibilities include writing sponsorship pro- 
posals, bookkeeping and accounting, making pre- 
sentations to prospective backers, and traveling 
with the car to such as car shows and science fairs 
to publicize the team’s work. (In recent years, Don 
Beckett, a former lecturer at Queen’s School of 
Business, has helped students fine-tune their pro- 
ject management schedules.) 

Sponsors can range from pizza outlets in 
Kingston to huge multinational corporations such 
as Panasonic, Sun Microsystems, Motorola, and 
SunPower Corporation, so the business people 
learn quickly how to assess a potential sponsor’s spe- 
cific needs and deliver a professional proposal that 
offers sponsors the value they seek. 

“For me, it was a great opportunity to apply 
some of what I’d been learning in marketing classes 
and extracurricular courses into a tangible hands- 
on project that was meaningful,” says Jennifer 
McPherson, Com’95, who was the team’s first busi- 
ness manager in 1995. 

Some of the most important lessons team members 
pick up involve “soft” skills such as self-confidence, 
teamwork, organizational ability, leadership, and diplo- 
macy. As anyone who has worked in a closely knit 
team environment knows, these are necessary qual- 
ities for survival. However, many team members say 
that in the long run, the most valuable legacy of the 
team experience is lasting friendships. “You become 
like a family,” says Freeman. “The only people you 
see outside of class are the team, and you get to know 
them very well.” Freeman knows whereof he speaks. 
He married his team’s business manager-McPher- 


son, and the pair still get together every summer 
with their former teammates. 

The Solar Car project is just one of a number 
of extracurricular programs at Queen’s that allow 
students to enhance their academic skills and have 
fun at the same time. 

Other programs involve students in building 
and racing a Formula One racing car, a mini-Baja 
all terrain vehicle, concrete toboggans and canoes. 
Students also stage mock debates at a “model United 
Nations” — on campus 
and at the House of 
Commons in Ottawa, 
visit with inmates at 
Kingston-area prisons, 
take part in marketing 
competitions in which 
they devise product 
promotion campaigns, 
take disadvantaged kids 
on canoe trips, and 
much, much more. 

Yet, of all those ac- 
tivities, none generates 
the sort of widespread 
publicity for Queen’s 
that the solar car does, nor do they offer such a 
multidisciplinary learning experience. For that 
reason, Harrison feels that the solar car program 
should be accorded the same formalized status 
within the university as other intramural sports 
such as football and hockey. 

“It’s a very exciting and dynamic activity,” says 
Harrison. “It’s as exciting as any sport you'll ever 
run into when you're involved in it. And I think it 
deserves greater recognition.” a

Altyev's Azerbaijan 


O YOU LIKE Haypar ALIyEv?” | asked 
Rasmiyya, a second-year law student 
from Baku. 

“Tam an Azerbayani lawyer. He is 
our president,” she answered. 

“Yes, but do you /ike him?” I re- 
peated, thinking that she had mis- 
understood my question. 

“I am an Azerbayani lawyer. He is our presi- 
dent.” she said again. 

It is difficult to avoid the topic of Azerbaijan’s 
president when giving an account of Azerbaijan 
today. On the drive from the airport into the cap- 
ital city of Baku, Aliyev’s sayings are plastered on 
billboards. During a recent trip to Azerbayan, I 
met with university rectors and department heads. 
Almost all of them had photos of Aliyev in their 
offices. The rector of one private university even 
presented me with a small, glossy book of Aliyev’s 
quotations printed in the English, Russian, and 
Azeri (close to Turkish) languages. 

Many of the stock elements of a dictatorship 
are present here: the cult of personality, the brand- 
ing as “enemies of the people” those 
who oppose the leader, and the ever- 
present question of succession—t 1s 
speculated that Aliyev is grooming 
his son Ilham to take over after his 
death. However, Aliyev, a party boss 
in the Soviet era, seems to have sig- 
nificant support among the people. 
He has achieved relative stability 
since coming to power in 1993, and 
has maintained a shaky cease-fire with 
Armenia since 1994; the two coun- 
tries had fought over the enclave 
called Ngorno-Karabagh. Further- 
more, Aliyev has managed an oil 
boom, which has changed the face of the country, 
or at least its Caspian Sea capital. 

If Brezhnev-era style politics are still evident in 
Azerbaijan, one catches fewer glimpses of Soviet 
times on the streets of Baku. Oil plays a large part 
in this. Azerbaijan’s first oil boom of the twentieth 
century, which peaked in 1901, left the city with 
graceful European-style mansions and city blocks. 
These buildings mix nicely with “old Baku,” a 
wonderfully impossible web of narrow streets and 
paths, and a general Islamic influence. One hopes 
that the present oil boom’s architectural legacy 
will consist of more than some American-style

‘THE TITLE OF THIS SERIES, “THROUGH TRANSCAU- 
casia”, is problematic. An elderly Georgian scholar 
once corrected me: “The term ‘Transcaucasia’ is 
from Russia—meaning across the Caucasus Moun- 
tains. From our perspective Russia is Transcauca- 
sia.” If giving the region a name is difficult (“South 
Caucasus” appears to be gaining currency), de- 
scribing it as a region is more so. Despite centuries 
of overlapping history and shared experiences in 
the Russian and Soviet Empires, Azerbaijan, Geor- 
gia, and Armenia are today isolated from each other. 
Academics in all three countries complain to 
me that they have lost contact with their colleagues 
in the other countries. Because of the Ngorno- 
Karabakh issue, travel between Armenia and Azer- 
bayan is now impossible. Any Transcaucasian con- 
ference must be held in Georgia, yet the Georgians 
can’t afford to host such conferences, and many 
members of the demoralized academic corps have 
little interest in academic exchanges of any sort. 
There are no commercial flights between 
Georgia and Azerbaijan or Armenia, 
leaving would-be travellers to the 
wretched roads and even more 
wretched border guards. At the same 
time, without regional co-operation 
on economic and security issues, these 
countries will remain economically 
backward and insecure vis a vis Rus- 
sia, each other and competing ethno- 
territories within each state. On the 
other hand, the region has avoided 
outright warfare for the last few years, 
and its peoples have centuries of ex- 
perience in living together. Co-op- 
eration amongst neighbours—re- 
gardless of ethnicity—is rarely a problem. Indeed, 
the importance placed on relations with neigh- 
bours and extensive intermarriage sometimes leads 
to absurd results. During the Georgian-Ossetian 
conflict, Georgian and Ossetian families from 
nearby villages would sometimes switch houses 
in order to be on the right side of the battle lines. 
Ethnicity itself was sometimes “switched” during 
the conflicts; for example, a Georgian man mar- 
ried to an Ossetian woman might have fought for 
the Ossetian side alongside his neighbours. Perhaps 
one day the tradition of neighbourliness can b« 
translated into wider regional co-operation. ©

ALUM BOOKSTAND 


A chronicle of Business 
education at Queen’s 


Getting Down to Business, a new 
book by Business professor 
Merv Daub, Com’66, and emeri- 
tus professor Bruce Buchan 
explores the history of Business 
education at Queen’s. As Buchan 
points out, the title alludes to 
“rolling up your sleeves to see 
that a job gets done.” 

That’s exactly what the 
School of Business (“The little 
school that always could, and 
did’) has been doing since it 
began offering Canada’s first 
Bachelor of Commerce degree 
more than 80 years ago. Daub 
says it’s this uniqueness that 
makes this new book topical and 
relevant to Queen’s. 

The authors trace the history 
of Business education at Queen’s 
from 1889—when Queen’s be- 
came the first Canadian univer- 
sity to offer regular classes in 
Politics and Economics separate 
from philosophy—right up to 
today. What’s striking 
about this story is aa 
“how much the School & 
has been able to ac- 
complish with such 
limited resources,” as 
Buchan notes. 

Buchan and Daub 
credit the leadership 
of pivotal players— 
department director 
and future Principal 
W.A. Mackintosh, dean 
RJ. Hand (branded the 
“Invisible Hand” for 
being so hard to find), and 
Hand’s successor John Gor- 
don—and explain their contri- 


butions to the program’s success. 


In fact, it was Hand who hired 
both Daub and Buchan during 
“the big explosion,” in the years 
1969-1974. This was a period 
when the university was ex- 
panding quickly. 

“|The book] is essentially 
organized around significant 
events and/or people,” says 
Daub. “These events usually 





coincide with the appointment 
of a new dean.” 

Researching and writing Ger- 
ting Down to Business, was “a true 
division of labour,” says Daub: 
he did the writing after Buchan 
handled the research. 

The book, published by 
McGill-Queen’s Press, is avail- 
able in bookstores across Ontario.

Bringing history to life 


Have you ever thought some 
aspect of the history of your 
ancestors might make a good 
book? Have you done anything 
about it? Award-winning writer 
Connie Brummel Crook, 
Arts’51, has. 

After retiring from teaching 
in 1987, Crook began research- 
ing and writing about the 
branch of her family that estab- 
lished the town of Belleville, 
Ont. And she wrote it in a style 
that would bring history to life 
for readers young and old. 

Crook’s first 
book, Flight, and 
a sequel called 
Meyers’ Creek, in- 
volved three 
years of meticu- 
lous research. 
Many of the his- 
torical tidbits 
that the author 
discovered 
turned out to be 
“more exciting 
than any fiction.” 
While Crook 
didn’t change historical facts, she 
“filled in the gaps” to tell a com- 
plete story. She always notes at 
the end of each book what it was 
that she added to a story. 

Among Crook’s six historical 
novels (and a picture book about 
maple syrup) are the stories of 
Canadian heroines Laura Inger- 
soll Secord and Nellie Mooney 
McClung. And Crook is hard at 
work on a new novel and another 
picture book, to be in published 
in 2000 and 2001 respectively. 


In 1998, Crook received two 
honours: an Honour Title, Sto- 
rytelling Award from the Inter- 
national Reading Association, 
and induction into the Hall of 
Honour at her alma mater Nor- 
wood District High School, near 
Peterborough, Ont. Crook main- 
tains ties to the education sys- 
tem, giving teachers’ workshops 
on the integration of History 
and English through the study of 
her novels and how they con- 
form to ministry guidelines.

Recruiting the best and the brightest 


OST HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS’ 
introduction to Queen’s 
comes when one of the Uni- 
versity’s admission advisors 
visits their high school. 
These staff, who work for 
the Student Recruitment 
Cision of Admission Services, travel 
far and wide each year, talking with 
prospective students; in fact, 1999 marked 
the busiest travel season yet for the of- 
fice; the 13 representatives visited almost 
1,000 high schools in every Canadian 
province as well as in the U.S., South 
America, and Asia. 

Queen’s places a heavy emphasis on 
attracting top students, while striving for 
a broad representation. This 1s the only 
university in Canada to visit every 
province on an annual basis, and reps 
visit schools in every major Canadian 
city from Victoria to St. John’s. 

What attracts students to Queen’s? The 
answers are varied but include the com- 
munity atmosphere of the campus, a first- 
year experience based 1n university res- 
idences, the broad range of athletic and 
extra-curricular opportunities, and the 
quality and reputation of the academic 
programs. School visits are one of the 
most significant aspects of the Univer- 
sity’s recruitment program, but there are 
other events quickly growing in size and 
importance; one of them is the Ontario 
Universities’ Fair, held each September

at the Metro Toronto Conven- 
tion Centre. Now in its third year, 
the Fair attracts more 35,000 stu- 
dents and their parents. 

National recruitment has al- 
ways been a priority at Queen’s, 
but reps from the University also 
have begun traveling father 
afield. For the past few years, 
Queen’s Student Recruitment 
staff have visited schools in New 
England and in the Washington 
D.C. area. American students are 
increasingly realizing that Cana- 
dian universities offer high-quality ed- 
ucational opportunities at reasonable 
prices. A year at Queen’s costs an inter- 
national student approximately $20,000 
all-in, while at a private American uni- 
versity such as Harvard, the equivalent 
figure is about $47,500. 

Cost, along with the advantages of safe 
and clean campuses and cities, top aca- 


demic programs, and the uniqueness of 


studying in another country have led to 
an increasing awareness of Canadian 
universities in the US. 

To capitalize on this increased aware- 
ness, Queen’s, U of T, McGill and UBC 
have created the Canadian Ivy, a co-op- 
erative recruitment venture. Through 
the program, reps from these four uni- 
versities visited schools in New England, 
New Jersey, New York, Florida, Wash- 
ington, D.C., last fall and California and 
Texas this winter. 

While student recruitment activity in 
the US. is not new to Queen’s, recruit- 
ing overseas 1s. Last fall, Queen’s reps 
visited South America and Asia for the 
second and third years in a row respec- 
tively. Education fairs in these regions 
are hosted by Canadian Education Cen- 
tres (CECs). These offices are funded in 
part by the federal government’s Asia- 
Pacific Foundation and promote educa- 
tional opportunities in Canada. 

March is another busy month in the 
recruitment season; high school students 
take advantage of their spring study break 
to explore their university options. 
Queen’s invites every applicant to visit 
campus for a day during Student Re- 
cruitment’s March Break Open House.

The 1999 two-day event was the busiest 
yet, attracting more than 2,800 visitors. 
They routinely comment on the friend- 
liness of people they meet at Queen’s, es- 
pecially the student volunteers.

Open houses, school visits, and na- 
tional and international fairs are only a 
few of the many ways through prospec- 
tive students are introduced to Queen’s. 
Recruitment publications have been 
completely revamped this year to give 
the University a new and fresh image. 
The Guide to Undergraduate Studies, the 
University’s main recruitment viewbook, 
has been completely re-written and re- 
designed in order to make the publica- 
tion more attractive and student-friendly.

issue of the Review I was struck by 

the contrast between the ongoing 

debate regarding the value of lib- 
eral arts education and the Campus 
Gazette headlines. 

Engineer, astronaut, musician, linguist, 
recreational athlete, Julie Payette is a 
shining example of how a broadly based 
education produces leaders in our soci- 
ety. On the other hand one of the letters 
condemns the Applied Science educa- 
tion programs at Queen’s for having 
“missed the boat” compared to leading 
U.S. institutions like MIT and Stanford. 
So is Queen’s doing the nght thing? The 
answer Is yes, and no. 

The future of applied science educa- 
tion exists at Queen’s, waiting to be 
adopted in the curriculum. The most 
valuable graduates today are ones who 
are confident in their abilities, quick to 
learn new skills, and able to work in multi- 
disciplinary teams. Educators should take 
a page out of the book written by extra- 
curricular student projects (Solar Car, 
Formula SAE, etc.). Students on these 
projects are forced to quickly learn, eval- 
uate, and use the relevant state of the art 
technology. The rules for these projects 
are minimized to encourage innovation. 
Confidence is gained because each stu- 
dent is responsible for his or her contri- 
ution and seeing it implemented. There

While the current trend towards more 
projects in the curriculum is good, 

it ential that these students not use 
material provided to them in a specific 
course. Rather the projects should draw 
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upon material from many courses, re- 
quiring students to explore and learn on 
their own. Too many end in paper pre- 
sentations and never involve imple- 
menting ideas, which is where so many 
lessons are learned. Grades alone are im- 
material rewards and do not offer enough 
incentive to students to pursue inde- 
pendent learning. Group projects are al- 
most exclusively assigned as part of a dis- 
cipline-specific course, with the result 
that students never learn to work with 
and depend on peers whose expertise 
lies in an area other than their own. 
The Queen’s Solar Car Team left 
teams from MIT, Stanford, and Water- 
loo in their dust in Australia, and it was 
no fluke. While some may advocate it, 
abandoning the liberal arts education 1s 
not the answer to produce leaders in 
technological fields. The biggest lesson 
one can learn about high technology in- 
dustries 1s that they are constantly chang- 
ing and specific skills are quickly out of 
date. The most valuable people are those 
who can quickly learn, adapt to, and take 
advantage of the latest technology. By 
restructuring the way it educates stu- 
dents, Queen’s can offer a broad-based 
approach to technological education and 
develop the leaders of tomorrow.

Better debate needed

T IS WITH SOME DISMAY THAT I READ 
the articles and letters to the editor

Not one of us 
can say that one area of intellectual en- 
quiry is superior or inferior—read “lux- 
ury”?—to another. 

Implicit in the word “university” 1s 
“universal enquiry.” A world class uni- 
versity such as Queen’s must pursue aca- 
demic and research excellence in all 
fields. 

As for liberal arts being a luxury, a 
recent Ottawa Citizen article cited stud- 
ies that found that in mid career hu- 
manities and social science grads out 
earn engineers and “hard” scientists. My 


biggest regret at Queen’s was that my 
engineering curriculum left no oppor- 
tunity to seriously study other fields. | 
strongly suggest that all degrees should 
require a distribution of serious study 
outside the chosen major. I believe a de- 
bate of this issue would be more infor- 
mative and productive than what I have 
been reading.

vs. the farmers 


People in the Okavango River basin of northern Botswana have a 
big problem—herds of migrating elephants that trample fences 
and devour crops. The local solution is simple: shoot the huge 

beasts. But Queen’s grad Kelsey (Massie) Envik, Arts’93, is 
determined to find a more peaceful way to solve the problem.

S A GIRL GROWING UP IN CALGARY, KELSEY 
Envik had no reason to believe that she’d 
ever get involved in elephant conserva- 
tion in far off Botswana. However, she has 
always loved animals, and having trav- 
eled to South Africa when she was 12, 
Kelsey dreamed of visiting far off places 
and experiencing nature. 

Through Queen’s, she worked at an English 
training school in Indonesia as part of an Interna- 
tional Association for Students in Economics and 
Commerce exchange program, and lived with a 
local family. After that, Kelsey found a marketing 
job with Mont Blanc pens, which forced her to 
learn Bahasa Indonesian, the country’s official lan- 
guage. “I enjoyed the challenge,” she recalls. 

When Kelsey tired of selling pens, she became 
an advertising sales person for a rock radio station 
in Bangkok, Thailand, a steamy, sprawling city of 
six million that she describes as “an environmen- 
tal disaster.” Kelsey wasn’t making much money 
and had to live frugally; doing so was a lesson in 
the sort of rude conditions many people in de- 
veloping countries must cope with daily. In 
Bangkok, Kelsey used public transit to get around 
and learned to tolerate smog for breakfast. 

Back home in Canada in late 1994, Kelsey was 
haunted by images of life in Bangkok. She decided 
she had to work at something with an environ- 
mental focus. What she found was a three-month 
volunteer position with the David Suzuki Foun- 
dation in Vancouver. One thing led to another, and 
in January 1995 Kelsey was hired by Suzuki him- 
self as a maternity-leave fill-in for his special as- 
sistant. That nine-month stint at Suzuki’s elbow 
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proved to be an epiphany of a sort for Kelsey. “It 
convinced me to dedicate my life to doing what- 
ever I could to make a difference in the world,” 
she says. 

Just what that might be didn’t become appar- 
ent to Kelsey until she and her husband-to-be, a 
bush pilot, landed in the town of Maun (pop. 
15,000), in northern Botswana. There Kelsey vol- 
unteered with the local office of Conservation In- 
ternational (CI), an international non-profit en- 
vironmental agency. CI officials asked Kelsey to 
gather information about veterinary cordon fences 
which the government was erecting in the Oka- 
vango delta, a vast 16,000-km-square area in the 
northwest of Botswana that is home to a magnifi- 
cent variety of African wildlife. Many of these an- 
imals—including herds of free-roaming ele- 
phants—are migratory, and the fences were cutting 
off their migration paths. Elephants like fresh water, 
and they like crops; fences, villages, and people 
tend to get in their way. As a result, farming and 
other developments have put the prowling pachy- 
derms and people on a collision course. 

During her time in Botswana, Kelsey met Doug 
and Sandi Groves, an American couple who’ve 
“adopted” three elephants orphaned by a culling 
operation in South Africa’s Kruger National Park. 
These African elephants (they’re the ones with 
the extra-large ears) are more ornery and dan- 
gerous than their smaller Indian cousins. The 
Groves’ animals are among the few trained African 
elephants in the world. This means they are in 
demand for appearances in films, on television, 
and in commercials. The money the elephants 
earn supports the Groves’ conservation initiatives 
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and pays the wages of 
local people who work 
with the couple. Finan- 
cial support also comes 
from the eco-tourism 
dollars paid by well- 
heeled Europeans and 
North Americans who 
visit the Groves’ ele- 
phant sanctuary. “These 
people spend $500 (US.) 
per night to stay in tents, 
and to walk among the 
herds of wild elephants 
and other animals. The experience is almost mag- 
ical,” says Kelsey. 

When she heard about the plight of Botswana’s 
wild elephants, Kelsey decided to work with the 
Groves and other interested people to do some- 
thing about the situation. One idea that they hit 
upon was to establish a non-profit organization to 
research the origins of the human-elephant con- 
flict and to devise some possible solutions. The 
Groves called upon their elephants to serve as am- 
bassadors for this organization. 

A hunger to do more to help the Groves and other 
African conservationists led Kelsey to enroll in the 
innovative Masters-level environmental design pro- 
gram at the University of Calgary. As part of her 
course requirement, supported by a research grant 
from the Canadian International Development 
Agency (CIDA), Kelsey undertook a systematic 
study of the nature of the conflicts between people 
and elephants in the Okavango basin; what she was 
looking for specifically were solutions that would 
allow farmers and elephants to co-exist in harmony. 

In 1998, Kelsey returned to Botswana for five 
months. She talked with officials in various gov- 
ernment and non-government agencies, and she 
interviewed elephant specialists. Kelsey and a local 
assistant also conducted a series of “town-hall” 
style meetings in villages throughout northern 
Botswana. Invariably, these were well attended, 
often by every man, woman, and child in the area. 
“Elephants were a hot issue,” explains Kelsey. “I 
always got a warm reception from the local chief, 
but as soon as people found out I wasn’t there to 
offer solutions to their elephant problems, the 
mood changed quickly. Man, I couldn’t have been 
more under fire!” 

Kelsey’s study didn’t yield any final answers. But 
it did have an important effect: it got people talk- 
ing and thinking; the Groves and a lot of other 
people in Botswana are now mapping elephant mi- 
gration paths, and are busy looking for ways to en- 
sure that people and animals can get along. Doing 
the study has also inspired Kelsey to establish two 
non-profit conservation organizations to help pay 
for the various initiatives. 

The Community Elephant Fund, established 
under the auspices of the World Conservation 
Union will provide financial and technical aid for 
Botswanan farmers to begin their own research pro- 
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jects. Meanwhile, the Living With Elephants Foun- 
dation, established in January as a registered char- 
ity in the US., will promote a broad range of research 
and educational activities aimed at “foster{ing] a 
mutually beneficial relationship between African 
elephants and people living within its range.” 

Kelsey has chosen to stay on as director of Liv- 
ing With Elephants. She feels the economics back- 
ground she acquired at Queen’s will be a real asset 
in her work. “And I really see a focus, a line of di- 
rection,” she explains. “In the non-profit world, 
groups aren’t always as accountable as they can or 
should be. I’d also like to help change that. 

“I’m not one of those Save-the-Elephants-At- 
All-Costs people; I don’t see saving elephants as 
being the ‘be-all and the end-all.’ But this is some- 
thing that I really want to do. I believe it’s a worth- 
while initiative, one that I think will help people, 
save elephants, and ultimately make a difference 
in this world.” @

HEA ANDREWS, ARTS’95, IS MAKING HER MARK 
in television in a big way. Thea, who ma- 
jored in Spanish and Latin American stud- 
ies at Queen’s, is the host of the new hit 
show Cooking For Love, a light-hearted dat- 
ing game that’s broadcast nationally on the 
Women’s Television Network (WTN). 

Cooking For Love puts a fresh spin on an old tele- 
vision concept: three bachelors or bachelorettes 
must prepare food for a mystery date—without a 
recipe in hand. While giving new meaning to the 
term “cook off,” all three contestants also have to 
answer Dating Game-type questions 1n order to win 
the heart of a mystery guest. 

Not surprisingly, Cooking For Love has attracted 
a lot of attention, both for the show’s off-beat for- 
mat and for Thea herself. At 27, she’s fast emerg- 
ing as one of the brightest new faces on Canadian 
television. 

Hosting a television show is not something that 
Thea ever aspired to while growing up in Toronto. 
“It took me a long time to realize that entertain- 
ment was a worthwhile career,” she says. 

While attending Bishop Strachan Secondary 
School in Toronto, Thea participated in a joint- 
theatrical program with 
Upper Canada College. 
When she came to 
Queen’s, Thea got in- 
volved in the Queen’s 
Players and Queen’s 
Musical Theatre, and 
she did some reporting 
for Studio Q. 

Some of Thea’s fond- 
est student memories 
involve her performan- 
ces with the Queen’s 
Players. “I worked very 
hard at university,” she says. “There is a certain 
kind of work ethic that Queen’s students have, I 
believe. My academic background has perhaps 
helped my work ethic, but the experiences I en- 
joyed outside of the classroom were just as bene- 
ficial as being in the classroom.” 

After graduating, Thea took a job with an in- 
ternational human resources company in Monte 
Carlo. However, she soon decided that the world 
of commerce wasn’t for her, and so she switched 
careers. Thea pursued her first love: performing. 
Mind you, breaking in wasn’t easy. “I had no 
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prospects. I had very little experience in the in- 
dustry, so I had to hustle my way in,” she recalls. 
“IT phoned and phoned the Life Network to get 
myself in as an intern, and from there I took ad- 
vantage of the situation.” 

When her contract with the Life Network 
ended, Thea hooked on as a producer at Global 
Television in Toronto. There, she produced KIDS 
TV, a Saturday morning collection of shows aimed 
at youngsters. While she was primarily involved 
in production, Thea also began appearing on cam- 
era in commercials and in various shows. One 
thing led to another, 
and early last year 
Thea landed the job of 
hosting Cooking for Love. 
The show’s producers 
were looking for a male 
host in his 30s, prefer- 
ably a stand-up comic. 
Thea was so good in 
her audition that she 
changed their minds. 
“Thea was a find,” pro- 
ducer Maria Armstrong 
recently told a National 
Post reporter. “She was the dark horse. We saw over 
80 candidates. She just soared above everybody 
else. She had no experience, but she had good 
looks, charm, and a lot of chutzpah.” 

While her role on Cooking for Love is Thea’s main 
focus nowadays, she also works as a segment pro- 
ducer for Fashion Television, an internationally syn- 
dicated fashion program that is produced through 
CITY-TV in Toronto. 

Where does Thea’s talent for hosting of a tele- 
vision show devoted to romantic and culinary 
knowledge comes from? Well, according to her, it’s 
definitely not a skill that she learned at Queen’s. 
“Nobody really dates. It’s not a place where you 
learn dating etiquette. People at Queen’s are more 
likely to meet someone at a party tha n to formally 
ask them out,” she explains. And what of the future? 
Where would Thea Andrews like her career to go? 

“My ultimate goal is to make it in the US. in 
the entertainment industry,” she says. “I want to stay 
in production, and maybe do some acting as well.

I always knew that many women be- 
fore me had been denied entrance to 
medicine in Canada solely because of 
their gender. I often thought how frus- 
trating and unfair it must have been. 
However, many of these women went to 
the United States to get their MD de- 
grees, so in the end they reached their 
goal. What I did not understand was that 
denying entrance to medical school in 
Canada meant denial of a Canadian alma 
mater. This, in turn, meant the doctor’s 
life story would be lost to the genera- 
tions of Canadians to follow, regardless 
of her accomplishments. 

Dr. Leonora Howard King MD, 1851- 
1925, went to China at the age of 26, and 
worked there as a doctor for an incredi- 
ble 47 years. She was the first Canadian 
doctor, male or female, to work in China. 
She was the first Western woman to be 
made a Mandarin (by no less a person- 
age than the Empress Dowager'!). She 
treated the wealthy as well as the im- 
poverished, and insisted on staying in 
China even through the Boxer Rebel- 
lion—when most Westerners fled the 
country, in fear for their lives.

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King grew up on a farm near 
Farmersville (now Athens) 
Ont, only a short distance 
north of Queen’s University in 
Kingston. She came from a 
“medical family,” with her 
uncle and grandfather being 
medical doctors. Yet as a 
woman, she had no hope of ad- 
mission to Queen’s or any other 
Canadian medical school, and 
had to go to the US. for her de- 
gree. King received financial 
help from the Methodist 
Church in the US., and after 
graduation went with the 
Methodist mission to China. 
She was the second female doctor to go to 
China from the U. S.—the first doctor 
stayed in China only one year. A contem- 
porary described her life as “something 
out of the Arabian Nights,” yet few peo- 
ple today have ever heard of her. With no 
Canadian alma mater and no direct de- 
scendents, there was no one to honour her 
accomplishments. 

By pure chance, Leonora Howard 
King’s story was discovered by journal- 
ist Margaret Negodaeff-Tomsik in 1994. 
Negodaeff-Tomsik was able to trace 
King’s elusive life story by traveling to 
U.S. and China. To her horror, she dis- 
covered that a “trunkful” of King’s per- 
sonal correspondence home had been 
destroyed in the ’60s. However, pho- 
tographs of King in China still existed 
with relatives. Even these were close to 
being lost when Negodaeff-Tomsik came 
to look for them. 

The resulting book, Honour Due: the 
Story of Dr. Leonora Howard King has re- 
cently been published by the Canadian 
Medical Association (CMA)—which re- 
cently also inducted King into its Med- 
ical Hall of Fame. As publishing consul- 
tant to the CMA, I was fortunate to be 
involved with the publication. Dr. Jackie 
Duffin and History professor emeritus 
Dr. Jim Leith, both of Queen’s, were in- 
valuable resources to the CMA. King’s 
story gained national attention upon pub- 
lication through a book review in 
Maclean's and a front-page article in the 
Ottawa Citizen. As a result, King’s place in

Canadian history has been assured. 

As a Queen’s graduate, I cannot help 
but think how different King’s story 
would be if she had also been a Queen’s 
graduate. Her work in China might be 
more famous than Dr. Norman Bethune’s 
(who was in China less than two years). 
Her letters might be safe in the National 
Archives, and we would have a priceless 
first-person account of life in Imperial 
China. Leonora Howard King could well 
have been a Queen’s grad, honoured by 
her alma mater and known to other 
alumni. Growing up in “Queen’s coun- 
try,’—the beautiful farmland of Leeds- 
Grenville county, she must have looked 
to Queen’s medical school with longing. 
Degrees can be given posthumously. I 
cannot think of a more deserving doctor 
than Leonora Howard King, who showed 
determination, compassion, and incred- 
ible bravery throughout her life. @ 


Note: The countryside around Athens, 50 
km. northeast of Kingston, retains much 
of the nineteenth century atmosphere 
that King would have known. Her farm 
home, the country church she attended, 
and the stone school house where she 
taught, are all perfectly preserved. While 
King’s “voice” was lost with her letters, 
her presence is still very much alive in the 
countryside.

The funeral was an extraordinary 
scene, not only because of the large size 
of the gathering, but because of its di- 
versity. A veritable Who's Who of gown 
and town, men and women, young and 
old alike, came to pay respects and to say 
farewell. That they did was no surprise. 

Jim Bennett was a rare individual; not 
only was he a thinker, he was a “doer,” 
and one of the warmest, most enthusias- 
tc, cordial, and selfless men you’d ever 
meet. Jim had more ideas in a day than 
most people have in an entire lifetime. 
Not all of them worked out, mind you, but 
that never mattered. You see, Jim wasn’t 
one to dwell on an occasional setback. 





Nor did he gloat over his successes, of 


which there were so many. That was just 
one of the things that made Jim special. 
It was also one of the reasons he had so 
many admirers and friends. Even people 
who disagreed with Jim’s small “c” con- 
servative politics liked and respected him. 

Watching Jim in a crowded room was 
a sight to behold. He was truly in his el- 
ement when he was with people. He al- 


ways had time for—and seemed to 
know!—just about everybody. Whenever 
he met you, Jim would grab your hand 
in a vice-like grip; then he’d smile, look 
you straight in the eye, and pump your 
arm. “How you doing? Keeping you 
busy?” he would ask. The words were no 
mere ice-breaker. Jim really was inter- 
ested in how you were and in what you 
were doing. He was perpetual motion 
incarnate, and he assumed as a matter of 
course that others shared his unbridled 
passion for life. Doing was as natural as 
breathing to Jim. 

It was his sincerity, his dynamism, 
and his sense of commitment that peo- 
ple remember most. It was also these 
qualities that got Jim so involved in the 
University and in the wider commu- 
nity. Queen’s, Kingston, and the world, 
are better places thanks to Jim. That’s 
his legacy and it’s why no one who was 
lucky enough to know him will ever for- 
get Jim Bennett. he

Donations to date are $1.6 mil- 
lion, but another $900,000 is still needed 
to realize Ford’s dream. 

About four years ago at a family gath- 
ering, I asked Ford what he considered 
to be the most important ingredient in the 
care of a patient. Without hesitation, he 
replied in his well-known tone of voice, 
“Of course, it’s compassion.” I was re- 
minded of this experience when I read 
in a January issue of the (local) magazine 
Profile Kingston that Ford is quoted as say- 
ing, “It is never out of time for doctors 
to remind themselves that if one of their 
prime duties is to cure if possible, so it 
is to comfort always.” 

It is for this reason that I am pleased, 
not only as a member of Ford’s family, 
but as one upon whom Ford had a major 
impact, to advise any interested student 
and friend of Ford’s about this Chair. 
Helping to establish this Chair still allows 
an Opportunity to recognize in a very 
concrete and beneficial way what the 
Dean of Health Sciences Dr. David 
Walker, so aptly described as Ford’s 
“timeless” lessons and values. There is 
no question that the “timeless” lessons 
and values which Ford instilled in his 
students are what have in the past made, 
and continue today to make, Ford Con- 
nell’s students easily recognizable and 
leaders in the delivery of patient care.

Tuition plan to aid 
Meds students 


EES FOR ONTARIO’S MEDICAL 
students have risen astro- 
nomically in recent years, 
due to reductions in provin- 
cial transfer payments and the 
deregulation of tuition fees for 
certain professional programs, 
including medicine. “We’re con- 
cerned about access; financial

difficulty should not preclude 
students from coming here,” says 
Queen’s dean of Health Sciences 
Dr. David Walker. 

Medical students at Queen’s 
paid $1,000 in tuition in 1977, 
$2,000 in 1989, and $9,200 in 
1999. As a result, the Student 
Section of the Ontario Medical 
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Association (OMA) last year ap- 
proached that body’s Governing 
Council with concerns that the 
situation was becoming unten- 
able. The OMA and Ontario’s 
universities got together to form 
a partnership. The result was the 
creation of the OMA Student 
Bursary Fund (OMSBB). This 
joint venture invests in the fu- 
ture of medicine, using the 
networking resources of the 
OMA and of university 
development offices 
and alumni associations. 
The medical schools 
will ask their alumni to 
support the Student 
Bursary Fund; the 
OMA will appeal to 
their members who 

are graduates of med- 
ical schools outside of 
Ontario. To date, only 
physicians—the 
students’ future col- 
leagues—have been 
approached in this 
fundraising campaign, 
now in its middle stages, 
but corporations and 
foundations will be 
contacted in the future. 
The OMA will distrib- 
ute the funds it raises 
among the five medical 
schools in Ontario ac- 
cording to incoming class sizes. 
The universities will evaluate 
need and award bursaries using 
criteria established by the 
OMSBE. The first bursaries, 
which will be available in the 
fall, are for a minimum of 
$2,000. Physicians are being 
asked to donate at least that 
amount. An OMA spokesperson 
says the response has been “ter- 
rific. There has been a high rate 
of support and enthusiasm, and 


Students launch online textbook review

A few drinks can lead 
to safer sex 


HE NOTION THAT CONSUMING 

alcohol makes a person 

foolhardy and more likely to 

take risks is not always true, 
according to research by a 
Queen’s psychologist and expert 
in behaviour prediction. 

Dr. Tara MacDonald, Psy- 
chology, found that alcohol can 
actually cause someone to be 
more, rather than less, prudent. 
Alcohol is commonly associated 
with many dangerous acts that 
are costly to society, such as 
drinking and driving, unpro- 
tected sex, date rape, spousal or 
child abuse, and other forms of 
aggression. However, MacDon- 
ald, along with colleagues Drs. 
Geoffrey Fong and Mark Zanna 
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of the University of Waterloo 
and Alanna Martineau of San 
Diego State University, decided 
to explore wi Icohol coi 
sumption leads 
behaviour in some uations and 
cautio ) other 

The researchers, whose work 
ippeared in the April edition of 
the Zournal of Personality and 
Social Psycholog) which is 
published by the American 
Psychological Association, 


contend that people whose men- 
tal abilities are diminished by 
alcohol consumption are more 
influenced by circumstances 

or “cues” in their immediate 
environment. Whether an intox- 
icated person exhibits reckless 
or cautious behaviour will 
depend on what kind of infor- 
mation is immediately available 
to him or her. 

MacDonald and her col- 
leagues conducted a series of 
studies that involved exposing 
participants (some sober and 
some intoxicated) to weak or 
strong cues related to the use of 
condoms for protected sex. In 
one study, patrons of a Calgary 
bar were given one of three hand 
stamps. One (control) group re- 
ceived a SMILEY FACE; one 
group was stamped with the 
words “SAFE SEX” (a mild cue) 
and another group was stamped 


“AIDS KILLS” (a moderate cue). 


Later in the evening, research 
participants were asked to read a 
short vignette about a sexual en- 
counter, to fill out a 
questionnaire, and to take a 
breathalyzer test. The results

It also makes Parteq 
the most profitable centre 
of its kind in Canada. “I 
feel we are finally at the 
point where our surplus 
position 1s sustainable over 
the long term,” says John 
Molloy, President & CEO 
of Parteq. 

As the new drugs take 
hold in the marketplace, 
Queen’s stands to receive 
annual payments based 
on their sales. With potential an- 
nual revenue for these products 
in the multiple hundreds of mil- 
lions, the revenue flow to Parteq 
and to the University could be 
sizable. “There is the potential 
for royalty flow in the tens of 
millions per year,” Molloy says. 

Established in 1987 as a cor- 





poration for the development 
and marketing of intellectual 
property at Queen’s, Parteq was 
one of the first centres of its kind 
in Canada to offer intellectual 
property management expertise 
to its university’s researchers. Its 
entrepreneurial approach—cre-

“Ah 
yes ... the Johnson file,” drones Fields, who 
plunges a hand deep into the pile and plucks 

out a page. The Johnson fle. 
At Queen’s the other day, Thomas Cour- 
chene did something similar in his own office, a pit 
paper and books. Asked to name his heroes, 


Courchene surprised me on two counts. This econ- 
nd darling of the political right chose prairie 
pulist Tommy Douglas; Courchene then honed 
editorial that he wrote for The Wakaw Re- 

fer in 1961 at the age of 20 praising the archi- 


vedicare. Ah yes, the Douglas file. 





Courchene is that rare creature: an academic 
with clout in the often ponderous world of public 
policy. Bureaucrats, politicians and journalists alike 
watch him the way farmers watch the weather. 

In 1996, all this transpired: Saturday Night mag- 
azine called Courchene “one of our most provoca- 
tive, and best, policy thinkers” who has “made a 
career out of lobbing incendiary suggestions into 
the political arena.” Canadian Business praised him 
as “a one-man factory. His product? Hundreds of 
scholarly books and essays. His goal? To reshape 
how Canada works.” And at a premiers’ confer- 
ence in Jasper, Courchene’s report on decentral- 
ization—commissioned by the Ontario govern- 
ment—was a focus of attention, with large 
provinces whistling and smaller ones booing. 
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“| see America,” 
he says, “and |

Last year Courchene was named 
an Officer of the Order of Canada 
and won the $25,000 Donner Prize 
for a book on public policy. This year 
he took home a $50,000 Molson 
Prize for his contribution to intel- 
lectual life in Canada. The jury 
called him a visionary, “a man of in- 
finite capacity and integrity.” 

“He’s got wonderful antennae,” 
says one colleague. “He’s always one 
step ahead of the issues.” Another 
called him unconventional, unpredictable and “a 
writer with bite.” 

Courchene is reputedly brilliant, but absent- 
minded. He sat down for our chat still encased in 
his winter coat and only after five minutes did he 


-finally doff it. His hair wild, his manner grave, he 


looked as disheveled as his office. 

But ask him any question and you marvel—not 
just at the answer but at the respect he pays your 
enquiry. Courchene would sometimes pause up to 
10, 20 seconds, before replying. Given his erstwhile 
affiliations with the Fraser and C.D. Howe insti- 
tutes—bastions of the political right—I expected 
some quickdraw dogma, a few pat answers. 

I assumed, too, that the laptop on his desk was 
a main tool. But no, this extraordinarily prolific 
man habitually scribbles in a Kingston restaurant, 
arriving at breakfast and departing when the bar 
opens. He wouldn’t name the place, but he did tip 
his hand, and I think I know it. What a curious 
image: an intellectual reinventing Canada amid 
the clatter of a greasy spoon. 

And while Courchene has argued for provincial 
power and fiscal conservatism—making him the 
guru of choice for Conservative premiers Mike 
Harris of Ontario and Ralph Klein of Alberta—he 
counts among his political heroes John F. Kennedy 
(president when Courchene took his PhD at Prince- 
ton), and Bill Clinton (on policy grounds). Politi- 
cally beholden to no one, Courchene fears that a 
Republican victory in this fall’s U.S. presidential 
election would make for “a less caring America.” 

He calls himself “a market populist with a social 
conscience,” but he is not a man easily labeled. 
He’s too complex, elusive and eccentric. 

Courchene grew up in Wakaw, Saskatchewan, 
where John Diefenbaker had his first law practice. 
Courchene’s father, a francophone garage owner 
with roots back to mid-19th century Quebec, was 
mayor for 18 years while young Tom was grow- 
ing up. Wakaw was home to Scots and Ukrainians, 
Hungarians and Germans. “My father was an hon- 
est broker among all those groups,” says Courch- 
ene, who is very much his father’s son. “I broker 
ideas. There’s some creativity to what I do.” 

An economist by profession and inclination, he 
draws widely—on political science, philosophy, 
geography and the law—as he brokers and recon- 
figures. Courchene is formally the Jarislowsky- 
Deutsch Professor of Economic and Financial Pol- 
icy at Queen’s, but he is also a member of the 


Department of Economics, the Faculty of Law, and 
the School of Policy Studies where his office 1s. 
Courchene looks, then, through a wide-angle lens; 
he also sees light where others see dark. In the cold 
war between prime ministers and premiers, Courch- 
ene sees creative tension and energy. 

He’s adept at stepping back, sometimes liter- 
ally. He’s been a consultant to the Mexican and 
Argentinian governments, who view the Cana- 
dian system as ideal. 

“Look at what Canadians have done,” he says. 
“It’s quite remarkable. We are masters at the art 
of managing a federal system.” 

Even those who oppose Courchene’s ideas—on 
power-sharing, banking, human capital—admire 
his clear thinking. He is not a man ruled by sen- 
timent. Courchene advocates, for example, a com- 
mon currency for North America, convinced that 
a “Queen-less” dollar would no more doom 
Canada than the euro spelled the end of France. 

“I see America,” he says, “and I say, What do we 
want? Their markets, not their values. We have 
developed a set of institutions and a way of life 
here. We took from the Americans their business 
sense and from the Europeans their approach to 
the social contract. We are a bridge between those 
two. It may be a struggle to make it work, but the 
United Nations consistently calls Canada the best 
place to live in the world.” 

Courchene laments that we rarely pause to cel- 
ebrate. I can’t imagine him pausing either, but ap- 
parently he does—to golf, fish, watch curling, and 
play hockey on a pond with his grandchildren. 

Courchene generously acknowledges the in- 
tellectual influence of his German-born wife Mar- 
garet, who holds degrees in both journalism and 
French. Their children, no surprise, have spun off 
in all directions: one son is a doctor, another is at 
pilot school, the daughter is a bank economist. 

An unflinching optimist, Courchene finds even 
in his defeats much to savour. In 1979 he ran as a 
Conservative in London, Ont: “I got to know 
Canadians in their houses. And I saw how friendly 
they were, how honest and decent.” 

Behind the Courchenian cool analysis, it strikes 
me, lies not a little passion and a rare faith—a be- 
lief that ideas matter, that our institutions are wor- 
thy, that the nation will survive the gamesman- 
ship of its politicians. 

Courchene laughs as he tells this story. Shortly 
after publishing his views on a continental cur- 
rency, he flew to Toronto to watch a 
grandson play hockey. He entered a 
cab overflowing with books and pa- 
pers (Courchene no doubt felt right 
at home). The driver explained that 
he likes to meander from one research 
project to another. This week’s theme? 
North American union. 

It seems that some paper airplanes 
launched from ivory towers do even- 
tually touch down—Thomas Courch- 
ene’s more than most. @

ONCE UPON A TIME—in the Queen’s of yester- 
year—students often stayed close to campus when 
they socialized and partied. They were charmed 
by an innocent dance at Grant Hall or a roman- 
tic stroll along the shores of Lake Ontario—the 
Ontario Strand, as it was commonly known. Not 
so any more. 

While the pubs, coffee spots, library common 
areas, the Phys-Ed Centre, and other campus hang- 
outs are as popular as ever, today’s students have 
broader horizons and different expectations. That’s 
why if you venture downtown on a typical Friday 
or Saturday night during the school term, you'll 
find the nightspots, bars, and restaurants of the 
Princess Street and the Ontario Street entertain- 
ment strips are wall-to-wall with Queen’s jackets. 

Of course, that doesn’t mean that students of 
old who stayed close to campus didn’t know how 
to kick-back or have a good time. Clara Brooke, 
Arts’24, of Kingston, remembers social events in 
her day as being calm, orderly and within a stone’s 
throw of campus. “We had tea dances in the af- 
ternoons,” she recalls. 

A 1927 Queen's Review article sums up the “so- 
cial whirl” of the time this way: “One social evening 
a week in Grant Hall, from 7 p.m. to 11 p.m.,” it 
reads, “with no smoking, no decorations, and a 

five-piece orchestra limit, 1s the 
standing social ruling of the 
Alma Mater Society.” Sounds

sedate? If it does, don’t be fooled. 

“T had a whale of a time,” says Stuart Cranston, 
Arts’39, of Burlington, Ont., who darted out of 
her living quarters—the Ban Righ dormitory and 
later an Earl Street residence—a hardy five nights 
a week. The Saturday night socials in Grant Hall 
were still a smash, says Cranston, but no longer 
reigned as “the standing social ruling.” The local 
entertainment business was growing and so was 
the menu for fun. 

“If you played your cards right,” says Cranston, 
“someone would take you dancing at the LaSalle 
Hotel on Saturday night.” The LaSalle, down- 
town on Bagot Street, and other venues such as 
the Britsh-American Hotel on King Street (where 
novelist Charles Dickens spent a night on an 1843 
visit to Kingston), were big favourites in the ’30s 
and ’40s. Even on campus, local businesses began 
popping up. In the late 30s, a quaint diner at the 
northeast corner of Union and Division Streets 
opened its doors to hungry students. Some grads 
regarded it as “a dive,” others preferred the eu- 
phemism, “a novel dining experience.” One way 
or another, the Queen’s Tea Room became a cam- 
pus institution and a wonderful place to social- 
ize—and eat pancakes, or whatever else uckled 
your fancy. “It was also known as Charlie’s Place, 
or as one of my light-hearted friends christened 
it, Lazonga’s Emporium,” recalls Beatrice Cor- 
bett, Arts’43, MA’95, of Kingston. 

Abh, but times and tastes 
change (even if restaurant table 
cloths don’t!). By the 1970s, says

Teresa Mitchell, Arts’73, LLB’76, of Edmonton, 
Alta., the Tea Room was just another greasy spoon. 
“The place looked like it hadn’t been cleaned in 
about 25 years!” exclaims Mitchell. 

Campus growth and the construction of Wal- 
ter Light Hall in 1989 inevitably led to the demo- 
lition of the Queen’s Tea Room. 

The other noted campus hangout of the era 
emerged out of the rubble left by the 1947 fire in 
the Student Union. The new Union came with a 
co-ed snack bar that finally served women. “The 
Union,” says Jane Kaduck, Arts’54, of Kingston, 
“that’s one place where people hung out a lot.” It 
became—and remains—the unofficial student 
hangout of the ’60s generation. 

Alumni Association president-elect Helen 
Cooper, Artsci’68, of Kingston, has fond memo- 
ries of the Union’s coffee shop as “an old-style 
grill” and ersatz coffee shop. She recalls, “We hung 
out a lot in that coffee shop.” Cooper says the shop 
was a modern-day café, without the sanitation. 
“There was this pallor of smoke,” she says. “It had 
no real décor~a dark, grey kind of place.” 

In the 1960s students began drinking as never 
before. The hot spot was a raunchy Portsmouth 
bar called The Manor. “In my day,” says Cooper, 
“the off-campus place was the Manor—oh, by far.” 

Alcohol consumption soared in 1969, when 
Ontario’s legal drinking age shifted from 21 to 19, 
as more than three-quarters of students became 
legal. This sparked the creation of the original 
campus bar, the Queen’s Pub, which became an 
instant Campus institution. “We had lineups down

the main hallway here,” says 
Greg McKellar, Arts’78, MA’84, 
of Kingston, as he gestured to 
the JDUC’s foyer outside his 
AMS office. “You had lineups 
there even on Monday and 
Tuesday nights.” Foregoing a 
massive lineup, recalls Teresa 
Mitchell, “people would pile in 
the taxis and head over to the 
Manor.” 

Sheer demand prompted the 
opening of more student pubs, 
and nowadays there are three: 
the Engineering Society’s Clark 
Hall Pub, Alfie’s (formerly The 
Underground), and The Queen’s 
Pub (formerly The Quiet Pub). 
The pubs flourished well into 
the late 1980s and early 1990s, 
says former Review assistant ed- 
itor Alison Holt, Arts’87, of 
Toronto. “Alfie’s was great,” she 
says, recalling the days when The 
Tragically Hip were a feature attraction. 

Off-campus, on Friday afternoons, Holt whet- 
ted her whistle at Whisker’s, formerly in the 
Howard Johnson Hotel. “You either went to 
Whisker’s on Friday afternoon, or you went to Rit- 
ual at Clark Hall Pub,” she says. (Today, Ritual is 
still the ritual.) Holt graduated just before the open- 
ing of the Na Banrighinn: “the Alternative Pub” 
—“alternative” and a complete failure because it 
was the first (and only) non-alcoholic campus pub. 

In the mid-1990s, the downtown core again 
starting luring students away from the campus 
pubs. “The Hub”—a stretch of Princess Street 
bars between Division and Clergy Streets— 
emerged as a focal point of student nightlife. How- 
ever, tastes and trends continued to evolve. Once 
regarded as “THE place to be” almost every night 


of the week, today Alfie’s draws a modest share of 


student clientele only on Thursday and Saturday 
nights. The most dramatic change in the past 80 
years is the fusion of drinking and local businesses 
with hangin’ out. A pleasant evening dancing and 
socializing in Grant Hall was once the formula to 
unwind. Nowadays, students swarm the downtown 
core; some go hard at the clubs, others lounge in 
pubs, or at the movies. 

What's next? Only time will tell. But this much 
is a safe bet: the Class of 2025 will still be looking 
for new places to hang out, just as their great grand- 
parents in the class of 1925 did. @ 
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students have always searched for 
fresh places to relax and hang out.

Cross-Canada tour by solar power 


COMING THIS SUMMER TO A CITY NEAR YOU: the Queen’s Solar Vehicle Team on a record-breaking 29-day Cross-Canada promotional tour. i= 
Fresh off a second-place finish in last October’s World Solar Car Challenge in Australia, Radiance will embark on a light speed coast-to-coast tour 
starting July 1 in Halifax. The car will motor west to Vancouver for a July 29 arrival. 1p In the process, Radiance will also be speeding its way into 
the Guinness Book of World Records. “The current distance record for a solar car is 4,000 kilometres from Perth to Sydney (Australia),” says Alexis 
Tremblay, Com‘02, the team’s business manager and the event manager of the Cross-Canada Tour. “This year, we're stepping it up by at least 2,500 
kilometres.” i=» Tremblay foresees a few major roadblocks to breaking the record. Weather is always a primary concern; without sunshine, the 
solar vehicle won't move too far. And Northern Ontario is hilly, Tremblay notes, and that can literally drain the power out of Radiance. \=» “The 
big finale, as we like to call it,” Tremblay says, “is the Rockies,” which feature one of the most harrowing Canadian roads: Roger's Pass is renowned 
for its poor driving conditions. =» Not to worry, though. The Queen’s team has factored any and all possible delays into its schedule. To fend off 
disasters, the students are ready with a plan of foolproof safety nets to see that when the goin’ gets tough, the solar car keeps going. \= The tour 
has three purposes: to see if it’s possible to drive the car across the country, to educate the public—especially young people—about solar and other 
renewable energy sources, and to spark the interest and involvement of Queen’s alumni. w= The tour is a logical stepping stone in the history of 
solar energy.

A man who did so much for so many 


ROFESSOR EMERITUS JIM BENNETT, 
Bc’58, MSc’60, former director 
of Alumni Affairs, died sud- 
denly on March 13 in Kingston 
of a heart attack. He was 64. 

The day Jim died, a com- 
munity newspaper in Kingston 
carried a story describing his recent pre- 
sentation to Kingston City Council ona 
proposal to convert a surplus school into 
a new seniors centre. As with so many 
other worthwhile endeavours, Jim 
had recognized a need in the com- 
munity and had become involved and 
committed to the cause. A day later, 
the front page headline of the Whig- 
Standard read, “He touched so many 
lives, Jim Bennett brought out the best 
in people around him. ” 

Born on May 22, 1935, in Ottawa, 
James Alfred Bennett was the eldest 
of seven children. Times were tough 
during the Depression, and he was 
just six when he got a job working on 
a bread truck in the Glebe area. 

Jim attended Glebe Collegiate, and 
by the age of 16 he’d met the girl of 
his dreams, Barbara Thomas. To- 
gether, they became head boy and 
head girl of their high school. Al- 
though his teachers advised him to 
pursue a trade, Jim followed Barb to 
Kingston (KGH) and enrolled in the 
Queen’s Faculty of Applied Science. 
Thus began a 46-year relationship 
with the University and with Kingston. 
Jim and Barb married in 1957, and by 1965 
they were the proud parents of three chil- 
dren. Having just earned his PhD at the 
University of Michigan, Jim returned to 
Kingston and began teaching at Queen’s. 

He was a superb teacher and won sev- 
eral top teaching awards. Although he 
made his students work hard, they always 
knew he had their best interests at heart. 
Jim would often invite students for a 
home-cooked meal and lively discussion 
on politics, Jim’s second love. He retired 
from Queen’s in 1997, having held the 
positions of Chair of Undergraduate Stud- 
ies, Vice-Principal Services, and Presi- 
dent of Queen’s Faculty Association. As 
the Director of Alumni Affairs he helped 
raise millions for the University.

My family lived just over the Bennetts’ 
back fence. When I was a kid, Jim and Barb 
provided me and other neighborhood kids 
with a second home and endless supply of 
cookies and cake.

In later 
years, cake turned to a single malt scotch 
and a discussion of Jim’s latest endeavour 
or cause. He always had time for the peo-

Bill Bennett, Jim and Barb’s eldest son, 
was my best friend. In 1977, Bill and | 
graduated from high school. Naturally, 
we both enrolled at Queen’s. Growing 
up listening to Jim recount his under- 
grad years there had convinced us that 
there really was only one University. Jim 
was always Queen’s number one fan. 

Believing that everyone has an oblig- 
ation to the community, Jim ran for both 
local and provincial office. Always the 
optimist, even though he was unsuc- 
cessful at the polls until later years when 
he won election to Kingston Township 
Council, Jim still found ways to con- 


tribute. He was a familiar face in and an 
active member of his church, of the local 
Rotary Club, Arthritis and United Way 
fundraising campaigns, Bereaved Fami- 
lies of Ontario, Kingston Community 
Foundation, and many other Boards and 
Committees. It came as no surprise to 
anyone that following the devastating ice 
storm of 1998, he volunteered to become 
the Chairperson for the Disaster Relief 
Committee for Eastern Ontario. The 
committee helped raised more than 
$8 million in relief assistance. 

In 1997, although almost assured of 
a seat on the new amalgamated city 
council, Jim threw caution to the wind 
and ran for Mayor. He always believed 
that there were new and better ways to 
serve the community. Jim lost that elec- 
tion, and those that knew him will most 
certainly agree with Hugh Segal’s 
March 17 letter to the local paper, 
which was headlined, “The best mayor 
Kingston never had.” 

Following Jim’s funeral, a small 
group of family and friends gathered 
at the Bennett house to celebrate his 
life. The house was filled with laugh- 
ter and good memories. As his younger 
son David Bennett, Arts’89, recounted, 
Jim had once told him that should any- 
thing happen to him, more should be 
spent on a good party afterward than 
on the funeral. I’m sure Jim was smil- 
ing down on us as we all tipped a glass 
to the man who did so much for so many. 
It is a fitting tribute that less than two 
weeks after his death, 2,600 children de- 
scended on Kingston for a Kids for Kids 
Hockey Tournament, which raised more 
than $20,000 for local groups and brought 
a welcome boost to the local economy. 
Yes, Jim Bennett was the co-chair of that 
Committee as well. 

As Deb, his daughter, wrote “I’m told 
that Jim will be remembered for his in- 
volvement in all those things, but the Dad 
I knew will be remembered for his friend- 
ship, his love, and genuine interest in— 
and caring for—people around him. 

James Alfred Bennett defined citizen- 
ship. He was a volunteer’s volunteer who 
gave of himself so tirelessly to make our 
community a better place. @ 
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Fair Lady, THE LONGEST 
running Broadway musical, 
was adapted from George 
Bernard Shaw’s 1914 stage 
play Pygmalion. It is the story 
of an Edwardian London 
elocution professor who wa- 

gers he can improve the coarse language 
of a Covent Garden flower girl enough 
for her to be accepted in high society as 
a cultured lady. 

In the preface to Pygmalion, after ex- 
pressing concern for the indifference of 
the English to the teaching of proper 
pronunciation, Shaw noted; “The re- 
former we need most today is an ener- 
getic enthusiast: That is why [ have made 
such a one the hero of a popular play. 
There have been heroes of that kind cry- 
ing in the wilderness for many years past. 
When I became interested 1n the subject 
towards the end of the 1870s, the illus- 
trious Alexander Melville Bell, the in- 
ventor of Visible Speech, had emigrated 
to Canada.” 

“Visible Speech,” an innovative ap- 
proach to correcting speech impediments 
and improving pronunciation, was de- 
vised in the early 1840’s by a Glasgow 
speech therapist named Melville Bell. 
After identifying all the factors that play 
a part in producing human vocal sounds, 
Bell created a set of symbols—one for 
every human tonal variation. Each sym- 
bol was a coded instruction for manip-

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ulating the tongue and shaping the lips 
to produce the desired sound. It was 
found that the Visible Speech technique 
was not only useful in correcting diction 
but also more effective than any previ- 
ous method in teaching the deaf to speak. 

In the late 1860s, when Bell was a Pro- 
fessor of Elocution at University College, 
London, he promoted the use of his pho- 
netic script by means of public lectures. 
Meanwhile in Dublin, David Bell, 
Melville’s older brother, had been 
young George Bernard Shaw’s elo- 
cution teacher. Shaw became a 
friend of David Bell’s son Chich- 
ester. Shaw’s lifelong interest in pho- 
netics grew out of this, as did the 
idea for the play Pygmalion. While 
it is clear from his preface that Shaw 
used a man named Professor Henry 
Sweet as the primary model for the 
Henry Higgins character, the 1n-: 
spiration for his play clearly came 
from Professor Bell. In both the play 
and the musical, when Higgins 
sends Mrs. Pearce to fetch Eliza, he 
turns to Col. Pickering and says, 
“We'll set her talking; and Ill take 
it down... in Bell’s Visible Speech.” 
Shaw’s naming his heroine after 
Melville Bell’s wife Eliza tends to 
also support this contention. 

In August of 1870, the Bell fam- 
ily emigrated to Canada, settling in 
Brantford, Ont. That fall, Melvin Bell 
found a job teaching elocution in the 
Queen’s Theological College. Not long 
afterward, he was offered a job at Boston’s 
School for the Deaf. Having accepted 
the position at Queen’s, Bell declined 
the offer. However, he suggested that his 
son, who was fully versed in his Visible 
Speech method, should be offered the 
job. Thus Alexander Graham Bell moved 
to Boston in April 1871. He was living 
there when he made the first successful 
test of his telephone in April 1876. 

The elder Bell left Queen’s not long 
afterward to work with his son on the 
telephone. Melville tried to sell his Cana- 
dian telephone patents for $100,000, but 
there was no Canadian interest. Eventu- 
ally, the National Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Boston bought those Canadian

rights, and in 1880 the Bell Telephone 
Company of Canada came into being. 
Eliza and Melville then moved to Wash- 
ington, D.C., to be near their son. When 
Eliza died in 1897, Melville returned to 
Canada the following year and married 
Harriet Guess of Sydenham Ontario. In 
the ensuing years, the Bells frequently 
returned to Sydenham to visit Harriet’s 
brother Barney and his family. 

My interest in the Bells began when I

found Alexander Graham Bell’s signature 
in the guest book of the long-defunct 
Frontenac Club (which had been at the 
corner of King and William Streets in 
downtown Kingston). The date was March 
25,1909, four weeks after the flight of the 
Wright Brothers’ “Silver Dart.” The news- 
paper report of Bell’s visit to Kingston 
told of his meeting with Queen’s Princi- 
pal D.M. Gordon. Bell likely came to per- 
sonally express his regrets for being un- 
able to attend the April convocation to 
receive his honorary degree. In his lifeume, 
Bell received many honours, but the only 
Canadian degree that he accepted was the 
one from Queen’s. @

QPID volunteers lend a helping hand 


ONCEIVED OF IN THE BASEMENT OF 
a Queen’s engineer in 1990, 
Queens Project on International 
Development (QPID) began as 
a small but dedicated group of 
students. Since then, QPID has 
= grown, and it now has a large 
general membership from all disciplines 
and is well known among faculty and 
engineering students. 

QPID is a student-run, volunteer ini- 
tiative whose objective 1s to assist devel- 
oping communities in reaching their own 
goals of improving the quality of life for 
residents. Projects operate at a grassroots, 
sustainable level, and have included im- 
plementing potable water supply systems, 
training young teachers in English, Math, 
and Science, and investigating the im- 
pacts of heavy metal contamination. 

All QPID projects are run and staffed 
by students. Michelle Switzer, Arts’02, 
general manager of QPID, points out, 
“While Queen’s students fully run and 
maintain QPID, it is important to note 
that all project initiatives come from 
within the communities being worked 
in and they are run in partnership with 
community members and organizations. 
QPID does not force itself or its ideas 
onto any community.” 

While initial projects focused on 
engineering, QPID has now expanded 
to working on projects on health care, 
education, women’s issues, and environ-

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mental issues. Most recently, the new 
project site in [India will use the abilities 
of physical and occupational therapy 
students who will be working in part- 
nership with India’s Association for Peo- 
ple with Disabilities (APD). 

Longstanding QPID projects include 
sites in Guyana, Bolivia, and Northern 
Canada, with the addition of India this 
year. QPID’s activities in Bolivia and 
Guyana have varied greatly. 
However, projects in nor- 
thern Canada have been more 
specific and focused. For the 
past three years, QPID has 
worked in partnership with 
remote native communities 
to provide a summer day 
camp for the children of these 
communities. The camp com- 
bines modern science with 
traditional aboriginal teach- 
ings to encourage the chil- 
dren to take an active inter- 
est in both their continued 
education and their own cul- 
tural heritage. The project § / 
has been such a success in 
some areas that the communities them- 
selves continue to run the camps during 
the summer. This particular project 1s 
also receiving international recognition; 
it is one of only five projects from 
Canada that were selected as finalists 
in the Commonwealth Youth Service 
Award for this year. 

This year, QPID will send cooper- 
ants to Nunavut to work in children’s 
camps that focus on literacy. “Develop- 
ment work is not just something that’s 
needed in Third World countries. There 
is aneed for volunteers within Canada 
as well, and I think it is important that 
QPID continues to contribute at a local, 
national, as well as international level,” 
says Michelle Switzer. 

QPID also works within the Kingston 
and Queen’s communities. There are 
local Kingston projects that are run by 
students during the school year. 
Kingston projects were added last year 
when QPID helped with the establish- 
ment of the Kingston Youth Shelter. 
Currently, Kingston project managers 


are working with Concurrent-Educa- 
tion students. Together they have de- 
veloped an elementary school educa- 
tional presentation about developing 
nations. The team has gone into several 
Kingston schools and discussed devel- 
opment, what it means, and the issues 
that developing nations face. Increas- 
ing awareness on issues of development 


is key to QPID’s mandate, and these

classroom presentation are a perfect tool 
for that. As well, it gets students think- 
ing about “the issues from a young age,” 
adds Michelle Switzer. 

On campus, QPID has a large mem- 
bership, and there are weekly meetings. 
These meetings can often involve guest 
speakers presenting specific development 
projects, videos, interactive activities, and 
discussions. Starting with this core group 
of interested Queen’s students and ex- 
panding activities out locally, nationally, 
and internationally, QPID hopes to con- 
tinue to raise awareness about develop- 
ment issues and assist the development 
process as best it can. @

He also found that one of his expectations was not met: “I expected to have to 
blend in, but instead | was actively observing. Everyone was super nice and willing to 
time to explain what they were doing.” 

Celestica staffer Robyn Toffolo, Sc’92, MSc’95, coordinated the alumni volun- | 
teers at the company. She also greeted the students in the morning (in her Queen’s 
jacket!) and gave them a plant tour before taking each to his or her assigned host 
mentor. Says Robin, “Celestica is not a [well-known] public company in the retail 
sector. We welcome any opportunity to show people what we do. | think the students 
got a good feel about the manufacturing environment, how products are made, and 
the flow of production.” 

But the benefits were not all one-sided. “The Alumni got a chance to connect 
with Queen's students and to talk about common experiences in addition to being 
able to share information about their work,” says Robyn. 

The experiences of the other 13 students who took part in the day were no less 
rewarding. Nicole Doucet, Sc’02, visited MD Robotics (formerly SPAR Aerospace), 
where her host was George Dyke, Sc’99. Nicole is an ROTP (Royal Officer Training 
Program) candidate and hopes to become an aerospace engineer with the Canadian 
armed forces. Her long-term goal is to work at NASA and to go into space. “It was so 
great!” she says. “They let me manipulate the Canadarm and gave me some souvenir 
pins, a poster of the International Space Station, and a coin made out of medal from 
a service module that was used in the construction of the Station. | also met a lot of 
Queen’s grads who work at the company.” 

While each student's experiences were different, all were enthusiastic about 
the day. All walked away having learned something about their host company and 
about themselves and their career interests. —-/vanka Franjkovic, Artsci’86

“My 
heart was pounding, and | was desper- 
ately trying not to trip on my huge 
gorilla feet! | got down on one knee 
and removed my ‘paw’, displaying the 
ring in my hand. Then | took off my 
mask and said, ‘| know | can be an ape 
sometimes, but will you marry me?” “ 
Amy immediately started to cry, but 
when she caught her breath, she said, 
“Yes, of course | will!”

Thirty years of Camp Outlook

a = =Outlook is a charitable organi- 
zation that celebrates the benefits of 
canoe tripping and outdoor adventures 
for “at-risk” Kingston-area teens. Vol- 
unteer staff take their young charges on 
10- and 15-day canoe trips. The campers 
come from a variety of backgrounds, but 
all are similar in that they wouldn’t 
otherwise get a chance to go camping. 
Last summer, Outlook took 120 
campers to Algonquin Park and another 
50 fall and winter campers to Frontenac 
and Morton parks. Most of these young 
men and women were referred to Out- 
look by social agencies like Big Broth- 
ers/Sisters, Children’s Aid Society, Youth 
Diversion, and by high schools coun- 
selors and other professionals who work 
with them. The beauty of Outlook is that 
it gives at-risk youth a chance to realize 
their self-worth, abilities, and potential 
to achieve. “When you see a smile on a 
kid’s face, it makes tripping all worth-

Camp Outlook is able to provide youth with 
free camping trips, thanks primarily to do- 
nations from businesses, alumni, private 
donors, and various Queen's societies. About 
a third of these donations are solicited by the 
Queen’s Chaplain, Brian Yealland; Outlook 
also receives funding from some of the agen- 
cies that refer campers, and from fundrais- 
ing events such as the Portage-a-Thon. (Watch 
for the second Portage-a-Thon of the school 
year this spring, as well as other Outlook 
fundraising activities.)

The romance of canoe travel 1s in- 
comparable. As Pierre Trudeau once 
noted, “Travel 100,000 miles by train and 
you are a brute; pedal 500 miles on a bi- 
cycle and you remain basically bourgeois; 
paddle 100 miles in a canoe and you are 
already a child of nature.” 

You wake up early in the morning, 
oblivious to the time, the canoe rests out 
in the water, anchored from the night be- 
fore. Algonquin’s lakes are often so still 
that you are not sure if the images of the 
sky and forest in the water are not more 
real than the real things; mist rises from 
the water like steam; the silence and soli- 
tude are so startling that you cannot help 
but wonder why it took you so long to 
discover this place. Then there are the 
summer memories: moose, white-tailed 
deer and bears, snapping turtles, and end- 
less fearless chipmunks; intentional canoe 
dumpings; lost canoes on huge lakes; 
making fajitas from scratch; beautiful 
lightning storms.... 

But it’s the campers who make the 


summer really enjoyable; the beauty of

The campers look up to the staff as role 
models, who in turn encourage the 
campers’ unique abilities and self-esteem 
in a unique environment. Outlook prides 
itself on its involvement with Kingston 
and surrounding communities, and rec- 
ognizes the contribution of student vol- 
unteers to society through work with 
youth: the staff’s sincerity-their desire to 
want to be with the campers-produces a 
relationship with them that lasts well be- 
yond a summer: Campers often keep in 
touch with staff members on their own 
accord. Most importantly, though, 
campers benefit from the therapeutic 
value of wilderness canoe-tripping, and 
develop a respect for nature through Out- 
look’s emphasis on no-trace camping:

E + Have you ever 
imagined yourself 
riding on a nomad’s camel in 42 
degrees C. weather or eating food 
cooked without the aid of running 
water or electricity in a village uncon- 
nected by roads? I never did, but last 
summer that was how I spent one 
spectacular afternoon. I had just com- 
pleted an incredible fourteen-week 
summer internship at a non-govern- 
mental organization in rural India. 
My time in India was full of new 
sights (cows roaming the 





streets), sounds (horns, 
873 horns horns!). And tastes 
Seat hite (spicy and super sweet). 
Working in Rajasthan 


opened my eyes to many

things; one of the most striking 
was how differently people live 
around the globe. In the villages 
where I worked, the women carried 
water daily from nearby rivers since 
they had no wells, running water or 
electricity. When people asked me 
about the conditions in Canada, I 
slowly explained to one group that 
we had electric, gas and water lines 


running under- 
ground directly 
to our homes. 
When I put it in 
those terms, I 
instantly realized 
how much [had taken for granted. 
Going to India has cemented the fact 
that “different” definitely does not 
mean “worse” in my mind. Being in 
Rajasthan allowed me time to reflect 
on what we have in Canada. I real- 
ized that direct phone lines, paved 
roads, and refrigeration are amenities 
that I could (and did!) live without. 
Exchange can have a profound 
positive effect for all stakeholders. 
Companies, as well as individuals 
can benefit from the exchange expe- 
rience. I brought skills to the organi- 
zation that I once considered benign. 
My English was an invaluable asset 
to the company; I was the only 
native English speaker in a group of 
200 people. Therefore, I 





did a lot of proofreading 
and drafting for the organization. 

These tasks seemed inconsequential 
at the time, but with a properly writ-

record. The last 540 million years of 
geological time was characterized 
by an abundance of animal life, but 
if we go any older we abruptly reach 
the Precambrian, an eon that encom- 
passes the first 4 billion years of 
Earth history. Fossil shells and bones 
are completely absent from the Pre- 
cambrian, and in their place we 
commonly see only microbes. Until 
recently, few paleontologists have 
been willing to work on the meagre 
fossil record of the Precambrian, and 
as a consequence we had only a 
vague understanding of the early 
history of life. 

My own work has been a micro- 
cosm of this. My Ph.D. studies were 
based on a 400 million-year old belt 
of ancient coral reefs in Arctic 
Canada. But even in this study I 
couldn’t help wondering how such

complicated environments as these 
fossil reefs had come to be. About a 
month before I began work at 
Queen's University in 1982, I was on 
a mountain top in the Yukon study- 
ing some of the oldest shelly fossils 
in Canada. Along the river bank a 
kilometre below us were some 
sandstone ridges that were definitely 
Precambrian, and thus were much 
older than our fossil mandate. We 
finished our work early, and on our 
last day Bill and [hiked down to the 
sandstones to see if we could find 
any fossils. It only took a few 
seconds for us to realize that the 
rocks were splattered with disc-like 
impressions of Ediacaran fossils. 

I was hooked for life. 

Ediacaran fossils are the oldest 
known evidence of animal life any- 
where on Earth. The animals were so 
primitive that they didn’t have 
either shells or bones, and all that is 
preserved are the impressions of the 
soft tissues of the animals on the 
sandstone. Some seem to represent 
primitive cnidarians (the group that 
includes modern jellyfish and 
anemones). Others show bizarre | 
structures that are not known from 
any modern animals, and may 
represent a “failed experiment” in 
the evolution of life. Ediacaran 
fossils are among the rarest of all 
fossils - our find in the Yukon was 
only the fourth discovery of these 
enigmatic creatures anywhere in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Our subsequent work 
has expanded these discov- 
eries throughout western 
Canada. We also discovered

new localities in Namibia that 

were the impetus for a cover story in 
Time Magazine (December 4, 1995), 
and we are currently describing the

TRADITIONAL YET INNOVATIVE 


The 1999 Outstanding Achievement Award in the field of 
integrated ferroelectrics was awarded to Dr. Mike Sayer 
(Physics) at the recent International Symposium on Inte- 
grated Ferroelectrics. Dr. Sayer’s research involves devel- 
oping high-frequency ultrasound imaging technology to 
assist in the growing field of minimally invasive surgery. 
His research into lasers and other imaging techniques 
will create the technology capable of producing higher 
quality images of surgical sites for use by surgeons. 


Dr. Troy Day, who did his Ph.D. with Dr. Peter Taylor 
(Mathematics and Statistics), won a NSERC Doctoral 
Prize, a Killam Postdoctoral Fellowship and the Doc- 
toral Prize of the Canadian Applied and Industrial 
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Mathematics Society. Using a rigorous mathematical 
approach, Dr. Day has gained unprecedented insights 
into important issues, including plants’ competitive 
strategies for resource allocation, the evolution of altru- 
ism, and the increasing frequency of Down syndrome .

My mother, Dean Bryce: a postscript 


Y MOTHER, BEATRICE BRYCE, 
was Dean of Women be- 
tween 1959 and 1971. 
Reading the chapter about 
her in Their Leaven of Influ- 
ence, Maureen McCallum 
Garvie and Jennifer L. John- 
son’s recently published book, brought 
back a flood of memories. Described there 
as the daughter of a Queen’s graduate, 
my mother was actually the first of her 
family to attend university, a fact that 
helps to explain how she saw her role as 
Dean of Women. 

Although she had lived at home while 
a student at the U of T, my mother was 
overwhelmed at first by the strangeness 
of everything. Too shy to ask where the 
university library was, she struggled to 
do the research for her first essay at her 
neighbourhood library branch. Then, 
after gradually adapting to campus life, 
she suffered a severe blow in her third 
year when her father died very suddenly. 
Three months later, her mother was di- 
agnosed with diabetes. 

In those pre-insulin days, the doctor 
called her into his office and delivered 
stark news: “Prepare yourself for your 
mother’s death.” Banting and Best saved 
my grandmother's life. According to fam- 
ily legend, she was scarcely up out of bed 
before she was opening her home to 
boarders to help finance the final year of 
Honours English and O.C.E. for my

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mother. No wonder Dean Bryce was in 
sympathy with the first-year women stu- 
dents who formed the majority in the 
women’s residences at Queen’s. Like her, 
they were often the first in their families 
to go to university. 

Determined to treat each 
student as an individual, 
my mother made a point 
of learning names, and 
worked with dons and 
house councils to 
make sure newcom- 
ers would find it 
easier to ask for in- 
formation and help 
than she had. In 
her letters she de- 
scribed her con- 
cern about depres- 
sion and the grim 
possibility of suicide 
among the student 
population. 

An early and strong 
advocate of the University 
Health Service, my mother 
saw how important pro- 
fessional health care and 
counseling were. She 
wanted to make the Dean’s 
office a good place to begin 
solving a problem, a refer- 
ral service administered by someone who 
cared enough about each individual to 
follow up. 

I was amused to read that some stu- 
dents from the early 1960s recall my 
mother as a gracious figurehead, white- 
gloved and presiding at Sunday tea. | hap- 
pen to know that she was wor sorry to see 
the Sunday tea era come to an end; how- 
ever, it had been a Ban Righ tradition, 
and so she waited to phase it out untl 
the students decided it was time. Proba- 
bly her patience in achieving consensus 
before changing a policy grew out of her 
years on the Kingston Board of Educa- 
tion, where she also developed her tal- 
ent for analyzing problems and per- 
suading committees. 

Chown Hall was about to be built 
when she was appointed in 1959. I recall 
how my mother took the train to Toronto

with a committee of Ban Righ board 
members, including her friend and dis- 
tinguished Queen’s alumna, Thelma 
Boucher, Arts’27, LLD’73. They went to 
Eaton’s College Street to shop for resi- 
dence furniture. After an hour or 
two, the other women drifted 
off on various errands, leav- 
ing my mother to choose. 
She had been advised 
by Adelaide Hall res- 
idents not to buy 
combination desks 
and dressing ta- 
bles. That idea had 
already been tried 
in Adelaide rooms, 
where the students 
had not appreci- 
ated having their 
mirrors designed to 
pop up from the 
desk top, but only 
after all the books and 
papers for the current 
essay had been removed! 
A good listener, my mother 
instinctively sought advice 
from the very people who 
knew best—the students. 
Was Beatrice Bryce the 
last of the lady deans or 
was she a feminist? She 1s 
on tape in the Oral History Project as 
somewhat unsympathetic to the women 
activists of the 1970s. I know that she 
thought of herself as a humanist in the 
literary tradition that was her lifelong 
study. But, as a first-generation univer- 
sity woman, she knew that her educa- 
tion had transformed her life, opening 
doors that would have remained closed 
without it. She enjoyed her role at 
Queen’s being a mentor for young 
women, and was proud of her part in ad- 
vancing women’s full participation in the 
university. So are the women of her fam- 
ily. Her granddaughter, Alison, remem- 
bers her as “the most liberated woman I 
have ever known.” @

The new look Review 


VAs what do you think of it? 

As you can see, this issue of 
the Alumni Review looks different, very 
different. The magazine has undergone 
the journalistic equivalent of a make- 
over. In fact, the changes are the most 
dramatic and far-reaching in the Re- 
view’s 73-year history. There are com- 
pelling reasons why we’ve made them. 

Over the years, readership surveys 
have shown that the Review is the Uni- 
versity’s best-known and most effi- 
cient communications vehicle. In fact, 
for thousands of alumni around the 
world, the magazine is their only link 
to Queen’s; that explains why more 
than 90 per cent of people who receive 
the Review read each and every issue. 

For better and worse, Canada’s post- 
secondary educational system is in the 
throes of fundamental change. Com- 
petition has become the order of the 
day; the “marketplace” has taken on 
a strange new look. Universities are 
vying for slices of the ever-shrinking 
government funding pie, for the best 
and brightest new faculty, for top stu- 
dents, and for vital private-sector and 
alumni dollars. In order for Queen’s to 
continue to excel, to grow, and to offer 
a world-class environment for learn- 
ing and research, the University is re- 
examining all aspects of its operations. 

Where the Review is concerned, we 
wanted to improve the publication to 
better serve the needs of Queen’s and 
of our readers. We also felt that it was 
time to freshen the design, which had 
been in place for about six years. Doing 
all of this meant some tough decisions 
had to be made, given that budgets 
are tight.

After no small amount of thought, 
we’ ve chosen what we think is a pretty 
good solution. We plan to reduce the 
number of issues from six to five per 
year, and we’re working to increase 
revenues from advertising and other 
sources. Money saved by eliminat- 
ing one issue, and any extra revenue 
raised will be used to fund improve- 
ments to the Review and to make it 
more visually appealing.

The result is a maga- 
zine that is fresher, brighter, and more 
fun to read—one that better reflects 
the quality that alumni and friends of 
Queen’s University want and deserve. 

In coming months, we will continue 
refining the Review's design and striv- 
ing to improve and expand its con- 
tent. As Richard Seres says, “We want 
to raise the bar for our magazine and 
for every other university magazine 
in Canada.”

Math professor Leo Jonker 
is the 1999-2000 winner

It all adds up that Leo Jonker would 
become a mathematician. 

After all, his dad had a knack for 
numbers, and young Leo inherited that 
same gift. Puzzling over mathematical 
problems was considered good fun in 
the Jonker household. “My dad and I 
sometimes solved problems together. 
It was a father-son thing,” Jonker recalls 
with a smile. 

That was an ocean away and a half- 
century ago, and although he has been 
teaching math at Queen’s for 31 
years — since 1969 — Jonker’s passion 
for his subject burns brighter than 
ever. “[Leo] demands the best from 
his students and provides the means

Jonker’s nomination for the Alumni 
Award for Excellence in Teaching. 
Much the same sentiments come 
through loud and clear in the comments 
of Jonker’s students.” Enthusiasm,” “im- 
agination,” “humor,” and “excellence” 
are words that recur in their letters. So 


does the fact that while some of 
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Jonker’s lecture classes have more than 
400 students in them, he still strives 
“to create an atmosphere of interac- 
tion,” one that fosters learning. “Making 
‘connections’ is what good teaching is 
really all about,” he explains. 

“T think I’m pretty good at making 
things make sense in math,” Jonker 
says. “It’s a lot more common sense 
than some people realize.” 

Perhaps. But Leo Jonker, a lean, 
bearded man with a wonderful, dry 
sense of humour, clearly has a way of 
explaining difficult concepts and instill- 
ing in others a desire to learn. His ped- 
agogic skills recently earned him two 
important teaching awards: the twenty- 
fifth annual Alumni Teaching Award, 
and the Ontario Confederation of Uni- 
versity Faculty Associations Teaching 
Award. 

“T enjoy teaching, and that in itself 
is reward enough,” Jonker says. “But 
I’m pleased and honoured that my 
students and colleagues saw fit to 
nominate me for the Alumni Teaching 
Award, and I’m delighted that I won.

Queen's, Smith was already 
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highly respected for his 
role in establishing the 
reputation of the Economics 
Department on an 
international footing, 
and as founding director 
of the John Deutsch 
Institute for the Study of 
Economic Policy. 

During the 10 years 
he was principal, Smith 
worked to reinforce the high 
quality of undergraduate 
programs. This included 
the establishment of the 
Instructional Development 
Centre and the introduction 
of timely new programs 


in policy studies, and 





in science and technology. 
During his principalship, the 
University’s infrastructure 
was renewed through the 
Stauffer Library, Biosciences 
Complex, Walter Light Hall, 
the Policy Studies building, 
and a major updating of 
Queen's older structures. 
When he was presented 
with the inaugural Benidick- 
son Award by Queen's 
Alumni Association in 1990, 
Smith was hailed as "one of 
Canada's most respected 
economists, consultants and 
chief executives — a leader 
who demands the best of 


himself and so expects it of 





others — and a prolific writer 
whose topical annual papers 
reveal a philosopher with 
both feet on the ground, the 
high moral ground." 

Smith, born in India, 
held earned degrees 
from McMaster, Oxford, 
and Harvard and honorary 
degrees from Queen's, the 
Queen's University of 
Belfast, and McMaster 
University. He was a Fellow 
of the Royal Society of 
Canada and a member of 
the Order of Canada. 
In 1992, his peers elected 
him to chair the Council of 


Ontario Universities.

The Award also includes a $5,000 
cash prize, which Jonker will put to 
good use; he plans to buy his own lap- 
top computer with Linux-based oper- 
ating software, which is ideal for 
mathematical applications. That 
should make Jonker’s wife, Irene, 
happy since it will free up a lot of 
disk space on the hard drive of the 
family’s home computer. 

Jonker knows the joy of a having a 
workspace of one’s own. The eldest of 
nine children, he emigrated from Hol- 
land with his family in 1955. They land- 
ed in Belleville, ON, where Jonker’s 
father assumed the pastorship of a 
Christian Reformed Church. Three years 
later, the Jonkers moved to Brampton. 
It was there that Jonker finished high 
school and then earned his BA, MA, and 
PhD degrees at the U of T. 

Jonker lived at his parents’ home and 
commuted to classes at U of T because 
money was tight. That same dedication 
and selfless sense of commitment are 
still evident in Jonker’s teaching at 
Queen’s, and in the volunteer enrich- 
ment teaching that he does at the 
Kingston Christian School, where he 
works with Grade 7 and 8 children. 
Jonker believes strongly in the idea that 
educators need to do a better job of 
teaching math to students whom he says 
must be taught to think and reason 
rather than to simply learn by rote. 

That’s easier said than done, of 








course, and the complexity of the task 
only serves to underscore the crucial 
importance of teaching. “The first thing 
a good teacher needs is a real love for 


his or her subject. The second thing is 
patience,” he notes. 

Leo Jonker clearly has done the math 
and has both qualities in spades.

Yes and no. Inno- 
vation, conservation, and keeping pace 
with changing technologies are all in 
day’s work at the Queen’s University 
Archives (QUA). In fact, it’s amazing to 
see just how modern “history” can be. 
Donald Richan, University Archivist 
and Freedom of Information and Privacy 
Protection Officer, has good reason to be 
oleased when he points out that the

hives. “The QUA is fortunate to be lo- 
d at a university with an art conser- 


n program,” says Richan. “We also

benefit from our partnerships with the 
library system, and with the academic 
faculty who counsel us on potential 
archival donations.” 

Through co-operative programing, 
such as conservation internships, stu- 
dents work with actual historical mate- 
rials, and the QUA benefits from having 
people to assist in conserving its docu- 
ment collections, the nature of which is 
changing with technology. 

To make the QUA’s collection more 
accessible, the staff are working to de- 
velop several new initiatives, including a 
new Web site with all the bells and 


whistles (set for a September unveiling), 
and a heightened profile on the Queen’s 
home page. 

These innovations promise to expand 
the clientele who use the collection— 
that includes everyone from genealo- 
gists, to students, faculty, and other 
scholars. Atholl Sutherland Brown of 
Victoria, B.C. is typical patron. Brown 
was in the Archives one day recently 
doing some research on his father, James 
Sutherland (“Buster”) Brown, a contro- 
versial figure in Canada in the 1930's 
because he advocated a defence plan to 
counter a feared invasion by the U.S.

Another feature of the new web site 
will be on-line resources and theme-re- 
lated lesson plans for teachers. “Right 
now we’re building a test lesson plan 
package with the assistance of the Fac- 
ulty of Education,” says Richan. 

Keeping up with technology poses 
special challenges for all archives. That’s 
why Gillian Barlow, one of five archivists 
on staff at the QUA (along with a con- 
servator and three archival assistants), is 
making special efforts to meet these chal- 
lenges. Part of her job is to promote 
records management of the University’s 
active, semi-active, and electronic 
records. 

Barlow’s colleague, George Hender- 
son, Arts’59, MA’64, points out that 
whether or not electronic documents 
will be accessible in future is a big con- 
cern. “Part of the challenge is to keep the 
hardware that will actually play the files 
or find ways to migrate the informa- 
tion,” he says. 

Henderson explains that the QUA 
has already had difficulty in finding 
ways of retrieving data from older tech-

Pathologist/biochemist Dr. Robert 
Kisilevsky, who is working to find an ef- 
fective, low-cost treatment for malaria 
has been awarded $765,000 (U.S.) from 
the Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation. 
The grant is the first ever awarded to a 
Canadian university research project by 
the Seattle-based charitable foundation, 
which has been established by the Mi- 
crosoft founder and his wife. 

The Bill and Melinda Gates Founda-

tion has an asset base of about $22 bil- 
lion, and is dedicated to improving peo- 
ple's lives by sharing advances in health 
and learning with the global community. 
Among the Foundation’s key priorities 
are preventing deadly diseases among 
poor children by expanding access to 
vaccines, and developing vaccines 
against malaria, HIV/AIDS, and tuber- 
culosis. 

Kisilevsky will use the grant money 
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for his research on finding a way to pre- 
vent and control the spread of malaria, a 
deadly tropical disease that infects as 
many as half a billion people a year. 
Kisilvevsky’s research team are work- 
ing to develop agents that will prevent 
protein-carbohydrate binding, effective- 
ly inhibiting further infection by malar- 
ia parasites. 

“The Bill and Melinda Gates Foun- 
dation has given us a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to apply the expertise we acquired 
in our amyloid and Alzheimer's pro- 
gram to the problem of malaria,” says 
Kisilevsky. “Although it may seem 
strange to think there are similarities be- 
tween these two diverse diseases, there 
are some remarkable parallels at a mol- 
ecular level. At this level, we'll be ex- 
ploring some novel ideas concerning the 
process of malarial infection.”

NATIONAL POST ARTICLE 
DISTORTED FACTS 


A article in the February 
edition of the National Post 
Business magazine stated that 

in the mid-1990s, Queen’s University 
School of Business was a “flounder- 
ing, second rate-rate business 
school.” This is aberrant nonsense. 
The day David Anderson turned 
over the keys to the Dean’s office 

to Margot Northey, the Business 
School was arguably the best in 
Canada. Here are the facts: The 
Bachelor of Commerce program 

(900 students), the first in Canada, 
was the premier undergraduate 
program in the nation. The Executive 
Development Program had risen 

to top in the country. Queen’s could 
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boast of at least 20 professors 

with worldwide reputations for 
their research, and the school 

had recently hired a number of 
first-class junior faculty with similar 
potential. Dean Northey inherited 
an excellent faculty. The Research 
Program, with its substantial 
support for faculty and its Summer 
Visiting Research Scholar Program, 
was the envy of business schools 
around the globe. Queen’s was 
one of the forerunners in winning 
prestigious federal government 
SSHRC and NSERC grants. And 

its research conferences, such 

as those on Derivative Financial 
Instruments and Social and 
Behavioural Accounting, were 
world-renowned. 

At the same time, the high- 
quality, unique double-major PhD 
program (about 30 students 
strong) was producing scholars 
who were hired in universities 
across Canada. These graduates 
are today part and parcel of 
the cultural capital of Canada’s 
business education resource base. 

Things on the MBA front were 
also humming. The pioneering, 
cross-Canada, satellite Executive 
MBA was on the forefront of 
this development globally. The 
regular two-year MBA program, 
which was seen as second 
only to Western’s regular MBA, 
was being phased out to make 
room for the already approved new, 
small-scale one-year MBAST 
program. The Ottawa Executive 
MBA program was ticking along 
nicely. And the unique MSc 
program was approved and ready 
to come on stream. 

No, Margot Northey did 
not inherit a “floundering, second- 
rate” place. It was a dynamic, 
vibrant, energetic and first-rate 
business school.

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am on my way to interview 

Leonard Lee at the head- 

quarters of his newest busi- 

ness venture. Canica Design 
is in’downtown’ Almonte, Ont., an historic town about 
50 km southwest of Ottawa. I envision Lee’s headquar- 
ters as something low and modern, all tinted glass and 
sandblasted brick, as befits a business that makes and 
patents medical instruments. 

Instead, I find myself in a renovated nineteenth-century 
hardware store, complete with pressed tin ceilings and 
antique oak cabinets. Lee greets me warmly, congratu- 
lating me on my punctuality. He is, after all, ex-military, 
and even casually dressed in khakis and a safari-style 
vest, there’s still a good deal of spit-and-polish about him. 

Lee’s office is a glassed-in corner of the store’s main 
room. Paint company calendars from the 1930s hang on the 
walls; a box of old tools rests in the corner behind my chair. 
Scratchpads bearing the scribbled evidence of a first draft 
of something sit on a corner of his desk; it seems totally 
in character that Canada’s best-known maker and seller 
of high-quality hand tools does his thinking in longhand. 

Lee whisks me out of the office and into the main show- 
room, where his design team is working on refinements to 
a slew of new medical devices, including an ingenious > 
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hand-surgery system (currently in clinical trials) that looks 
like a high-tech chess set, and scalpels with ergonomic han- 
dles and one-handed blade ejection systems that put the 
familiar old exacto-style models to shame. 

“Product development is always so fascinating,” he en- 
thuses. “It’s so much more significant than woodworking, 
and so much more dynamic.” 

Dynamism is a quality you associate with Leonard Lee, 
the brains (and the hands) behind the Lee Valley Tools suc- 
cess story. Canica Design, his latest venture, is a natural off- 
shoot of the privately owned Canadian company that has 
built an international reputation on redesigning and build- 
ing tried-and-true devices in new and better ways. In effect, 
he’s building a better mousetrap (see the 2000 Lee Valley 
Gardening Tools catalogue, page 52). 

“The trick is to get the surgeon to express the problem 
he wants us to solve,” Lee explains. “If he just tells us what 
he wants us to make, it blocks off productive thought.” The 
hand-surgery system, for example, with its two-finger- 
adjustable anchors and retractors, is a total departure from 
the old, scissors-style mechanical clamps that require two 
hands to adjust. 

As we talk, it occurs to me that this renovated hardware 
store is the perfect setting for Lee, and not just because he 
has made his name making and selling tools and hardware. 
In many ways Leonard Lee shares the qualities of the prod- 
ucts that he sells: practical, unpretentious, a solver of prob- 
lems. That’s an enviable pedigree in today’s puzzling dot-com 
world, but it is not a surprising one, given Lee’s background. 

Born in 1938, he grew up on his family’s farm in Wadena, 
Saskatchewan, where money was tight and chores such as 
woodcutting were a fact of life. Lee’s no-frills approach may 
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also have a lot to do with his schooling, first in the highly 
disciplined dorms of Royal Roads Military College (“I could 
only afford to go to university by joining the military,” he 
explains), and then at Queen’s. He earned his Bachelor of 
Arts degree in economics in 1963, when Queen’s was still 
considered “the working man’s university.” 

Lee credits his parents, staunch supporters of the old 
Cooperative Commonwealth Federaton (CCF) — the fore- 
runner of today’s New Democratic Party — and his educa- 
tion, earned with the limited opportunities of the time, for 
his well-honed sense of social justice and his appreciation 
of the merits of a structured, broad-based education. And 
you have to figure that both have a lot to do with his over- 
riding belief that the road to happiness lies in following 
your heart, not your head. 

The former diplomat and career public servant is an avid 
and lifelong woodworker. He followed his heart in 1978; 
after becoming disillusioned with federal bureaucracy, he 
quit his job to start up Lee Valley Tools. The oil crisis and 
the memory of his school days gave Lee the inspiration 
for making and marketing Lee Valley’s first product — a 
country stove kit. Modeled after the oil-drum stove that had 
heated his prairie schoolhouse, Lee’s kits featured cast- 
iron legs and door, which were attached to an oil-drum 
body. I figured that if I can sell cast iron by mail, I can sell 
anything,” he recalls. 

And, indeed, he has (and does!). Lee has gone from selling 
barrel stoves to overseeing an international mail-order busi- 
ness that also includes a chain of stores from coast to coast. 
However, he has never forgotten his prairie political roots. 

Lee’s employees don’t work for commission, and there 
are no sales targets to meet. Profits are shared equally among 
employees. ’Real socialist stuff,” Lee jokes. 

What's more, there’s a no-profanity rule at Lee Valley. 1 
guess I’m puritanical that way, but I don’t allow cursing,” he 
says. “I believe that people will clean up their conduct to the 
standard of the people around them. They’II adapt to that 
level. You get a better work environment that way.” 

The rule applies to customers, too: Lee has been known 
to refuse to sell to foul-mouthed customers who abuse his 
staff. “We'll do anything to please a customer — except crawl,” 
Lee says. “Life is too short to accept abuse.” 

There’s altruism at work here, too, an old-style sense of 








community responsibility that’s reflected in a variety of Lee 
initiatives. Lee Valley’s catalogue referrals and in-store sem- 
inars are fundraisers for the United Way. Honoraria from 
Lee’s speaking engagements (he never charges a fee) are 
donated to good causes — such as Queen’s University, which 
this spring invited him to inaugurate the Faculty of Educa- 
tion’s new annual McArthur Lecture series. Lee also donates 
a portion of the proceeds from Lee Valley’s publishing arm, 
Algrove, to support literacy programs. 

Which brings us to Lee’s other love —the printed word. 

“Next to woodworking, the most honorable thing in the 
world is publishing,” he says. Co-author and publisher of 
How to Make Wooden Planes (1981), author of The Complete 
Guide to Sharpening (Taunton Press, 1995), and a collector of 
woodworking books, Lee draws my attention to his office 
door, where the word “Editor” is stenciled on the glass, a gift 
from one of his staff. 

“T’ve always had ‘pen-envy’; I wanted to write for a living. 
And I always wanted to write catalogues the way I wished 
they would speak to the customer,” he explains. He leans for- 
ward conspiratorially, his eyes twinkling. “Lee Valley is just 
an ill-disguised excuse for a vanity publishing firm,” he says. 

Lee will tell you that the trick to good copy is to maintain 
a balance between warmth and accuracy. “It often comes 
down to simple things like prefacing a bit of information 
with ‘As you know ... ’ Of course, a lot of times you know 
darn well they don’t know, and the trick is to inform the 
amateur without offending the pro. You have to tread very 
carefully,” he says. 

Lee answers all customer letters (“10 or 12 a day,” he 
notes) by dictating responses in the car, on his way to and 
from work. His dictation includes punctuation, a holdover 


from his early days in the diplomatic service. “I was the junior 
guy, so I always got the inexperienced secretaries,” he ex- 
plains. “T still do it — ‘Dear Mister Brown comma new para- 
graph’— and it drives the people who type my letters nuts!” 

Lee also writes all his catalogue text; one of his brothers 
helps with the editing. His text could stand on parade, it’s so 
clean and crisp; Lee credits a childhood love of books, his ed- 
ucation, and a mentor in the diplomatic service. “He always 
told me to use the clearest form of speech I could. He used 
say, ‘If you’re uncomfortable reading it aloud, you haven’t 
done it well.’ ” 

Lee is succinct when he writes, and he’s equally so when 
he opines on education. The founding chair of the Col- 
legium on Work and Learning, he believes kids nowadays 
are poorly prepared to make the jump from the classroom 
to the shop floor. “Teachers tend to teach future teachers,” he 
says. “Today’s classroom doesn’t prepare kids for the private 
sector, which is highly non-unionized.” 

He cites himself as an example. “I was never told I could 
be an employer.” Kids need to learn to take risks — and they 
need encouragement to do the things they love, he says. “We 
are so intent on making kids feel good that we don’t chal- 
lenge them,” he says. “It’s unfair to kids. It means they can’t 
aspire to anything better than being mediocre. We shouldn’t 
be limiting kids. 

“Life’s too short to spend it doing things you don’t 
love. And if kids can make their life’s work their love, 
they will be a lot happier. After all, income isn’t the most 
important thing in life.” 

Perhaps. But call it what you will, to Leonard Lee it’s 
also the time-honoured formula for success.

BRANCHING OUT IN LEE VALLEY 


Lee Valley. Mention the name to wood- 
workers or gardeners, and watch their 
eyes light up like a kid’s at Christmas. 
The Ottawa Valley mail-order tool busi- 
ness was born in 1978 when Leonard Lee 
placed an advertisement on the back cover 
of Harrowmith magazine. Costing $2,000 
and offering a “fine tools catalogue” for a 
dollar, the ad more than paid for itself. “We 
got twenty-three hundred $1 bills in the 
mail,” Lee recalls. “That was our first cus- 
tomer base.” 

Lee Valley developed a cult following 
among serious woodworkers, offering 
high-quality tools, reasonable prices, and 
a knowledgeable, practical approach to 
the craft. From its first patented tool - a 
picture-frame clamp — the business took 
off like a runaway lumber truck. Today, the 
company boasts a chain of nine stores 
across Canada and a successful interna- 
tional mail order business. Lee Valley holds 


37 tool patents and designs about a third 


of everything it sells. Its glossy wood- 
working catalogue runs to more than 250 
pages, and features everything from sand- 
paper to soapstone carving blocks. 

Gardening tools, traditionally manu- 
factured alongside woodworking tools, 
were a logical next step, says Lee. Sharing 
the highest crossover of any two hobbies, 
gardening and woodworking compliment 
one another — as do their 
selling cycles. Woodwork- 
ing tools sell best in win- 
ter; gardening apparatus 
in summer. 

There’s also the small 
matter of family harmony. 
“It used to be that wood- 
working tools would use up a lot of the 
family’s disposable income,” Lee explains.” 
Now, Lee Valley is more of a family desti- 
nation.” Which is a polite way of saying 
he is no longer harangued by spouses 
feeling left out of the woodworking loop: 
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they're too busy trying to decide between 
Lee Valley’s high carbon steel digging fork 
and its stainless-steel transplant spade. 

And as if woodworking and gardening 
tools were not enough, Lee has recently 
launched Canica Design, a spin-off com- 
pany that is developing and marketing a 
new line of precision surgical instruments 
for physicians. When Lee got an oak splin- 
ter under his fingernail 
and had to go to the local 
hospital, the emergency 
room physician used a 
pair of cheap, inefficient 
tweezers to extract the 
piece of wood. The task 
was messy and painful, 
but enlightening. Lee sent the physician 
who had treated him several pairs of 
Lee Valley’s high-quality woodworking 
tweezers. He has since gone on to develop 
a line of precision surgical instruments fit 
for the twenty-first century. - M.B

Co-incident with our invitation to 
Nagoya, Queen’s signed a cooperation 
agreement with Fudan University of 
Shanghai, one of China’s top-ranked 


universities. A visit to Sudan to further 






solidify this relationship was quickly added 
to the itinerary, as were individual and group 
meetings with alumni in Hong Kong and Tokyo. 

Our visit began in Hong Kong, a city like no other. 
One of my first impressions was how different our arrival 
was. The white-knuckle approach to Hong Kong’s Old City 
center airport and its remarkable crowds is a thing of the 
past. The splendid new airport is ultra-modern and spacious, 
and the network of roads, bridges, and trains serving it are 
impressive beyond words. 

A sense of pride and optimism in the accomplishments 
and future of Hong Kong was evident in our interactions 
with alumni and friends there. The most obvious impact of 
the 1997 hand-over has been an expansion of trade and 


interaction with mainland China. So far, the one China-two 













systems policy appears to be working 
well. The alumni reception and dinner 
held at the Hong Kong Jockey Club 
provided a welcome opportunity to 
meet friends made on previous visits. 
More than 70 people attended, includ- 
ing alumni, parents of current students, 
and other friends of Queen’s. 
Next stop on our schedule was Shanghai. 
This was our first visit to this historic Chinese 
port city, and we had been told that the pace of change 
there is remarkable. Nothing anyone might have told us 
could have fully prepared us for the reality we encountered. 
The population of Shanghai is equal to approximately 
half the population of Canada. Hundreds of spectacular 
high-rise building, all of which have been built in the past 
decade, dot the skyline, and hundreds more are under con- 
struction. We were told that fully one-quarter of the world’s 


supply of tower cranes is now working on Shanghai's con- 
struction sites. Shanghai is a thoroughly modern city; its 
streets lined with delightful boutiques and restaurants. Its 
rate of development is truly breathtaking.

The Queen’s delegation was treated to a tour of the 
Shanghai museum, the Yu Garden (old city), and an evening 
river cruise. The museum’s collection of antique bronzes 
was spectacular; I particularly enjoyed the extensive col- 
lection of Chinese brush paintings and calligraphy. Our 
hosts also treated us to several outstanding multi-course 
Chinese meals which caused us all to gain a few pounds! 
We departed Shanghai having made many new friends. 

At Nagoya University of Commerce and Business Ad- 
ministration, the Millennium Matriculation Ceremony was 
filled with pageantry and colour. We enjoyed it immensely. 
Approximately 2,000 students and their parents, along with 
the entire faculty, participated. Following the ceremony we 
departed for Nara, the ancient capital of Japan.

The campus formal is a time-honoured ritual at Queen’s, 
and at many other North American universities. 

Freelance writer Nancy Dorrance, Ed’76, takes a light-hearted 
look at the hijinks, follies, and memories of .. . 
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Remember the heady excitement of dress- 
ing in your first formal gown (or suit), 
dining with a group of friends in a fancy 
restaurant, then being chauffeured to the 
miraculously transformed school audito- 
rium where you danced the night away? 
Today, such magical moments are asso- 
ciated with high school, or even Grade 8, 
graduation. But for many Queen’s alumni, 
their first “formal” experience was at uni- 
versity — and the memories, both poignant 
and funny, remain long after academic 





ones have faded. 

It is not clear when the first formals were held on cam- 
pus, probably in the mid-1930s. In one of the earliest 
references, Principal William Fyfe (1930-36) wrote that, 
“Dancing is much more detrimental to university studies 
than rugby.” His reaction to the photo (above left) of 
housemates Alex Fletcher, Artsci’99, (on right, in dress) 
and Marie Goddard, Sc’99, who attended the 1998 Science 
Formal in gender-bending attire “just for the heck of it” 
can only be imagined! 

The dress code was more traditional 60 years ago, 
when Mary (Graham) Ross, Arts’39, convened the Levana 
Formal, held in Ban Righ 

Hall on two consecu- 
tive nights in Janu- 
ary. (The Levana 













BLACK TIE TALES 


Society was the official association of women students at 
Queen’s from 1888 until 1967, when it merged with the 
Arts and Science Undergraduate Society). The world was 
on the brink of war that year, but the formal theme was 
“Vanity.” Above each of the pink and blue dressing tables, 
which lined two sides of the room, hung circular mirrors 
with matching boudoir lamps. Huge profiles of Clark 
Gable and Greta Garbo faced each other between the tables. 

As a first-year student in 1936, Graham also remem- 
bers campus concern following the death of King George 
V-— specifically, that the Levana Formal might have to be 
cancelled. “But Miss Kidd, the Dean of Women, assured 
us that after a short period of mourning, we would still be 
able to have one,” she says. “So my sister and I made up 
a poem, which began: “The Dean of Women hath decreed, 
To spoil our dance there is no need!’” 

While the outbreak of war that fall didn’t curtail 
Queen’s formals either, it certainly had an impact on 
the music and décor. In 1943, the R.C.A.F. Central Dance 
Band played at the Science Formal, which featured repli- 
cas of an airplane hangar, buildings, and runways — not 
to mention a working model of a mine and a Chrysler 
engine. After the war, campus was flooded with veterans, 
many of whom were married with families and had little 
money to spend on formal attire. As Jim Williams, Sc’49, 
recalls, “If there was any money to be spent, it didn’t go 
on frivolities!” He was one of the few students in his class 
lucky enough to possess a “suit of tails,” purchased in 
1937, “before they invented zippers.” 

For Elizabeth (Kennedy) Marsh, Arts ’48, memo- 
ries of post-war formals evoke “the decadent per- 

fume of gardenia corsages, and the magical trans- 
formation of ordinary youths into sophisticated 
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escorts in white tie and tails.” Preparation in the residences 
beforehand involved much agitation over shoes, gloves, 
and especially “the Dress,” she recalls. “I’m still grateful 
to our elegant late Aunt Elsie, who contributed at least 
two evening gowns to my college career.” 

Elizabeth’s sister, Frankie (Kennedy) Beames, Arts’53, 
also associates formals with gardenias. “To this day, I hover 
over them at the garden center, and if I inhale deeply I can 
hear Ziggy’s trumpet soaring in Harlem Nocturne,” Frankie 
says. “This was in the Big Band era,” she notes, “and music 
at the formals was not only live, it was also very good.” 

When Joan (Whiting) Goble, Arts’69, Ed’70, arrived 
on campus in the mid-1960s, there were three “must” for- 
mals to attend: Science in the fall, and Levana and Arts in 
the spring. “By the time I graduated in 1970, the Levana 
Society had been disbanded, so that formal disappeared 
from the social calendar,” she notes. 

Joan’s husband, Mel Goble, Sc’70, laboured along with 
fellow engineers to construct sets and props in “old, dilap- 
idated warehouses on the Kingston waterfront. Everything 
always seemed totally disorganized until panic time a few 
days before the dance, when it all fell into place,” he says. 

Formals were expensive. “Men rented tuxedos, tails, top 
hats, and canes while the women bought or created gowns. 
Some guys attended the football game the following after- 
noon still dressed in tails and top hats,” recalls Joan. 

Since it wouldn’t do to wear the same dress twice in a 
row, strategic shuffling was often required to transform an 
“old” gown into something new. And to beat the special 5:30 
a.m. curfew at residence, the young women would check 
back in for an hour while their dates dozed in a nearby car, 
then check out again at 6:30 a.m. to continue partying. 

In 1969, the Applied Science Formal had a Tex/Mex 
theme, Uvaldé, and convenor Shane Kennedy, Sc’70, 
MPL’72 — better known on campus that fall as the black- 
Stetsoned “Cheyenne” — paraded down Princess Street 
on horseback with covered wagons to publicize the event. 
According to Shane, preparing for the formal was “a lot 
of work, but a lot of fun. Its success was due in no small 
part to the great project leaders and dedicated ‘hooters’ 
we were able to recruit.” These included: “Grant Ander- 
son, the Sc’70 geologist who 
anchored the operation, 


Haydn Matthews, Sc’70, who coordinated the construction 
side, and Wally Palmer, Sc’70, Law’73, who masterminded 
the car raffle and is now permanent class president.” 

If there were an award for “biggest setback to a Queen’s 
formal” — and biggest recovery — it would have to go to 
Arts’88, whose theme was the Romonov Crystal Palace. 
An elaborate set — including palace with gold-painted pil- 
lars, frozen pond, and icicles — had just been erected in the 
Ambassador Hotel ballroom when the fire marshal arrived 
and closed it down, the day before the event. “We had to 
take everything to the dump. We were in shock!” recalls 
convenor Marylea Horbay, Arts’88. “There was nothing 
left except the tables, so all we could do was fill the place 
with tricolour balloons. And in fact, everyone still had a 
great time. The class had had so much fun working on the 
project, that was enough in itself!” 

The fire department also had a presence at this year’s 
Arts and Science Formal, “The Millennium Ball”. Not 
once, but twice, firefighters arrived in full regalia, sirens 
blaring, at the Portsmouth Harbour where professional 
decorators had created an enormous, oval bar and a two- 
level lounge. “It was a classic, elegant theme, with live 
music, including a string quartet, a jazz band, an a cap- 
pella group, and a cellist,” says convenor Jannee Elborne, 
Arts’00. She’s not sure whether the alarms were trig- 
gered by (illegal) smokers, the dry ice machine, or mean- 
spirited pranksters, but she reports that no one became 
unduly upset. “Once they realized there was no danger, 
people had their photos taken with the firemen and on 
the trucks: it was actually kind of fun!” 

Just another memory of yet another unforgettable 
Queen’s formal.

A BOOK ABOUT 

“THE LITTLE STRUGGLES 
FOR CHANGE” 

Out of Poverty and Into 
Something More Comfortable 
BY JOHN STACKHOUSE 


D: his time spent in India 
as a foreign correspondent for 
the Globe and Mail, former Queen's 
Journal editor (1984-85) John 
Stackhouse, Com’86, wrote Out 

of Poverty and Into Something 
More Comfortable (Random House, 
$34.95). The book’s message is 
that development and local 
democracy are the same, and 
development for the world’s 
poorest nations will come through 
achieving local democracy. 

“That’s what’s important and 

will allow people to gain control 
of their community and their 
lives,” Stackhouse told the Review 
in a recent interview. 

The book, which features 
photographs by his photographer 
wife, Cindy Andrews, looks at 
the struggles of some of the most 
interesting people Stackhouse 
encountered on his travels in India. 
[t also examines their efforts to 
empower themselves. “I wanted 
to give a more personal reflection 
on what I saw, in a way that was 
more personal than a news story,” 
Stackhouse says. 

According to the author, who 
has been with the Globe and Mail 
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for 12 years and has won numerous 
honours for his work — including the 
2000 National Newspaper awards 

for international reporting and feature 
writing in May — the book’s title is 
ironic. “It’s out of a line that I came 
up with when I was riding a bike 
through the countryside,” he says. 

“T wanted a title that way playful, 
that had humour in it. One thing that 
always struck me was that people, 
no matter how poor they are, always 
have a sense of living and a sense 

of humour. I wanted people to know 
that this book is about humans and 
not a dry book about poverty. 

“It’s really quite amazing to see 
people with duck ponds and tin roofs 
... to see people adding bricks to 
their houses. These changes are minute. 
They seem so insignificant to us, 
but they’re huge to them. That’s what 
the book is about — the little struggles 
for change. I wanted the title to 
express the hope that life is getting 
better for the worlds poor people,” 
says Stackhouse.

AN EPIC JOURNEY 
ON A SEA OF SAND 
Sand Dance

- or 40 days and 40 nights 
last winter, Bruce Kirkby, Sc’90, 


brothers Jamie and Leigh Clarke, 
and their three Bedu guides 
journeyed by camel for 1,200 kms 
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across Arabia’s great southern desert 
— the legendary Empty Quarter. 
Theirs was the first known camel 
crossing of this desert wilderness in 
more than a half-century, and followed 
in the 1947 footsteps of the legendary 
British adventurer and travel writer 
Sir Wilfred Thesiger. 
The Calgary-based Kirkby and his 
Canadian companions traveled and 
lived as nomadic people of the area 
have done for ages. They used only 
camels for transportation, adopted 
Arabic names, wore traditional Bedu 
clothing, drank water from goatskin 
gourds, and ate mostly camel meat 
and unleavened bread. 
The expedition was full of 
adventure and drama, and across 
Canada more than 22,000 school 
children joined in the team's internet 
education program, while 4.8 million 
visitors checked out their website. 
Now, Kirkby (who was profiled 
by Toronto writer Mary Ann Baker in 
the March-April issue of the Review) 
has written a colourful account 
of his desert experiences. Sand 
Dance: By Camel Across Arabia's | 
Great Southern Desert (McClelland | 
& Stewart, $39.99). The book has 
received a lot of media attention as 
well as some excellent reviews. 
Susan Hughes of Quill & Quire praised 
it as an “extraordinary book... 
[that] really belongs to the genre of 
spiritual autobiography.” She 
added, “It's beautifully written.” 
Sir Wilfred Thesiger, with 
whom Kirkby and his companions | 
consulted before and after their ! 
expedition, also offered high praise. 
“Turning the pages of this book, | 
looking at its illustrations, once again | 
I have felt the desert come alive 
for me,” he writes in a Foreword. 
Chances are good that this 
will not be the Kirkby's last book. 
A professional photographer and 
guide, he has spent most of the last 
10 years trekking to the far corners 
the globe. He has led whitewater 
rafting and canoe expeditions 
to remote northern rivers, explored 


the jungle rainforests of Central 
America, paddled a sea-kayak along 
Belize's barrier reef, scaled Mount 
McKinley (North America's highest 
peak), and was a member of 

the 1997 Canadian Mr. Everest 
expedition. Three of Kirkby's 
adventures also have been featured 
in National Geographic video 
documentaries, and his photographs 
have been widely published. 

Kirkby has stowed his Bedu robes 
for now, and is currently organizing a 
100-day walking expedition across 
Tibet's remote Chang Tang plateau.

Ranked as one of the top 
three women squash players 
in Canada, Queen's grad- 
uate Carolyn Russell, Sc’96, 
MSc’99, has been making 
her mark both nationally 





and internationally in the squash world. 

After watching her father play 
squash as a kid, Carolyn knew she 
wanted to play the game early in life. 
The squash coach insisted that she wait 
until she was a little older, and by the 
age of 10 Carolyn started to take squash 
lessons. “I was in lessons for many dif- 
ferent sports, and squash just kind of 
stuck,” she says. 

As an undergrad, Carolyn placed 
first every year from 1993 to 1998 at the 
Ontario University Athletics (OAU) 
Team Championship, and she won in- 
dividual titles during the 1992-1993 and 
1993-1994 seasons. In 1997, Carolyn re- 
ceived the Petro-Canada Olympic Torch 
Scholarship award and was also an 
OAU All-Star. In 1998-99, she coached 
the Queen’s squash team. 

Carolyn qualified for Canada’s na- 
tional squash team in 1996. Since then, 
it’s been a case of “have racquet, will 
travel.” She has played everywhere 
from Malaysia to Guatemala. Carolyn 
says traveling is one of the most enjoy- 
able aspects of being on the team. 
[Traveling] is fun. It’s a great experi-

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One very vine “hobby

S. president Bill Clinton has reaped 
UU: benefits of the hobby of Marv 
Kriluck, $¢’59. 

When Clinton sipped a glass of In- 
niskillin chardonnay wine in Ottawa 
in 1996, he was just a sip away from 
Marv’s 43 acres of grapes in Vineland, 
ON. Butlers’ Grant Vineyard, located 
in the Niagara Peninsula, provided all 
of the grapes used in that particular 
Inniskillin wine. 

Having their product pass over pres- 
idential lips is the kind of honour most 
grape growers work a lifetime for. It 
took Marv nine years. “My face hurt for 
days afterward from smiling,” he says. 

Growing grapes is just the latest 
challenge Kriluck has imposed on him- 
self. He graduated from Queen’s in 1959 
with a degree in chemical engineering. 
He worked two summers for Hiram 
Walker, getting a taste for the alcohol 
industry. But that didn’t quench his 
thirst. Marv studied law at West- 
ern, and nowadays works as a com- 
mercial lawyer with the largest law 
firm in the Golden Horseshoe: Sullivan 
Mahoney in St. Catharines. (Six of the 
firm’s 25 lawyers are Queen's alumni.) 

In 1987, Marv was on his way to 
meet with some clients — the owners of 
the renowned Vineland Estates — when 
his future flagged him down. “I came 
roaring around a corner, and I saw a

sign saying this property was for sale,” 
he recalls. 

Nestled below the treed Niagara es- 
carpment and facing the Toronto sky- 
line, far, far off in the distance, the patch 
of fertile land is beautiful. But as you 
drive up the long lane, it is the house 
that will make you blink. Marv and 
his then bride-to-be, Andrea, who’s an 
editor at the St. Catharines Standard 
designed the Georgian-style mansion 
with the help of a local architect. 

Marv and Andrea were married in 
1992. Now, in growing season, Marv 
spends the days in his office and much 
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of his spare time tending to some 24 
miles of grape vines. Some “hobby”! 

“When I make one turn [on my trac- 
tor] I can see the skyline of Toronto,” 
Marv says. “When I make another, I see 
the gold finches doing their undulat- 
ing flights as you turn toward the es- 
carpment. It makes it all worthwhile.” 

Marv shared some of the ambiance 
and his good fortune with other Queen’s 
grads last fall, when he and Andrea 
hosted the Niagara Branchis first Vine- 
to-Wine fundraiser at their vineyard. 
That day, 110 alumni and friends gath- 
ered to sample wines, taste gourmet 
food, enjoy a live band and a collection 
of antique cars. The event raised $1,000 
to support Branch initiatives and was 
voted Best Event in 1999 by the Alumni 
Association. 

“We wanted to have an event that 
would have attraction to all years and 
all faculties,” Marv says. “We wanted 
to create a long-term fundraiser for 
Queen’s.” And so they have. 

This year's Vine-to-Wine will take 
place September 10, 1 to 4 p.m. Marv 
is hoping to convince local vintners to 
do special bottlings which would be 
auctioned off. There will also be beer 
tasting with Taylor and Bate Brewery. 
Event tickets are $25, which includes 
gourmet food and refreshments. There 
will also be a cash bar.

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Fishing on the Fly 


One grad’s thoughts on the Zen-like joys 
of trout fishing in New Zealand’s rugged Ahuriri River.

ew places in the world rival the 
F South Island in New Zealand for 
superb fly fishing and stunning scenery, 
and the Ahuriri River in the Canter- 
bury District is the sort of place that 
every fly fisherman dreams of visiting. 
And those who do long to return. 

A hundred kilometres in length, 
turquoise in colour, and replete with 
stretches of fast-flowing, boulder-strewn 
water, interspersed with languid, deep 
pools, the Ahuriri meanders through an 
expansive, arid valley. One should not 
be deceived by the starkness of the land- 
scape; however, this is prime trout water. 

[ had heard all about the trophy 
brown and rainbow trout in the upper 
portions of the Ahuriri during a visit 
to a fly fishing store in Christchurch. 
But catching one of those “big fish” is 
not easy. 

I drove the 340 km from Christchurch 
to Omarama — the starting point for fly 
fishing on the Ahuriri — and after mak- 
ing a few inquiries, I was informed that 
I should seek permission from one of 
the local farmers to gain access to the 
portion of the river I wanted to fish. 
After doing so, I set out on my fishing 
expedition. 

I spent a couple of days on the lower 
part of the river in preparation for my 
pilgrimage to the upper reaches of the 
Ahuriri. Conditions were good on the 
day I set out to do so, but my luck was 
not. | saw about a dozen browns in 
the five- to ten-pound range. Unfortu- 
nately, some were out of casting range, 
while others spooked immediately 
while I thrashed about. Encouraged by 
seeing so many large fish, I decided to 
return the following day, which was 
my last for this fishing trip. 

The weather the next morning — 
mostly sunny sky, mild temperatures, 
and a soft breeze — was promising. I 
walked upstream at a snail’s pace, con- 
tinually scanning the river for trout. 
Within a few minutes, I saw the out- 
line of a respectable four-pounder in 
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the middle of the river. I tied on a bulky 
Nymph, and he lunged at it on the third 
cast. In my eagerness to land him, the 
fish broke the line; I watched in dis- 
may as he swam away. 

However, the fishing gods were 
smiling on me after all. A bit farther 
upstream I spotted a plump seven 
pounder. Nose pointed upstream and 
gently swaying in the river current, he 
rose lazily to the surface at regular 
intervals to feed upon passing insects. 

There are few moments in life where 
one’s thoughts are focused entirely, and 
this was one of them! Moving quickly, 
I crouched and tied on a big Humpy. 
My initial excitement faded when a gust 
of wind threatened to make casting 
impossible, but luckily it died quickly. 
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TROUT-FISHING GRAD DAVID WADDELL AGREES WITH CONFUCIUS WHO SAID, 


Wasting no time, I delicately lobbed 
the fly in the direction of the trout. It 
landed just to the left of the fish. He 
ignored it completely. Another cast pro- 
duced the same result. On my third try, 
however, I dropped the fly just in front 
of his nose and my heart raced as he 
rose to the bait. 

What followed was a battle of epic 
proportions. The hooked trout raced 
up and down the river, peeling off line 
and repeatedly diving under the river 
banks and clumps of weeds in an effort 
to break away. Twenty minutes later, 
but only after one final dash for free- 
dom, he was played out, and I was able 
to land him. After unhooking my tired 
foe, I cradled him in my hands as I 
nursed him back to life in the current. 
Within a minute or so, he had recov- 
ered and upon releasing my grip he 
swam off nonchalantly. 

Grinning all the way back to my car, 
I recalled a quote accredited to the an- 
cient Chinese philosopher Confucius: 
“Time spent fishing does not count 
against a man’s life.” I wondered if he, 
too, had fished the Ahuriri.

Getting to 


there from here 


S ince Day One of his first 
term as principal back in 1994, 
Dr. Bill Leggett has dared to 
“dream in technicolour,” as he 
says. In doing so, the Principal 
has pushed to broaden the 
University’s horizons, and he 
has worked to convince others 
to buy into his Vision — it is one 
that would see Queen’s take 
a place among the select handful 
of truly great universities in 
the world. The task Leggett has 
set for himself and for Queen’s 
is not easy; in fact, there’s been no 
shortage of sceptics who’ve 
insisted, “You can’t get to there 
from here.” Even after 159 years 
of history, it seems the University’s 
legacy of Scottish irascibility 
and tenacity endures! 
Solidifying the operations 
of the International Study Centre 
at Herstmonceux Castle, an 
increased focus on private support, 
expanding the University’s overseas 
educational-research programs 
and student recruitment initiatives, 
emphasizing the importance to 
all faculty of engaging in research, 
and adopting the slogan “Leaders 
and Citizens for a Global Society” 
have been vital steps along the 
road toward achieving the Principal's 
Vision. They were also key initiatives 
in the University’s efforts to 
come to grips with the new realities 
of the post-secondary educational 
system and of Canada’s place 
in an increasingly global economy.

A Queen's-based anesthesi- 
ologist and two urologists 
have discovered an effective 
treatment for a painful and 
often debilitating bladder 
disease that affects more 
than half a million North 
Americans, mainly women. 
There’s currently no 
cure for the inflammatory 
bladder disease known 
as interstitial cystitis, 
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a life-long urinary tract 
infection that results in a 
need to urinate as often as 
every 15 minutes and causes 
severe burning pain. 

"This is a chronic and, 
at times, excruciatingly 
painful condition that gets 
in the way of any kind 
of normal life," says 
Dr. Richard Henry, an 
expert in topical anaesthetics, 
who presented the findings 
recently at the annual meeting 
of the Canadian Urology 
Association, Henry and 
urologists Drs. Curtis Nickel 
and Alvaro Morales, have 
found that a well-known 
local anesthetic drug called 
lidocaine, when administered 
with sodium bicarbonate,

can be highly effective 
in alleviating the pain 
associated with interstitial 
cystitis, and may even 
permanently reduce 
inflammation or even 
cure the condition. 
Although local anesthetics 
have been used in the bladder, 
the acidity of urine prevents 
the drug from absorbing 
into the bladder wall 
where it is needed. The 
Queen's researchers have 
identified a concentration 
of lidocaine that, when 
combined with sodium 
bicarbonate, promotes 
optimal absorption 
of the anesthetic into 
the bladder.

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Solar car sets 
new distance record 


It was a jubilant Queen’s solar car team that broke out the bubbly and 
celebrated the car’s arrival in Vancouver on July 29 after setting a new world’s record 
for distance traveled by a solar-powered vehicle.

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Keirstead, Sc’01, echoed those 

comments when he told a crowd of 

waiting reporters at the finish line 

in downtown Vancouver, “We set out 

just to prove that it could be done.” 
The fear of mechanical breakdowns 


was ever-present, but the only other 


real problem the car encountered was 
some rain in the Rocky Mountains. 

Radiance traps sunlight in solar 
cells, which produce electricity to run 
the motor. Excess energy is stored 
in a battery pack that powers the car 
on cloudy days. 

Resembling a spaceship, the 
black car has a thin oblong body with 
rectangular solar cells. The cabin 
space is only large enough for one 
driver, who must lie flat because 
of the aerodynamic design. 

With two official drivers, Radiance 
averaged about 300 km a day. The 
team hoped the tour would educate 
the public about viable energy 
alternatives. In that, they succeeded 
in spades. Radiance only used about 
$10 worth of electricity to drive from 
Halifax to Toronto; the mini-van that 
carried team members and their equip- 
ment guzzled $1,370 worth of gas. 

This is the second time in recent 
months that the Queen’s solar car 
team has made international headlines. 
Radiance placed a close second 
in last October’s World Solar Car 
Challenge in Australia.

[3 esearchers from Queen’s and 
the U of Alberta have gleaned 


the precise structure of winter 
protection proteins derived from 
insects — knowledge that could benefit 
Canadian agriculture. The antifreeze 
proteins were found to be up 

to 100 times more powerful than 
similar proteins found in fish. In 
two studies published recently 

in Nature magazine, Queen’s 
biochemist Dr. Peter Davies ( 


The Queen’s researchers have 
isolated and documented the 
molecular structures of two 

“hyperactive” antifreeze 
proteins in these two insects. 
The findings also hold promise 
for agriculture in the event 
that antifreeze proteins can be 
used to make plants frost 
resistant and extend 
both the growing season 
and the geographic 
areas in which crops 
can be grown. They 
may also represent 
a breakthrough 
for the frozen food 
industry. "By controlling 
the size of ice crystals 
in frozen foods, you 
can extend the shelf life of these 
products," Davies says.

The study is the second report 
of hormonal fluctuations in expectant 
fathers; the first appeared earlier 
this year in the journal Evolution and 
juman Behavior. 
When \Wynne-Edwards and Berg 
tied 33 couples, they found that the 
‘s’ leveis of estradiol, or estrogen 
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— the female sex hormone — rose 
markedly both as the birth approached 
and afterward. Men usually have a 
very low level of estradiol. However, 
after the birth, the fathers tended to 
have higher estradiol levels than their 
wives, while testosterone levels fell. 
Animal studies have linked nurturing 
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with lower testosterone levels. 

Wynne-Edwards notes that 
women’s estradiol levels are 
at their lowest right after giving 
birth. Once a woman resumes 
ovulating, her levels “scream right 
past” those of her husband.

he or she has a minimum 80 per 

cent average for a first-year student 

(high school, CEGEP, etc.). 

These moves will not have as big 
an impact on Queen’s as on some other 
schools. For one thing, an 80 per cent 
average for first-year students is well 
below the cutoff for most academic 
programs at Queen’s. For another, 
Ontario University Athletics (OUA) 
regulations currently state that all 
member schools remain opposed to 
“first-party entering athletic awards,” 
and the OUA is holding to this position 
in the 2000-2001 academic year. 
Queen’s athletics chairman John 

McFarlane, Arts /PHE’73, MEd’87, who 
represented the Tricolour at the CIAU 
meeting, noted that Queen’s is already 
a leader in rewarding academic excel- 
lence among athletes in upper years 
and has a head start in equity issues. 
“The fact that [the proposal] ensures 
gender equity in five years is consistent 
with how we approach athletics at 
Queen’s, but nonetheless, it will 
provide us with challenges, particularly 
in the area of corporate, alumni, and 
other donors of awards and burasries, 
as many of these awards have in the 
past been targeted to specific teams,” 
he said, while pointing out that 10 of the 
19 Gaels teams in CIAU competition 
are women’s squads. “With the growth 
of women’s sports in Canada, it’s 
crucial... to have equal opportunities.” 
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As Queen’s entered the twentieth 
century its future was far from 
secure. The University was at a 
crossroads, and its alumni were 
beseeched for support. Principal 
George Munro Grant lamented 
that campus facilities were severe- 
ly overtaxed. “We must provide larger classrooms or 
restrict attendance,” he warned. “This need is fully be- 





_- fore our graduates and the public and it would libel 


our patriotism and intelligence if it cannot be met.” 

In those years, and time-and-time again in the 
years since, the challenges of constraint have been 
met head-on, and always with the vision of Queen’s 
founders and builders clearly in mind. 

We now stand on the threshold of a new century. 
One hundred years have passed since Principal Grant 
expressed his concerns and articulated his vision for 
Queen’s. It is 159 years since a small group of dedi- 
cated Presbyterian clergymen and prominent Kingsto- 
nians — among them, a young John A. Macdonald — 
committed themselves to the 1841 founding of what 
has become one of Canada’s exemplary successes 
in post-secondary education. Imagine 
their pride and sense of accomplish- 
ment if they could see Queen’s today. 

Having come so far and achieved 
so much, it is fitting that we pause 
to reflect carefully on the challenges and opportu- 
nities before Queen’s as we launch ourselves into 
the twenty-first century. 

Over the past two years we have worked to define 
a bold and contemporary Vision for Queen’s. It is: 
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“to be the quality leader in Canadian higher educa- 
tion, preparing exceptional students and scholars for 
roles as leaders and citizens in a global society.” This 
is a noble goal, and it is one that is fully achievable. It 
focuses on maintaining and enhancing the University’s 
long and distinguished commitment to excellence in 
education and scholarship. But it also does more. 

It makes an explicit commitment to ensuring that 
Queen’s recognizes and contributes to the needs of 
graduates and society as Canada becomes progres- 
sively more linked to- and dependent on - interac- 
tions with the rest of the world. 

Our twenty-first century Vision assumes and de- 
mands an unyielding commitment to excellence in our 
classrooms and laboratories, in the application of infor- 
mation technology, and in the broader learning envi- 
ronment at Queen’s. This “broader learning environ- 
ment,” which is reflected in the interactions of our 
students with one another and with the University 
outside the classroom - through student government, 
participation in the governance of the institution, par- 
ticipation in hundreds of athletic teams, clubs and 
activities, and opportunities to interact with society and 
with the world — is a defining characteristic of a Queen’s 
education. The unparalleled involvement by our stu- 
dents, coupled with excellence in the classroom and 
laboratory, is what makes Queen’s graduates unique. 
It is also the key to the legendary “Queen’s Spirit.”

is about more than teaching and learning. Queen’s has be- 
come one of the nation’s leaders in scholarship and in the 
transfer of new knowledge. Our Vision also requires that this 
vital contribution continues to grow in output and in excel- 
lence. How do we achieve this Vision for a new century? 

In my view, success will have everything to do with the 
standards of excellence that we set for ourselves in teaching, 
scholarship, and community service, and our commitment 
to provide the resources necessary to meet these standards. 


WE MUST BEGIN BY RAISING OUR SIGHTS. 
National benchmarks and standards of excellence served 
Queen’s well in the twentieth century. But they are no longer 
adequate. The University’s quality benchmarks in the new 
century must be linked to the leading international univer- 
sities. Why? Because to fully prepare our students and schol- 
ars for roles as leaders and citizens in a global society, we must 
create the opportunities and provide the resources 
necessary for Queen’s to fully realize its potential. 


its place among the world’s best universities. Indeed, I 
would consider it an abrogation of our collective duty if this 
potential were not realized; no other university in Canada 
is better positioned to succeed. 

Queen’s attracts this country’s brightest and most gifted 
students. This is no idle boast; it is a documented fact, and it 
is a key to the University’s greatness. The makeup of our 
student body is uniquely pan-Canadian; it is also increas- 
ingly international, making real the Queen’s goal of being a 
national university with an international perspective. 

Queen’s faculty have made the University a leader in 
scholarship and research, and in the application of new 
knowledge for the benefit of all. While Queen’s ranks twenty- 
fifth in size in Canada, it is a remarkable eighth in research 
productivity. With respect to technology transfer, Queen’s 
leads other Canadian universities in revenues by a wide 
margin — in the past year alone, our spin-off companies 
have raised more than $100 million to invest in developing 
licensed technology; and recently, one of our spin-offs, Neuro- 
chem, completed the largest initial public stock offering ever 
by any Canadian biotechnology company. An independent 
review of technology transfer activities across North Amer- 
ica revealed that Queen’s ranks alongside such internation- 
ally renowned institutions as MIT, Michigan, and Stanford. 

Gifted students and outstanding teacher/ scholars are the 
foundation upon which all truly great universities are built. 
They create a symbiosis that leads to excellence. All of this 
being so, it occurs to me that the challenges facing Queen’s as 
we enter the twenty-first century are not unlike those enu- 
merated by Principal Grant at the beginning of the twentieth. 

Decades of underfunding have led to dramatically in- 
creased class sizes, reduced student-faculty interaction, and 
have eroded the quality and stature of our libraries, labora- 
tories, and other vital campus facilities. This has inhibited 
our ability to innovate, to stimulate, to recruit and retain 
the very best teacher-scholars, and to maintain the facilities 
vital for internationally competitive research. This erosion 
of potential is not unique to Queen’s; it has been experi- 
enced by all Canadian universities. In at least some ways, 
Queen’s has suffered less than many others thanks to pri- 
vate-sector and alumni support and to the wise manage- 
ment of the University’s endowment. 


The Queen’s of the past 159 years has played a vital 
role in shaping Canada’s economic, political, and social 
fabric. To be successful in the twenty-first century, 
Queen’s must contribute to the development of Can- 
ada’s place in the world. 

What does this mean? First, we must revisit our 
sense of self. We must commit to ensuring that 100 
years from now those who look back on what was 
sccomplished by Queen’s in the twenty-first century 
will be as filled with awe and pride as we are now

In order for Queen’s to achieve its full twenty-first cen- 
tury potential and take its place among the world’s truly 
great universities, our dependence on government funding 
and our vulnerability to the vagaries of public sector sup- 
port must be reduced. Of course, we should expect, and must 
work diligently to achieve a well-funded post-secondary 
educational system in Ontario, and in Canada, and to ensure 
that Queen’s benefits equitably from government support. 
However, achieving our Vision for Queen’s and the relat- 
ed goal of excellence on an international scale rests squarely 
on our ability to provide the added value that can only be 
made possible by exceptional alumni and other private sup- 
port, and by appropriate partnerships with the private- 
sector. The freedom (and courage!) to establish appropri- 
ate levels of tuition, together with the obligation (and the 
capacity) to provide adequate levels of financial assistance 
to needy students will also be critical fac- 
tors in our achieving success. 
Governments are responsible for en- 
suring accessibility to a reliable system of 
post-secondary education, and for defin- 
ing the minimum standards of excellence 
to be achieved by that system. 
Individual institutions must be respon- 
sible for—and free to - define the levels 
of quality to which they aspire, and to 
achieve those self-defined levels of excel- 
lence. Those that succeed at the highest 
international levels will do so because 
their alumni, their friends, and their part- 
ners see value in that vision, and they 
take pride in its achievement. 
Queen’s must be in a position to make 
its own decisions. These will concern: 
- class sizes that are consistent with its 
definition of excellence; 

- student/teacher ratios which are optimal for effective 
discovery and dialogue; 

- the quality of our library system, laboratories, informa- 
tion technology, and other resources which are 
vital to encouraging and sustaining internationally 
competitive research; and, 

- the scholarly environment required to attract and retain 
the world’s best students and teacher/ scholars. 

This freedom to define and create a learning environment 
that is fully consistent with the institution’s vision is also a 
hallmark of the world’s truly great universities. 

And where should we look for benchmarks, for the insti- 
tutions that might serve as role models for Queen’s in achiev- 
ing greatness as | have defined it? 

To Princeton and Stanford, I would suggest. 

Both are mid-sized institutions of unquestionable qual- 
ity, deeply committed to excellence in both teaching and 
scholarship, and to the primacy of the individual. Both are 
universities dedicated to preserving the inherent value of 
a liberal education, yet confident in their ability to work in 
effective partnership with the private sector to the bene- 
fit of the university, their partners and society. They are 
institutions of unquestionable distinction in scholarship 
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and research. They are also universities that enjoy —-and 
boast of — remarkable financial support from their alumni. 

Many other institutions of similar stature and commit- 
ment could be considered. 

Some people will accuse me of dreaming in technicolour. 
To them, I would respond that if we do not set our sights 
high, Queen’s will never achieve its full potential. I am, 
after all, talking about a vision for this University that tran- 
scends the next century. I am talking about ensuring that 
those who look back on Queen’s progress during the twenty- 
first century will have every reason to be as proud as we are 
of Queen’s advancement over the past one hundred years. 

We must ensure that tomorrow’s graduates derive the 
same benefits from their association with Queen’s as have 
those generations of alumni who have come before. What 
we are talking about is nothing less than ensuring that this 
University’s contribution to Canada and 
the world is as distinguished in the future 
as it has been in the past. 

Of course, the hard reality is that we 
must realize and accept that the key to 
achieving our Vision and truly measur- 
ing up to the international benchmarks 
of excellence we define for ourselves, in 
the end, will come down to the financial 
resources available, and that these re- 
sources must be in addition to those pro- 
vided by government funding. 

At the moment, our per student oper- 
ating budget is a mere 12 per cent of 
Princeton’s and 17 per cent of Stanford’s. 
Given this reality, it is remarkable that we 
have achieved the academic quality and 
reputation that we enjoy relative to these 
benchmark institutions. We have achieved 
this success by stretching ourselves and 
our resources to the limit and through the careful use of 
funding from alumni and friends. But we are at a crossroads, 
one that will determine our ability to continue meeting our 
exceptionally high standards, and even to raise them. 


OUR VISION CALLS FOR US TO ACHIEVE FOUR GOALS: 

- to continue to attract and retain students with outstanding 
potential and diverse backgrounds from across Canada 
and around the world, and in doing so, to ensure that 
admission is determined by the academic potential 
of prospective students, not by their ability to pay; 

+ to strengthen an environment which stimulates exceptional 
research and teaching — creating a dynamic relationship 
between scholarly inquiry and creative teaching; 

- to provide rigorous, relevant, and challenging programs 
of study which encourage students to expand their 
personal horizons and provide a framework for continued 
personal and intellectual growth; and, 

- to prepare our graduates for roles as citizens and 
leaders of a sustainable global society through 
deliberate and innovative use of the “broader learning 
environment” of Queen’s. 

Imagine how we might be able to advance the quality » 
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of the Queen’s learning environment were we able to hire 
the faculty required to cut our student-faculty ratios in half, 
thereby increasing valuable learning interactions and reduc- 
ing class sizes. 

Think of the learning and scholarly opportunities we could 
create by doubling our library holdings. Imagine the doors we 
would open for deserving potential students if we could in- 
crease our financial-aid budgets tenfold. Dare to dream of the 
contributions our researchers could make to the advancement 
of Canadian society, to the quality of life, and to the vibrancy 
and sustainability of our economy with assured access to state- 
of-the-art facilities, equipment, and information technology. 

These are colossal leaps from where we are today, but they 
are goals we must achieve if we are to fully realize our Vision. 
I consider realizing the Vision an obligation to the future of 
Queen’s and the educational excellence for which it stands. 

A central element on this road to the twenty-second cen- 
tury will be our success in growing the Queen’s endowment 
further in support of student aid, libraries, endowed chairs 
and professorships, special equipment funds, teaching inno- 
vation assistance, and a myriad of other needs that are inte- 
gral to achieving true international excellence. 

The University’s current endowment stands at $335 mil- 
lion (Canadian). While this seems large on its own and is the 
largest among our peer universities in Canada relative to the 
size of the annual operating budget, it falls short of the Top 
150 endowments in North America, and is less than four per 
cent that of Princeton or Stanford. Indeed, it ranks behind 
lesser known institutions, such as the Claremont McKenna 
College, Agnes Scott College, and the University of Iowa. 
True, Princeton and Stanford have accumulated their endow- 
ment funds over a long period of time in a private-funding 
model and in an environment where, until recently, tax laws 
were much more favourable with respect to private giving. 
But their success in capturing and using these private funds 
to shape their definitions of quality cannot be overlooked. 

At Queen’s, we are proud of our strong alumni commit- 
ment to the University. The level of dedication and volun- 
teerism our alumni share on behalf of Queen’s is truly unique 
in Canada. However, the reality is that in comparison to the 
benchmarks I have identified — Princeton and Stanford, we are 
far behind in terms of the percentage of all alumni making gifts 
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to their alma mater. Indeed, we rank seventh in Canada in 
comparison with other research-intensive universities, behind 
Toronto, Western, Waterloo, McGill, UBC, and Manitoba. This 
may come as a shock to many people. I view it as an oppor- 
tunity; Queen’s alumni have shown over and over again that 
they are willing to step forward to support their university. 

Ihave used the term “we” extensively in this article. Who 
are “we,” you may wonder? 

“We” are all those people who have a passion for Queen’s, 
all who have benefited from the education and opportunity 
this University has created for them personally, and for others 
who have been important in their lives and careers. 

“We” are all who believe in the importance of excellence in 
Canadian post-secondary education, and in the concept that 
Ontario and Canada must foster and facilitate the develop- 
ment of universities that are of truly international stature. 

“We” are all who believe in the importance of outstand- 
ing teaching, research, scholarship, and information transfer 
to the future of our economy, our society, and to Canada’s 
place in the world of the twenty-first century. 

“We” are the faculty and staff whose day-to-day commit- 
ment to the institution and to the importance of excellence in 
learning, discovery and service is vital to success. And “we” are 
those who seek to advance their individual or collective poten- 
tial through effective and mutually beneficial partnerships. 

In short, “we” are you, the alumni, faculty, staff, and friends 
of Queen’s! “We” are all who see in Queen’s the potential for 
rewarding partnerships in education, research, and the appli- 
cation of new knowledge to the benefit of society.

“JAVELIN JIM‘S” 
OLYMPIC 
MEMORIES 


When the Canadian Olympic team 
travels Down Under for the 2000 
summer games in Sydney, Australia, 
they will have no more avid fan than 
Jim Courtright, Sc’41. Jim, known as 
“Javelin Jim” in his student days at Queen’s, 
has vivid memories of the 1936 
Berlin Olympics, which were among 
the most momentous in the 104-year-history 
of the modern games. 






ven before the start of the Second World War, 

former vice-principal and Queen’s graduate 
Jim Courtright, Sc’41, was already taking on Hitler 
and the Nazis. His weapon? A javelin. 

As a young man growing up in Ottawa, Jim fol- 
lowed the 1932 Olympics in Los Angeles, and while 
doing so he made up his mind that he would one day 
represent Canada in the Games. “Of course, I still had 
to make the team first,” he says with a grin.

chance to prove his racial theories; 
German medals would prove once 
and for all the superiority of the 
Aryan race. However, history records 
that a stellar performance by black 
athletes on the American team, espe- 
cially the legendary Jessie Owens, 
shattered the Nazi leader’s dreams. 

Jim has fond memories of the 
great Jesse Owens. “I met him sev- 
eral times. He was a wonderful man, 
and a gentleman,” says Jim. “He had 
a great smile and was relaxed.” 

Jim also recalls how Owens and 
his chief German competitor, Luz Long, exchanged 
techniques and became friends, even as Hitler looked 
on. Jim says the German people erupted in thun- 
derous ovations each time the fleet-footed Owens 
entered the stadium. 

“Javelin Jim” also recalls that despite the spirit 
of goodwill and friendly competition generated by 
the games, German war preparations were still very 
much in evidence. Says Jim, “The long-term purpose 
of the buildings where we were housed was to be 
training quarters for military officers.”

Jim finished in the middle of 
the field in his event at the 1936 
Olympics, a respectable fourteenth 
out of 34 competitors. (A German 
won.) At subsequent competitions 
in years leading up to the outbreak of 
WW IL including the Pan-American 
Games in Texas, Jim brought home 
the gold medal every time out. 

As he watches the 2000 games 
on television — the first Olympics of

the new millennium -Jim says he 
can’t help but reflect on the ways 
in which the games have changed, 
especially in how the Canadian team travels to the 
event. “On our way to Berlin, we sailed from Mon- 
treal to Paris which took eight days. We had a dinner 
in Paris, and then we took a passenger train all night 
from Paris to Berlin,” he says. 

To get to the British Empire Games (now known 
as the Commonwealth Games) in Australia in 1938, 
it took Jim 30 days to travel across Canada and then 
the Pacific Ocean. 

His javelin throwing days ended abruptly in 1939, 
due to a summer job gold-mining accident. “So I>

took up basketball instead,” he says. 

While at Queen’s, in addition to 
his involvement in athletics, Jim 
was active in student government. 
He served as president of the Alma 
Mater Society in 1940-41. 


After graduating as a civil engi- 
Jim neer, Jim took a management course at Columbia 


University in New York, and then went on to a distin- 
guished career with Shell Oil. He returned to Queen’s 
in 1970 as Vice Principal (Development and Informa- 


tion). Jim retired in 1979. He was inducted into the 
University of Ottawa Sports Hall of Fame in 1980. 
Now 86 years of age and head of a Queen’s 
clan, Jim lives with his wife, Dr. Mary Courtright, 
in Kingston.

All graduates and benefactors have the right to elect representatives to the Board of Trustees of Queen’s 
University. The Board is legally responsible for all aspects of the University’s operations, including 
finances, capital expenditures, investments, buildings, property purchases, bequests and donations, fees, 
campus planning, and pension and staff benefits. It also appoints the Principal. 


Who may be nominated by Graduates? Each graduate may nominate TWO graduates for election to the 
Board of Trustees for three-year terms June 2001 — May 2004). 


Who may be nominated by Benefactors? Any person who has contributed $1,000 or more to Queen’s 
University is defined as a Benefactor and is entitled to nominate Trustee candidates. Candidates nomi- 
nated in this category need not be Queen’s graduates. One will be elected for a four-year term (June 
2001-May 2005) and one to a three-year term (June 2001-May 2004). 


Queen’s University Council was provided for in a Statute of 1874 to guarantee graduates a voice in how 
the University operates. The Council meets once a year, usually for an all day session in early May. After 
hearing from the Principal and other University officers, Councillors share in discussions on topics of 
interest and/or concern to the Senate and the Board of Trustees. The Council consists of all Senators and 
Trustees plus an equal number of elected graduates (currently 111). The Council may consider all ques- 
tions affecting the well-being and prosperity of Queen’s. 


How do I nominate a candidate? To become eligible for a graduate position on the Board of Trustees or 
the University Council, all graduate candidates must be nominated in writing by at least five graduates. 
Benefactor candidates must also be nominated in writing by five or more benefactors.

Keeping those 
Queen’s connections

I: anyone can testify to the sheer vast- 
ness and influence of “the Queen’s 
Connection” it’s Brenda Trenowden, 
Com’89, president of the U.K. Branch 
in London. 

Since growing up in her native Hal- 
ifax and spending four years in Kings- 
ton, the former president of Queen’s 
AIESEC has worked and lived in Hong 
Kong, Toronto, London, Bangladesh, 
and London again. “All of my jobs,” 
says Brenda, “other than the one I have 
now, have been through a Queen’s alum 
or through an AIESEC connection.” 

In 1995, a Queen’s alum working 
in London persuaded Brenda (whose 
field is stock broking in emerging mar- 
kets) and her husband Mark (a wine 
broker) to make the move to Bangla- 
desh. Their mission was to set up the 


country’s first foreign investment bank. 
It was a two-year stay in what can only 
be described as challenging living con- 
ditions —-“At some point in the trip we 
cursed that alumni connection,” jokes 
Brenda. But ultimately, it proved to be 
an enriching life experience and a pro- 
fessional success. “We set up the bank, 
and we did it from scratch,” she adds. 

Brenda and Mark returned 
to London in ’97 and, for all 
the blessings she’s reaped 
from the Queen’s connection, 
Brenda has since returned 
them to her alma mater ten- 
fold. As Branch president 
since ‘91 (with time out for 
her stint in Bangladesh) 
she has organized monthly 
pub nights and countless 
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Brenda Trenowden 


alumni soirees. It hasn't always been easy. 
Says Brenda, who has made South 
London her permanent home for her- 
self, Mark, and an expected new mem- 
ber of the family - due August 15, “The 
Branches abroad are quite difficult to 
manage.” The reason: London has a 
wealth of things to see and do. All of 
them compete for people’s time and 
attention. Sure, London is busy. It’s also 
loud, cramped, and expensive. “But 
that’s all minor,” says Brenda’s husband 
Mark. Despite being a born and bred 
Englishman, he is staunchly committed 
to Brenda’s alumni involvement, and 
even “feels like an honorary alumnus.” 
Indeed, even an ocean 
away and 11 years removed 
from campus, the Tricolour 
spirit is unabated in Brenda. 
“I can’t speak highly enough 
about what Queen’s has 
done for me,” she says.

Alan Broadbent’s dedication to his aima 
mater and his contributions to Canadian 
public policy make him a most deserving 
recipient of the John Orr Award. 

Alan made a difference at Queen’s, 
initially as the first student Rector, 
1969-72, and later while serving on the 
Board of Trustees, 1978-93. He chaired 
and served on a number of important 
Board committees, including the 
Committee on Social Responsibility in 
Investment Policy and the Task Force on 
Planning and Development. He was Vice- 
Chair of the Board, 1990-1993. 

Alan has been a role model and mentor 
to countless individuals, many of them 
Queen’s alumni. His straightforwardness, 
integrity, and commitment to education as 
the best tool to effect public policy make 
him a role model for all who come to 
know his story. 

As Chair and CEO of the Avana Capital 
Corporation and, since 1982, Chair of the 
Maytree Foundation, he has turned his 
public policy interests and concerns into 
concrete action. Maytree’s primary 
concern is poverty in Canada. In 1992, 
through the Maytree Foundation, Alan 
established, with Ken Battle, The Caledon 
Institute of Social Policy to conduct 
research and formulate strategy to 
understand and deal with poverty in 
society. The National Child Benefit and 
the indexation of the income tax system to 
eliminate "bracket creep" are Caledon’s 
recent contributions to public policy. 

Alan’s efforts have had an impact in 
both Canada and the United States. 
Whether it was bringing investors 
interested in social venture capital ideas 
together through The Investor’s Circle or 
establishing a network of people engaged 
in bringing about social change through 
Terra Nova, his role as the voice of social 
conscience has permeated his professional 
activities. 

His contribution to the life and welfare 
of Queen’s can be measured by his 
indelible impression on the university and 
by the positive, far-reaching national 
impact of his ongoing community and 
philanthropic efforts. 

Alan’s wife, Judy, is his partner in the 
work of the Maytree Foundation, and their 
shared values give them a_ strong 

ommitment to ae justice.

chosen had proven exactly right for 
the times in which he would serve. 
Over the next 27 years I worked for- 
and with-four principals: John Deutsch, 
Ron Watts, David Smith and Bill Leg- 
gett. Each had my respect for his acad- 
emic distinction, dedication, and vision, 
but David was the one I knew best. 
His death from liver cancer on May 
22 came as a shock. David's funeral in 
Chalmers United Church was a service 
of thanksgiving and celebration, more 
moving because it had been planned 
by his sweetheart of 50 years, the Rev. 
Mary Smith, MDiv’82. It was physicist 
and former Vice-Principal Bill McLatchie 
who put his friend’s 10-year principal- 
ship (1984-94) in context at the service. 
Externally, the background to David 
Smith’s time as principal included 
provincial governments-in-training; 
“Rae Days” adjustments; shriveling 
grants-per-student; the equity agenda; 
blunt demands for accountability; and 
the seemingly sudden challenges and 
opportunities presented by globaliza- 
tion and computerization. A lot of pol- 
iticking required from a prominent 
Oxford and Harvard economist! 
Internally, great change was needed. 
r some it came too slowly, for others 
st. After his installation, Principal 
1 took one day every week until 
id visited every campus depart- 
cursions that won him the 
Appreciation Award). He knew 
staff and budget strategies 


levised, it was important to 
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anticipate the consequences and explain 
them to everyone affected, from Senate 
to CUPE locals. 

In addition to persuasive briefs to 
various provincial bodies, he produced 
11 discussion papers and key planning 
documents. “They were extraordinary, the 
essence of Queen’s,” says Bill McLatchie. 

When his vision for Queen’s com- 
bined with his begging skills, the re- 
sults were many new programs and 
even a few buildings. To the Smith era 
belong the School of Policy Studies, In- 
structional Development, Disability 
Services, PARTEQ Innovations, the Sud- 
bury Neutrino Operation, a privatized 
MBA, updated Distance Studies, and 
a town-gown relations office, to name 
a very few. 

Physical monuments include the 
Stauffer Library, the Biosciences Centre, 
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Principal David C. Smith (1931-2000) 


and Herstmonceux Castle (with its par- 
ticular vision of international studies that 
David shared from the beginning with 
benefactors Alfred and Isabel Bader). 

Some people grumbled about the 
Castle. Some grumbled about David 
Smith’s attitudes to Queen’s women. 
The infamous “No-Means-No” residence 
episode of 1988 was a sore spot. (I lost 
patience with the highly personal hate 
mail it drew, but he gave every letter 
a respectful reply.) Yet it was David 
Smith who first appointed a woman 
Vice-Principal and later a 
Dean of Graduate Studies 
& Research; who got seri- 
ous about increasing wom- 
en faculty; who encouraged 
Women’s Studies, did the 
groundwork for human 
rights and gender equity 
offices, and put emergency 
phones and safety lights 
all over campus. 

Once convinced of the 
rightness of someone or 
something, David never 
turned back. Having some- 
times to stand alone “takes 
character, courage and confi- 
dence,” Bill McLatchie said. 
He called David Smith “col- 
legial, consultative... a soft- 
spoken, private guy of high 
principles and deep convic- 
tions — who believed in and 
held to the Queen’s Process.” 

I’ve been having little 
flashes of memory about David late- 
ly, including... this usually private 
man proudly carrying around his first 
grandchild, the tiny, perfect Emily, 
who’s now 10; watching his delight in 
people during the Sesqui celebrations, 
BBQs on Leonard field, Science Formal 
receptions, Christmas lévees, and Home- 
coming Ceilidhs; his distress over the 
Montreal Massacre, a father grieving 
for other fathers’ daughters; the small 
radio up the sleeve of his Convocation 
robes, tuned to the Gaels’ football game; 
he and Mary walking hand-in-hand 
along the lake, rain, snow or sunshine. 

David Smith was only 68 when he 
joined that hallowed company in the 
Principals’ corner of Cataraqui Ceme- 
tery. It will be a few years yet before his- 
tory has its say, but I have no doubt that 
he will be pronounced “exactly right.”

wes hundred million dollars. That's 
the goal of the University’s new 
capital campaign, which was officially 
launched on the weekend of October 
13-15. If you laid down loonies — at 630 
or so to the metre — the ribbon of coins 
would stretch half-way across the 
country, all the way from Kingston to 
Saskatoon. At first blush, that seems 
like a lot of money. But is it really? 

I was chatting the other day with 
Ray Satterthwaite, the Director of 
Faculty Development and Major Gifts, 
and something that Ray said put that 
$200 million goal nicely into 
perspective for me. “What would 
you do if someone gave you a year’s 
salary?” he asked. 

I thought maybe Ray was offering 
the money, so of course my ears perked 
up: And my hand shot out. 

“Would you quit work or buy a new 
house?” he said. 

I shook my head. 

Ray continued, “I didn’t think so. I 
bet you’d probably pay down your 
mortgage, buy yourself a new car, or 
make some improvements to your 
house. Right?” I nodded in agreement. 
(I'll take the car ... thanks for asking.) 

“My point is this,” said Ray, 
“Queen’s annual operating budget is 
approximately $200 million. That’s also 
the amount that we’re hoping to raise 
in this capital campaign. In the overall 
scheme of things, it’s not some huge 
windfall that will fundamentally 
change the way Queen’s operates. But 
the money is vitally important to the 
future of this University. In fact, it will 
be the difference between maintaining 
the status quo and forging ahead in the 
new millennium.” 

When I thought about it, I realized 
how much sense Ray’s analogy makes. 
And when I looked over the list of 
campaign priorities — the “wish list” 
that Principal Bill Leggett, his Vice- 
Principals, the deans and department 
heads, students, and other campus 
stakeholders have drafted — it struck 
me that none of the projects is pie-in- 
the-sky stuff. In fact, each and every 
item on that list has been deemed

essential 

if Queen’s is to maintain its margin of 
excellence in a hotly competitive post- 
secondary marketplace. 

Writing in the September-October 
issue of the Review, Principal Leggett 
said it well when he pointed out that 
Queen’s is “at the crossroads.” 
Government funding is shrinking at 
the very time that it’s essential for the 
University to hone its competitive 
edge, take its place among the great 
universities of the world, and educate 
leaders and citizens for what is an 
increasingly global society. 

Every member of the Queen’s 
family — alumni, students, faculty, staff, 
and friends of the University — has a 
crucial role to play in the success of the 
capital campaign. I urge you to please 
take a few moments to read about the 
Campaign (pgs. 12-20), and then do 
what you can to help “Keep Queen’s, 
Queen’s.” Every loonie counts.

‘ t was with interest that I read 
Principal Leggett’s essay. I think 
that financing his vision is going 

to be difficult. It is unlikely that 
corporate and alumni support will 
materialize that will be sufficient to 
place Queen’s on par with leading 
American institutions. 

There is only one way to reach 
the Principal’s goal — vastly higher 
undergraduate tuitions. No institution 
can effectively plan without a known, 
reliable source of funds; alumni and 
corporate support doesn’t qualify. 

At schools like Stanford and 
Princeton, which the Principal uses 

as his standards, undergraduates 
fund graduate research and education 
through their tuition fees. This is not 
a condemnation, only an observation. 
Schools like Stanford and Princeton 
are structured and funded to produce 
world-class research, which is a 
worthy goal. 

Canada does not have a single 
institution that can match Stanford 
for pure research and technology 
transfer, and it would behoove 
Canada to have one at least one 

titution of international repute in 
this regard, although it is unlikely 
that this institution would also excel 
at undergraduate education.

I appreciate Brad Clawsie’s contribution 
to the important question of Queen’s 


future. I very much hope that others will 


join the debate. There is no doubt that 
achieving the levels of excellence enjoyed 
by Princeton and Stanford is a long 
reach. I acknowledged that in my article. 
That should not, however, discourage us 


from striving to achieve similar levels of 


excellence here at Queen's. 
I chose Princeton and Stanford as 
useful models for many reasons. A key 


factor in my choice is that they have both 


achieved true international excellence 
while avoiding uncontrolled growth of 
their student body. The result is that they 
remain focused on the needs of the 
individual student and on creating an 
environment that fosters the development 
of the individual as well as the mind. 
These, together with accessibility to 
members of all economic backgrounds are 


essential features of Queen's that should (I 


would say must) be preserved as we strive 


for international levels of excellence. 


I disagree with the argument that 
Stanford’s higher tuition has been 
primarily used to support graduate 
research and education. A review of the 
tables in my article will show that tt 
has made possible the maintenance of 
undergraduate class sizes and student 


faculty ratios that are dramatically lower 


than anything that ANY Canadian 
university has managed to achieve. 
Stanford’s remarkable endowment has also 
played a major role in its success at BOTH 
the graduate and undergraduate level. 

I restate my position. Canada must 
have several universities of true 
international calibre if it is to be 
successful in developing a strong and 
sustainable economy and society in the 


21st century. Queen's has the capacity to 


be one of those universities. We must 
begin now to do what is necessary to 
ensure that this potential is realized.

GIS Researchers 


fighting raccoon rabies 


cl helped to all but eliminate 


one strain of rabies in red foxes in 

Ontario, a Queen’s research and 
teaching lab is turning its sights on a 
virulent new strain of the virus that’s 
infecting raccoons in eastern Ontario. 

Building on more than 20 years of 
work on rabies in red foxes with the 
Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR), 


Queen’s Geographic Information 
Systems (GIS) lab has been ee 


awarded $210,000 from the min- 

istry to study the spread of the eastern 
Atlantic strain of raccoon rabies, 
which crossed the Canadian border 


into Ontario near Brockville last year. 

“This strain has spread rapidly 
throughout the northeast U.S., and now 
we're trying to control its spread here,” 
says lab manager Peg Hauschildt, 


Artsci’81, MSc’84. 

One of the challenges of fighting 
raccoon rabies is the animals’ greater 
proximity to humans and their num- 
bers, creating the potential for a 
broader, more rapid spread of the 
virus. “There’s a more significant risk 
factor,” Hauschildt says. “There’s a 
lot more human interaction.” 

Raccoons have been known to hitch

a ride in the back of a camper or a boat, 
or ride logging trucks coming into 
Canada from the U.S. Indeed, a “hitch- 
hiking” raccoon is one suspected cause 
of the spread of the virus into eastern 
Ontario, despite a concerted, four-year 
vaccine baiting program by New York 
State, the MNR and the GIS Lab. 

“We had almost eliminated rabies in 
foxes, and consequently in many other 
species of terrestrial wildlife as well,” 
Hauschildt says. “But now that this 
new rabies strain has been identified 
in Ontario, there’s a whole new set of 
variables to deal with.” 
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gle So far, more 
than 30 cases of the 
eastern Atlantic strain of 
raccoon rabies have been 
reported in Ontario. Plans 
are to drop tens of thousands 
of baits this year in an effort to 
contain the virus. The ministry will 
also continue its program of trapping, 
vaccinating, and releasing raccoons. 
Queen’s and the Ontario govern- 
ment have also been working with the 
Texas Department of Health and the 
Diagnostic Labs at Cornell University 
in New York to help combat rabies in 
Texas, New York, Vermont, and Ohio. 
For the past five years Texas has un- 
dertaken a huge baiting program to 
control rabies in coyotes and grey 
foxes in that state. New York, Ver- 
mont, and Ohio are currently battling 
a rabies epidemic in raccoons.

Unique experience for 
international executives 


( anadian academics and public 
servants “have more relevant 
skills to teach about international 
policy than those of possibly any 
other nation,” says Queen’s 
Economics professor Glenn Jenkins. 

Jenkins ought to know. The man 
who has been running programs 
in this field at Harvard University 
for the past 16 years is now back 
home in Canada and is acting as 
the catalyst for the creation of the 
John Deutsch International 
Executive Programs at Queen’s 
(www.queensjdiexec.com). 

These programs represent another 
building block for the international 
section of the John Deutsch Institute 
(JDI) for the Study of Economic 
Policy, under the directorship of 
Economics professor Frank Flatters. 

Executives in developing countries 
who obtain undergraduate degrees, 
often want further education in 
applied economic policy. The 
JDI’s intensive three-to-five-week 
courses enable them to do this 
without a major career disruption. 
Although applied in nature, these 
on-campus summer courses also 


have a strong academic framework. 
Canada has been building an 
excellent base in policy expertise, 
and professionals in the field can be 
drawn upon to teach. “Public ser- 
vants here are less specialized, more 
involved in policy, and have a 
broader base than those in the U.S. 
Our public service is more flexible; 
public servants can go on leave to 
teach and not lose their pensions,” 


explains Jenkins. 

He, himself, was

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The school, founded in 1916 by Scottish missionaries on 
the site of what was the largest nineteenth-century frontier 
fort on the Cape, was the first, and for many years the only, 
university in southern Africa to accept black students. Thus 
it was the alma mater for many of southern Africa’s politi- 
cal leaders — Nelson Mandela, Oliver Tambo, Govan Mbeki 
(a leader of the struggle against apartheid and father of cur- 
rent president Thabo Mbeki), Tanzania’s late president 
Julius Nerere, and even Zimbabwean president Robert 
Mugabe. Fort Hare has always been the cradle of political 
awareness and opposition to apartheid. Mandela and 
Tambo actually met here. The Pan African Congress (PAC) 
— the current official opposition in South Africa, was 
formed at a meeting in the campus central square. To many, 
the university is a symbol of the struggle itself. Fittingly, it’s 
also home to the archives of the African National Congress 
(ANC). That’s where I would spend the next two years. 

With my experience in museums, I was going to help the 
university catalogue the ANC archives’ artefacts, design 
exhibits, create web sites, and develop educational materi- 
als to teach children about the struggle that still shapes 
their lives but already seems like ancient history to most of 
them. In return, I would gain an understanding of South 
Africa’s history and political system that no university pro- 
gram could ever provide. Peter, although originally sup- 
posed to be a junior lecturer in the Computer Science 
department, wound up Head of Department within four 
days of arriving. 

I suppose I should have known that the organization 
would not send volunteers to an unsafe area, but I read and 
heard dreadful things about South Africa everywhere I 
turned. I took books out of the library, but they were writ- 
ten in the 1980s — at the height of apartheid violence. I 
spoke to people who had left South Africa, but they had all 
fled, with horror stories fresh in their minds. The news told 
me nothing but the state of the deteriorating currency and 
the latest bomb attack in Cape Town. And just thinking 
about the situation, I couldn’t help but wonder whether I 
wouldn’t be in danger. The black people of South Africa 
had been oppressed, practically enslaved by apartheid, for 
more than 50 years. I couldn’t imagine that they would 
have anything other than hatred for white skin.

With that as the backdrop, Peter and I found ourselves 
standing in Jan Smuts airport (now called Johannesburg 
International Airport), waiting for our armed guard to 
escort us to the notorious Central Business District of 
Johannesburg where VSO had its regional offices. The 
armed guard never appeared. Eventually, 45 minutes late, 
two affable black fellows showed up, shrugged a laughing 
apology, and ushered us into a rented mini-bus. They got 
lost taking us to the VSO office, so we got a good tour of the 
city. My eyes were wide, looking for guns, flaming cars, and 
other signs of anarchy. I’m not sure whether I was relieved 
or disappointed. I saw no signs of violence. Only signs of 
what seemed like reminders of past violence — rows and 
rows of razor wire and automatic gates in front of houses. 

What struck me was how normal things were. People 
walked in the streets, they did their shopping, they drank 
coffee in sidewalk cafes, they laughed, and they talked. All 
around me, where I was expecting terror, I found people 
getting on with life. Black people, white people. Where was 
the animosity? Where was the fear I had read about? I could 
have been almost anywhere, had it not been for the careful- 
ly planted palm trees and the ladies selling fruit and sweets 
and cheap sunglasses from grubby cardboard boxes all 
along the downtown streets. 

After a few days in the city (without any of us in the 
group of 12 new VSOs getting mugged, hijacked, or any- 
thing else), we were taken on a tour of Alexandra Township 
by a volunteer who had been working there for a year. Alex 
Township is like Soweto - a squalid area to which the 
blacks were once relegated, where shacks of corrugated tin 
are crammed together on bare earth, a rutted, once-paved 
road wobbling between them, and a single communal cold- 
water tap for each street. Goats foraged in impromptu 
dumps created between houses where old shacks had fall- 
en down. Going down a sloping side street, we were 
flanked by a wall of blue porta-potties, tilting their contents 
into a steady mucky stream. Barefoot children ran beside 
us. Here was the South Africa I had read about. Here we 
would see the animosity. Here, as a group of white west- 
erners with new(ish) clothes and cameras and all the signs 
of wealth were walking like tourists in a zoo through the 
most brutal visions of poverty — here would be something. 
By the end of the tour, we felt like we were the zoo animals. 
People came running to see us. They laughed and pointed. 
White people, coming to see their homes! One woman 
beamed with pride as a member of our group asked to hold 


her baby. But here I did get my first glimpse of the terror 
that remains in South Africa. 

As we prepared to cross a main road, a man pulled our 
group leader over to the side and seemed to be making an 
impassioned plea for us to stop. We crossed anyway. When 
l asked the group leader what the man had said, he told me 
the man was worried about us crossing the road and enter- 
ing the next area. Alexandra was divided along cultural 
lines — originally an apartheid ploy to keep the different 
tribes separated; divide and rule. “You're not going across 
the road, are you?” the man had asked. “They’re Zulu over 
there. They'll kill you!” 

The group leader laughed and said he wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if we had been met by people on the other side say- 
ing “You came from over there? They’re Xhosas. They’II kill 
you!” In reality, no one would have touched us. Our group 
leader had spoken to people in each area beforehand, told 
them we were coming, and that we weren’t to be touched. 
White people meant money. And in our case, the white 
people were there to help. Harm the white people and the 
money and help would go away. If anyone had so much as 
stolen a wallet, he would have been beaten, maybe killed. It 
was my first glimpse of the complexity of this country. 

My original analysis of the situation had been very sim- 
plistic. Blacks were oppressed by whites, ergo, blacks ought 
to hate whites. It seemed obvious, blindingly obvious. And 
I found I was not alone in this analysis. 

Many white South Africans I spoke to lived in fear of the 
black people. They trained their guard dogs to bark only at 
black people. “They hate us. They want to take over our 
farms — what happened in Zimbabwe will happen here in 
no time. They’ve always wanted to drive us into the sea,” I 
was told. That was part of the original reason for apartheid. 

The settlers were worried that if the blacks put their 
minds to it, they could force the new immigrants out of the 
country, back into the sea where they came from. Solution? 
Keep them separated, dependent on Western goods and 
white masters, and give them third-rate schooling that 
taught them to believe themselves inferior to whites. 

The solution worked pretty well, too. Millions of blacks, 
coloureds (“coloured” was a South African 
designation referring to people of mixed race), 
Chinese, and Indians were ruled by a relative 
handful of whites for more than a century. Of 
course, what most white people didn’t realize 
was that from 1912 onward, the leaders the 
ANC were committed to peaceful resistance 
and non-violence. Many other organizations, 
such as the South African Indian Congress and 
the South African Communist Party, had made 
the same commitment. 

The apartheid government brought in pass 
laws that required all non-white men to have 
valid identity documents and permission to enter and leave 
cities and regions. In defiance, men allowed themselves to 
be arrested. When the government tried to bring the same 
law in for women in the 1950s, more than 20,000 women of 
all races took to the streets in a massive protest. Passes for 
women were dropped.

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Despite having lived through such turmoil and uncertainty, 
most black South Africans still manage to lead normal lives, 
says Sara Beck. “We don’t hear that they don’t spend each 
- day in fear.... That they go to school, to church, to work if 
they can. That they have children whom they love and respect, 
and that [like the women above] they proudly retain 
traditional cultures, rituals, and languages.” 





As the laws of the apartheid regime became more and 
more oppressive, people responded with bigger and bigger 
protests. The passive resistance continued until 1960, when 
a peaceful demonstration in Sharpeville ended with the 
police firing on the crowd, killing 69 and wounding count- 
less others. Most of those killed had been shot in the back 
as they fled; 48 of the 69 dead were women and children. 
Unable to stand the violence anymore, the leaders of the 
ANC gathered for a meeting at which a young lawyer pre- 
sented his argument for an end to the policy of non-vio- 
lence. “The attacks of the wild beast cannot be averted with 
only bare hands,” he argued, quoting an old 
African expression. The ensuing debate was 
fierce, but in the end the ANC listened to the 
young lawyer. Nelson Mandela had convinced 
the ANC to begin a campaign of sabotage. 

Even when they turned away from non- 
violence, the ANC was determined not to 
harm human lives. The sabotage campaign 
was intended to strike only infrastructure — 
power lines, empty government buildings, not 
people. It was supposed to scare, not kill. And 
it did scare. The more scared the government 
got, the more force it used on unarmed people, 
the more strict its laws became, the more leaders it threw in 
jail, interrogated in jail, beat in jail, and killed in jail. 

The violence in South Africa grew out of fear. The whites 
were afraid of losing what they had. They oppressed the 
other races. The other races responded with a variety of

n the September-October issue of the Alumni Review, Principal William 

C. Leggett threw down the gauntlet to alumni, friends, and supporters 

of the University. He suggested that realizing Queen’s Vision for the

The good news is that more than $138 million has already been raised, with $36.8 
million coming from Queen’s own campus community. The challenge now is to 
maintain this momentum, and meet or surpass our target within the next two years. 

The Campaign for Queen’s encompasses a myriad of exciting initiatives and reflects 
in its scope and diversity the four fundamental goals that will help make the Univer- 
sity’s Vision a reality. In the following pages, we present an overview of these goals 
and projects, and offer you an opportunity to meet some of the dedicated people 
whose commitment has helped launch the Campaign. Specific Campaign projects, and 
other key people, will be profiled individually in upcoming issues of the Review. > 
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Q Why is this Campaign so 


important for Queen’s? 


A {think that you and I and most 
people we know recognize Queen’s 
as an outstanding Canadian universi- 
ty dedicated to excellence in educa- 
tion.

weapons: non-violent protests, boycotts, 
strikes, “stay-aways,” international 
appeals for help and sanctions, even a 
school in Tanzania for young South 
Africans who fled police brutality. And, 
inevitably, counter-attack. 

Guns became common in the town- 
ships. Resistance leaders sought military 
and guerrilla warfare training from other 
countries. Children learned to make fire- 
bombs. From 1970 onwards, many South 
Africans grew up in a climate of fear, vio- 
lence and poverty. 

After the 1994 elections, the violence 
subsided. The election day — April 27 — had 
gone off almost without a hitch. Police 
patrols left the townships, resistance lead- 
ers were no longer jailed and beaten; they were now in 
power. And most importantly, so, too, was Nelson 
Mandela. He may have been the young lawyer who in 1962 
called for an end to the policy of non-violence, but he was 
also the man who stressed that the enemy was the ideology 
of apartheid, not a race, not a people. 

Despite his own sufferings under apartheid, Mandela firm- 
ly believed that South Africa belonged to all South Africans, 
regardless of race, colour, or history. 

His insistence on reconciliation and non-hatred have 
made the last six years of South African history as peaceful 
as they have ever been in recent years. This achievement is 
remarkable, and has gone almost completely unnoticed 
under the barrage of negative media. In Canada, we hear 
daily news reports about the terror in South Africa: the 
bombings, the rapes, the flame-throwing cars. What we 
don’t hear as much about is the healing that’s going on. We 
don’t hear about the amazing fact that most people, 
despite having grown up in an environment of poverty, 
fear, and brutality, somehow are able to live their normal 
lives. We don’t hear that they don’t spend each day in fear. 
That they laugh. That they 
go to school, to church, to 
work if they can. We don’t 
hear that they have children 
whom they love and 
respect, and that they 
proudly retain traditional 
cultures, rituals, and lan- 
guages. I have never been in 
a society where people 
laugh so freely, speak so 
openly, or are so welcom- 
ing. This, to me, is the truly 
amazing aspect of South 
Africa. Despite the long 
years of apartheid, this 
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Nelson Mandela is one of 
the most famous graduates 
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of higher learning to 
admit black students.

Although the days of street riots and violent anti-apartheid protests are in the past, 
many of South Africa’s problems are not. In parts of Alexandra Township

country is surprisingly stable. The people here are stable. It 
didn’t take me long to stop being afraid here. Two years 
ago, I feared I'd be living in terror. How very wrong I was. 

And that’s where I found myself in South Africa. The 
scars of past violence are still evident — there is razor wire 
and there are automatic gates around the homes of the well- 
to-do. There are AK-47 rifles for sale in the townships for $10 
each. Unemployment is officially round 75 per cent where I 
live, and most of the people working are grandmothers earn- 
ing $4 a day as domestic servants. This is damaged society 
gang-rape and child abuse are barely considered crimes, 
where AIDS is demolishing the population. But despite it all, 
it is also a society in which most people are determined to 
heal. And I arrived, not, as I thought, to be attacked because 
of the colour of my skin, but to be welcomed. Welcomed for 
my willingness to help. For simply shaking black hands and 
greeting people with respect. And it isn’t just me. 

All white people — in fact, people of all races — in South 
Africa who show that they are not racist are welcomed, sup- 
ported, befriended, and thanked. I only wish that more 
white South Africans could realize this, and that the Western 
media could report it. 

South Africa will heal. It will take a long time to do so, but 
I believe the country, and its people, will one day heal. 

As I walked home from work one afternoon not long ago, 
I came to a locked gate, looped round with razor wire. A 
young black man behind me laughed, made a comment 
about campus security, and walked beside me as we made 
the long trek around the barbed wire fence to the next gate. 
After the usual pleasantries he asked me where I was from, 
and what I was doing here; my accent had given me away 
as a foreigner. I told him that I’m a volunteer worker in the 
ANC Archives, doing what I can to help. 

The young man stopped, grasped both my hands in his. 
“I want you to know how welcome you are,” he said. “We 
need people like you. We need white faces, white hands 
helping us. You are so welcome.” 
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ING UP 
OUNTAIN 
TRASH 


Jamie Ross, Artsci’95, MSc’98, 
has climbed halfway up 
_ Mount Everest not once, but twice, 
in recent years. His motives for 
these high altitude expeditions on 
the world’s tallest peak are lofty in 
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Ithough there isn’t any relation between 
singer Diana Ross of the Supremes fame 
and Jamie Ross, there “ain’t no mountain 
high enough” for either of them. 

The Vancouver resident spent two months last 
summer living and working in one of the harshest 
climates on the planet: Mount Everest. He acted as 
the Environmental Director for the Everest 2000 
expedition, overseeing environmental research and 
cleanup projects. 

Jamie was the only Canadian out of 60 people 
who traveled to the world’s highest — and most 
famous — peak to promote environmentally and cul- 
turally sensitive climbing, and to help clean up the 
mountain’s fragile environment. The expedition 
retrieved 632 oxygen bottles and thousands of kilo- 
grams of trash and human waste from the moun- 
tain’s slopes. 

Why would anyone want to travel half-way 
around the globe to spend the summer picking up 
litter? 

One reason Jamie did so was the opportunity to 
return to Nepal, the rugged Asian nation on India’s 
northeast border, where he did research for his 
Masters degree in geography. The other was the 
chance to do something to help to clean up Mount 
Everest. “It’s a sign of respect to the local people. 
Nepal is a beautiful place, one that’s unlike any 
other. I love the country,” says Jamie. 

The expedition also had an educational compo- 
nent — both for Jamie and for thousands of school 
children across North America who followed the 
team’s progress. “We spoke to a lot of kids who were 
inspired by the expedition, and a lot of teachers used 
the Everest 2000 website as a tool for increasing 
awareness of environmental issues.” 

Asked how exactly he got involved in the project, 
Jamie explains that he came to know many of the 
Everest 2000 team members in 1998. He was in cen- 
tral Nepal at the time doing research for his Masters 
degree, studying the relationships 
between population expansion, 
monsoon weather patterns, and ero- 
sion and sediment transport. The 
team members were planning an

involved in that project, Jamie vol- 
unteered as base camp manager 
and research coordinator for that 
initial climb. 

The experience proved so 
rewarding that when the opportunity to join the 
Everest 2000 expedition arose, Jamie grabbed it. 
During last summer’s climb, he managed the base 
camp and played a pivotal role as the coordinator of 
research and educational programs. While he was on 
Everest, Jamie also performed experiments on the 
quality of the water and snow.

With thousands of people 
trekking up the mountain each 
year, the peak has become in- 
creasingly polluted with oxygen 
bottles, trash from camping 
expeditions, and both human and 
animal waste. This has had seri- 
ous consequences for future expe- 
ditions and for the native people 
who live near the mountain. 

“A lot of people get sick from 
the water there. There are special 
portable toilets that climbers are 
supposed to use, but some people 
don’t. As a result, whenever the 
snow melts, human waste runs into the water supply. 
Food poisoning, “Beaver Fever,” dysentery, and other 
bacterial illnesses are fairly common there,” he says. 

Jamie saw for himself the effects of environmental 
pollution. He wasn’t sick, but one of his fellow team 
members was after drinking water on the mountain, 
and he had to be flown to a hospital. 

According to Jamie, the team also faced other 
problems and hazards; the unpredictable and often 
harsh weather was one of them. “Some team mem- 
bers lost parts of their fingers to frostbite. The tem- 
perature varies from —40 C to -50 C, with the wind- 
chill near the top of the mountain,” Jamie says. “It 
feels colder because there is less oxygen, and that 
means climbers lose their ability to keep your fingers 
and toes warm.” 

Even at the camp where Jamie was stationed, 
6,500 metres (21,300 feet) above sea level, the tem- 
peratures fluctuated from as high as 15 degrees C in 
the day to -15 C at night. 

Working at high altitude also poses other chal- 
lenges. “There was a day where we were hiking and 
we found a porter (a local that assists the teams carry 
their supplies to the base camp) who was sick. He 
was pretty close to death when we found him. He 
had altitude sickness.” 

The condition can be deadly. “Sometimes your 
body reacts in strange ways. Your brain swells, 
there’s fluid in your lungs,” says Jamie. “The porter 
was in an advanced stage but fortunately he lived.” 

Other porters, however, haven’t been as lucky. 
“At least two others died from altitude sickness. It 
could be that they have pre-exist- 
ing conditions that make it harder 
for them when they came up, like 
Tuberculosis.” 

But danger does not deter 
Jamie. He has climbed several mountains throughout 
North America and in Bolivia. Jamie says he has 
“nothing definite” in mind about further adventures. 
“But I would like to get to Antarctica soon,” he adds. 

When Jamie is at home, closer to sea level, he 
works as a management consultant with DMR 
Consulting in Vancouver.

Reginald Donald Barker 


O: June 8, 1944, two days after the 
Normandy D-Day invasion, Reg 
Barker, BA’37, was one of 145 Canadian 
prisoners of war (POWs) massacred by 
the infamous SS Hitlerjugend (Hitler 
Youth). Although “too old” for combat, 
Reg volunteered for overseas duty. 
When he waded ashore with Canadian 
troops in Normandy in June 1944, he 
was in his thirty-seventh year. 

Reg sealed his fate when he assumed 
a leadership role for the POWs, insisting 
that his captors fulfill their responsibil- 
ities under the Geneva Con- 
ventions of War and that the 
Canadian POWs would re- 
veal nothing except “name, 
rank and serial number.” 

At a moment when an 
enemy counterattack would 
have proven disastrous to 
the success of the Allied in- 
vasion of Europe — the Ger-

man army was unaware of just how 
meagre were the forces separating the 
British and Canadian sectors — Reg 
Barker’s refusal to provide his captors 
with information proved pivotal. Two 
Canadians escaped the massacre. Their 
stories and those of their comrades who 
died were told in the documentary Mur- 
der in Normandy, which aired on the 
History Television cable network last fall. 

Reg Barker lies buried with his com- 
rades in the Beny-sur-mer Cemetery, 
France. But I still have vivid memories of 
the man. He was a gifted ath- 
lete and a charter member of 
the Queen’s Football Hall of 
Fame. Reg gave up a berth 
on Canada’s Olympic rowing 
team to lead Queen’s football 
team to victory in the ’34 and 
‘35 intercollegiate champi- 
onships. He was also on two 
Grey Cup winning teams - 
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the Hamilton Tiger Cats in 1932 and the 
Toronto Argonauts in 1937. 

I can still see big Reg Barker escort- 
ing Isobel Shaw, BA’38, BCom’39, pres- 
ident of Levana to campus dances. 
Much later, Isobel married Reg’s 
younger brother, John Barker, Bcom’38, 
BA’39. They have a son christened 
Reginald Donald Barker. 

Who will join me in honouring Reg 
Barker, handsome football giant and 
war hero?

Yor at Falaise: The Soldiers’ 
Story (HarperCollins, $35), the 
fourth book of WWII history by the 
Oakville, ON-based husband-and-wife 
writing team of Brigadier-General 
(Ret’d) Denis Whitaker and Shelagh 
(Dunwoody) Whitaker, Arts’51, 
challenges some long-accepted views 
of Allied soldiers in the 1944 Battle 

of Normandy. The book refutes the

stereotype of the cautious, ineffective, 
untrained soldier by citing many first- 
hand accounts that give long-overdue 
credit to the skill and courage of 
infantry and armoured troops of five 
Allied nations. Distinguished military 
historian Terry Copp of Wilfrid Laurier 
University offers academic backup to 
this fast-paced, provocative look at the 
76-day battle that began the liberation 
of Europe. 

The Whitakers’ previous books 
include Dieppe (1992), a chronicle of 
the ill-fated 1942 landing by Canadian 
troops on the French coast at Dieppe; 
Tug of War (1996), the story of the 
liberation of Antwerp (winner of 
the John W. Dafoe Award for best 
Canadian book on international 
affairs); and, Rhineland (2000), which 
depicts the Allied efforts during the 
bitter winter of 1945 to push the 
German armies back across the Rhine. 
All of the Whitakers’ books have been 
bestsellers, with wide readerships in 
Canada, the U.S., the U.K., Germany, 
and the Netherlands.

$25,000 AWARD 


OQ: History professor David 
Eltis (above) has won the second 
annual Frederick Douglass Prize for his 
book The Rise of African Slavery in the 
Americas (Cambridge University Press, 
$19.95). The $25,000 award, named in 
honour of a former slave who became a 
leading American abolitionist, is given 
by Yale University’s Gilder Lehrman 
Centre for the Study of Slavery, 
Resistance, and Abolition. Eltis, a 
scholar of slavery and of the African 
diaspora, is also an associate of the 
W.E.B. Du Bois Institute at Harvard 
University and a research lecturer at 
the University of Hull in England.

ock Climie says it’s time to set the record 

straight: at age 31, he isn’t retiring from pro 

football, at least not anytime soon. 

“People have been retiring me for three years 
now,” laughs Climie, who works six months 
each year as a lawyer, and the other six months 
catching footballs as a receiver for 
the Montreal Alouettes of the 
Canadian Football League (CFL). 

“Many people think that any- 
one with a law degree wouldn't 
want to be playing professional 
football. But I do, for three rea- 
sons,” says Jock. “First, I still love 
to play; it’s still fun. Secondly, the 
money is better than what I’d 
make as a full-time lawyer. Lastly, 
I love the lifestyle. I like that this 
isn’t a 9-5 job.” 

But 9-5, or longer, is something 
Jock copes with each November 
(unless the Alouettes make it to the Grey Cup 
game), when he trades his football helmet for 
his lawyer’s robes. 

Jock has worked for the Federal Department 
of Justice each off-season since 1996. Last winter, 
he was a Crown prosecutor in Vancouver; 
before that, he was involved in labour litigation 
in Ottawa. 

Jock loves the law; he’s fascinated by the 
human drama of it. “That’s what labour litiga- 
tion and criminal litigation have in common — 
people,” he explains. ”Plus, I’ve always enjoyed 
the nuances of the law: breaking down a fact 
pattern, and pulling out the issues that help you 
win your case.” 

People are amazed that Jock is capable of 
working at two careers simultaneously. “Quite 
frankly, it’s easy,” he says with a laugh, 
“because I never get bored. I can’t think of a 
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better way to combine the two sides of me that 
need expression: the athletic side and the more 
intellectual side.” 

So if he’s not yet ready to call it a career, how 
did those football retirement rumors get started? 
Jock recalls that he talked about calling it a career 
three years ago, but only because he needed to 
write his Bar exams between September and 
December; he didn’t think it was possible to do 
so and still play football. But he did. 

For three days each week for 10 weeks, Jock 
attended Bar admission classes in Ottawa from 
9:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. He then drove two-and- 
a-half hours to Montreal, where he practised 
football from 3:30 to 6 p.m. Afterward, he’d hop 
back into his car, drive back to Ottawa, and then 
study for a few hours before collapsing into bed. 
“T knew I could do it. I just didn’t know if I’d 
lose my mind in the process!” he recalls. 

Als receivers coach Dan McKinnon wasn’t 
surprised to learn that Jock wanted to practise 
law in the off-season. “That’s just Jock Climie. 
He’s an agile speaker, with a quick mind. When 
he gives me feedback, it’s always very well 
thought out; very thorough,” McKinnon says. 

Jock’s football sense comes naturally. He 
spent most of his childhood in Europe, where he 
had little opportunity to play organized foot- 
ball. As a result, until he returned to Canada 
and enrolled at university, he had all but forgot- 
ten his gridiron dreams. The fact Jock made the 
Queen’s team is a testament to his athletic skills. 

“Jock is a born athlete,” recalls former Gaels 
coach Doug Hargreaves, Arts’60. “He’s very 
bright, has pretty good speed, and if he can 
reach it, he’ll catch just about any ball that’s 
thrown his way.” 

Not surprisingly, Jock became one of the 
stars of a very good Tricolour squad in the late 
‘80s. He ended his playing days at Queen’s in 
1989 with a record 2,310 career yards as a receiv- 
er. Jock was also one of the keys to a 7-0 season 
that ended with the Gaels losing a heartbreaker 
to Saskatchewan in the Churchill Bowl. 

After graduating with his BA in 1990, Jock 
turned pro with the CFL’s Toronto Argonauts. 
The next season, he moved on to Ottawa for a 
four-year stay. He rejoined the Argos in 1995, 
before signing on with the Alouettes the follow- 
ing season. 





Jock’s feats as a Golden Gael were formally 
recognized during Homecoming 2000 festivities 
when he was one of the 13 former players who 
were inducted into the Queen’s Football Hall of 
Fame (July-August, pg. 7). While Jock is delight- 
ed to have been honoured, he isn’t one to dwell 
on his accomplishments. “I like to remember 
that tomorrow is another day,” he says with a 
smile. “There’s always another challenge 
around the corner.” 

In a sport — and in the CFL - in which most 
playing careers are shorter than a New York 
minute, the 6/17 185 lb. slotback has been the 
exception to the rule. A three-time CFL All-Star 
and a 10-year veteran, thus far Jock has been 


Downhill to 
Olympic Gold 


ack in the mid ’50s, the brother of John 
Emery, Meds’57, urged him to try “some- 
thing different.” That something turned 
out to be bobsledding. Having raced with 
Queen’s ski team, John was no stranger to the 
thrills of height, speed, and cold winds. But 
bobsledding was something new, both for John 
and for Canada. At the time, this country did not 
have an official bobsled team. Says John, “No 
team, no run, and no bobsled.” But John did 
more than just try the sport. He joined his broth- 
er as “third man” on the team of four, which also 
included Doug Anakin, Arts’55, and the team set 
their sights on Olympic glory 

After graduating from Queen’s, John joined 
his teammates in Vancouver. But as his medical 
residency took him to the UK training time was 
tight. The rest of the team practised in places 
such as Lake Placid, NY, on equipment that they 
“begged and borrowed” from other countries. 
John practised in Europe when he could, and he 
joined his team whenever possible. In 1964, 
against the odds, Canada’s fledgling bobsled 
team went won Olympic gold. 

More than 35 years later, John still follows 
the Olympics. He’s still skiing, but the last bob- 
sled run that he took was in Calgary in 1984. 
John and his wife, recently left San Francisco, 
where John had a cosmetic surgery practice for 
30 years. The practice is now in Sonoma, where 
the Emerys live on a ranch, complete with vine- 





yard — “a retirement project,” he says. 

John’s teammate Doug Anakin lives in British 
Columbia, and still keeps in touch with John on 
a regular basis. The two have shared many 
things over the years. You could say that it’s a 
gold-medal friendship. 


lucky enough to avoid serious injuries. Part of 
the reason is his on-field savvy; part is because 
he stays in top shape. In fact, Jock is only about 
five pounds heavier now than he was during his 
playing days at Queen’s. Ah... his playing days 
at Queen’s. Jock has golden memories of the 
four seasons he wore the Tricolour. 

“Because of my dad (Bob Climie, Arts’66, 
Meds’70, who also starred with the Gaels in the 
late 1960s), Queen’s and its traditions were with 
me as early as I can remember,” he says. “When 
I was five, people would ask me what I wanted 
to be when I grew up, and I'd always say, play- 
ing football for Queen’s and in the CFL. It was 
my dream.” Some dreams really do come true.

When five old friends from Arts’75 made the 
pilgrimage to campus for their 25th anniversary 


reunion, their weekend wasn’t quite as planned. 


[ was August when my buddies and 
I decided to head back to Queen’s to 
mark the 25th anniversary of our grad- 
uation. We figured a lot of people from 
our Class would be making the same 
trip. Armed with a reservation for a 
basement suite at the Belvedere Hotel 
and strapped into a green van on the 
morning of September 23 in a torren- 
tial downpour, we left Toronto for 
Queen’s, ready to party.

We figured we all 
looked the same as we had when we 
left, so no one would have trouble rec- 
ognizing us. 

The four of us met in 1971, our first 
year, while attending a Women’s 
Liberation meeting (believe it or not, 
it was called that!).

One of my best friends from Ottawa, 
Vicky, who had arranged to stay with 
us, ran up smothering us in hugs. The 
dean, (younger than us) greeted us 
warmly. We scoured the room for more 
people and noticed four other women 
from our year. That was it. 

“Don’t worry,” we told each other. 
“There’s a big party at Jock Harty 
Arena tonight. Everyone will be there.” 

We spent the rest of the day knock- 
ing on the doors of rooms in residences

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we'd lived in and made the pilgrim- 
age to our house on University 
Avenue. One girl on the phone to her 
mom squealed as we entered, “These 
people just came in who lived here 
nearly 30 years ago!” We took pictures 
of each other, grabbing three young 
engineers on the street painted purple 
and snapped a couple of shots of them 
posing with us. 

We were tired from all the walking — 
could this be turning into what 
I feared...the Golden Girls do their 
25th anniversary? — but we kept going. 
Should we have a nap? No, we would 
get our second wind once we hit Jock 
Harty arena. We headed over at nine 
o'clock, ready to rock. Considered the 
one with the most nerve, I was forced 
out of the van into the rain, to case the 
party. Using skills honed sneaking into 
pubs years ago, | ran by security, “I’m 
just going in to look for a friend.” The 
arena, beautifully decorated with bal- 
loons, looked eerily like a scene from a 
teen horror flick. There was one couple 
inside. And a table of staff. 

Condensation rose from the wood- 
en planks covering the ice. The rink 
was empty. I ran back to the car. No 
wonder we'd been able to get a park- 
ing spot in front. My pals were skepti- 
cal, so we all headed in. To look for a 
friend. 

Where was everybody? Or was 
there anybody here for the weekend. 
Had we come on the wrong weekend? 
We headed over to the pub, but we just 
weren't the same party animals we 
used to be. One drink each. Heather 
had milk. I ordered a coke. We were 
exhausted. Back to the Belvedere 
where we were all tucked in by 11 p.m. 

Despite the fact, that our 25th 
reunion was, ahem, poorly attended we 
still had a super time. We reminisced 
for hours, helped along by the beauti- 
ful campus, a couple of photo albums 
and yearbooks, and our still sharp 
memories. And we figured it really 
didn’t matter if there was no one else 
there. For five women to have as much 
fun as we did after 25 years, taking a 
trip back in our minds and remember- 
ing it as if it were yesterday, was more 
than most people can hope for.
